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ACT OF [NCORPORATiON. 



Be it enaeted by the S^tate and House of Representatives of tfte 
Vnitsd States of America in Congress assembled. That Andrew 
D. White, of Ithaca, in the State of Kew York ; George Baa- 
croft, of WaahingtOD, in the District of Colambia ; Jaetiu Wia- 
sor, of Cambridge, in the State of MassachnaettB ; William F. 
Poole, of Ohicago, id the State of Illinois ; Herbert B, Adams, 
of Baltimore, In the State of Maryland ; Clarence W. Bowen, 
of Brooklyn, in the State of Kew York ; their associates and 
BuccesBorB, are hereby created in the District of Oolnmbia a 
body corporate and politic, by the name of the American His- 
torical Association, for the promotion of historical studies, the 
collection and preservation of historical mauoscripts, and for 
kindred purposes in the interest of American history and of 
history in America. Said association is anthorized to hold real 
and personal estate in the District of Columbia so far only as 
may be necessary to its lawfnl ends to an amount not exceeding 
five hundred tfaoosand dollars, to adopt a constitution, and to 
make by-laws not inconsistent with law. Said association shall 
have its principal office at Washington, in the District of Colum- 
bia, and may hold its annual meetings in snoh places as the 
said incorporators shall determine. S^d association shall re- 
port annnally to the secretary of the Smithsonian Institution 
concerning its proceedings and the condition of historical study 
in America. Said secretary shall communicate toCongressthe 
whole of such reports, or such portions thereof as he shall see 
fit. The regents of the Smithsonian Institution are anthorized 
to permit said association to deposit its collections, manosoripts, 
books, pamphlets, and other material for history in the Smith- 
sonian Institution or in the N^ational Museum at their discre- 
tion, upon such conditions and under such rules as they shall 
prescribe.

The Amerioan Historical Association was organized at Sara- 
toga in 1884, with only forty members, for the promotion of 
historical stadias.

At the sixth 
annaal meeting, which was held in Washington, D. 0., from 
the 28th to the 31st of December, 1889, there were present 
eighty-seven members, the largest attendance in the histoiy of 
the Association.

The headqaartera of the Association in Washington were at 
the Arlington Hotel. Three morning sesaions, Saturday, Mon- 
day, and Tnesday, were held &om 10.30 to 1 o'clock at the 
National Mnseam by permission of the Begents of the Smith- 
sonian Institation, and three evening sesaions on the same 
days from 8 to 10 p. m., in the large leetare hall of the Oolnm- 
bian TTniveraity by jontatioo of President James 0. Welling. 
Snoday and the afternoon hoars were free for social porposes. 
On Monday, from 4 to 7 o'clock, a tea was given to the members 
of the Association and their friends by Mr, uid Mrs. Horatio 
King, 707 H street, and ou Tuesday afternoon, at the same 
hours, Mm. Walworth extended to the Assodatiou a like coor- 
teey at her new home, 1300 L street. By invitation of the 
bowd of managers onr members eigoyed the privileges of the 
Cosmos Olab daring the foor days' sojonrn in Washington. 
Every evening after a^joomment of the formal session of 
the Association at the Oolambian University there was a 
social reunion at the Cosmos Olob. On Monday afternoon 
and on Tuesday morning by invitation of the librarian, Dr. 
Bancroft, parties of historical students and specialists visited 
the State Department for an examination of the interesting 
archives there preserved. 

The convention opened Satnrday morning, December 28, in 
the large lecture hall of the National Maseam. The walls were 
decorated with the Gatliti collection of Indian p6rtraits, with 
pictures of Pneblos and Clifif dwellers, and with the busts of 
American statesmen. The room was admirably suited to the 
purposes of the Association. The curators of the Museum had 
introduced a number of cases for the display of interesting 
historical relics, books, manuscripts, etc., which attracted great 
attention on the part of the members as they entered or left 
the hall. The first paper presented at the morning session was 
by Pro£ George L-Burr, of Cornell University, who has in his 
immediate charge the excellent historical library of ez-Presi- 
dent Andrew D. White. The subject of Mr. Burr's paper was 
" The Literature of Witchcraft," for the illustration of which 
ample materials had been found in Mr. White's library. The 
literature of witchcraft includes perhaps a thonsand volumes. 
The earliest was written in the flflieenth century, and their 
aathors were Dominicans of the Inquisition. They regarded 
the subject as an old one. Indeed, the Ohurch had always 
fought against magic. She had taught that the gods of the

pagans were devils and tbose who vorahipped them were sor- 
cerers. The belief in Satan was developed by mediteval monks 
and the Charch fathers, re-enforced by Byzantine speealation. 
Belief in the Devil's activity in this world was elaborated by 
scholasticism into a system, of which the whole literature of 
witchcraft is but a broken reflection. To detect and punish the 
servants of Satan was the work of the Inquisition and the per- 
secutors of witchcraft in England and Kew England. 

The second paper of Saturday morning's session was " A 
Catechism of Political Beaction," by ex-Fresident Andrew D. 
Whit«. In his preface to this paper Mr. White called atten- 
tion to the fiuit that while studies of the Frenoh Bevolution in 
Europe have been developed to an enormoas extent there has 
been no corresponding treatment, indeed no adequate study of 
the reaction after the various revolutions. Mr. White's paper 
was a contribution to such a history. His essay was baaed 
Qpon a very rare and curioas little book which he obtained at 
Sorrento three years ago. The book was a wonderfully well- 
argaed and well-written catechism by the Archbishop of Sor- 
rento, who was placed by the King of the Two Sicilies, about 
1850, at the head of the department of public instrnctioa at 
S'aples, and also made the tutor of the young prince. It coa- 
tains the most amazing declarations of war against modem 
civilization, aud indeed against nearly everything moral, politi- 
cal, or social which the nineteeth century regards as a land- 
mark of progress. It argues with wonderful force that the 
king is not bound by any oath that he may have sworn to 
maintain a constitution, and urges with extreme cleverness all 
the arguments in support of absolute government. Mr. White 
took up several chapters of this remarkable catechism and gave 
in detail the argument in each. 

The tjiird paper was by Herbert Elmer Mills, Instructor in 
History, Cornell University, on "The French Bevolution in 
San Domingo." In 17^9, San Domingo was by far the most 
important of the colonies of France. Commercially it was pros- 
perous, but its population was divided into the Creole planters, 
the free " people of color," and the slaves, by &r the most 
numerous class. Government was in the hands of the Frenoh 
minister of marine, and was administered by a governor and 
an intendant. The people had no political privileges, and 
this &ct bad long irritated the Creoles. At the first announce- 
ment of the approaching meeting of the States-General in

Fraooe, the people of San Domingo took measures to secure 
repieseatatiou, hopiog thereby to win for tbemselTes the cou- 
trol of the island. Delegates were chosen, but a careful study 
Bbows that the assemblies which elected them were widely 
scattered and by no means represented the entire body of 
the planters. At first the represeutatiTee were given a seat, 
bat not a voice among the Third Estate ; but before the end of 
1789 they had won recognition aa entitled to six votes in the 
j^ational Assembly. Meantime the free people of color in San 
Domingo had not been idle. Their representatives also ap- 
peared at the Ifational Assembly aud claimed seats. It has 
been assumed by historians that these representatives were 
actually elected in the island and seot to Paris, bnt the truth 
is that they were chosen merely by members of this caste who 
were residents of Paris. So place was granted them in the 
National Assembly. Of course neither emancipation nor 
representation of the servile class was thought of either by the 
whites or free people of color in San Domingo. 

The last paper of the morning session was read by Clarence 
W, Bowen on a newly discovered manuscript called Beminis- 
(«nces of the American War of Independence, by Ludwig 
Baron von Glosen, Aid to fJountde Boohambean. This manu- 
script was found in the early part of the year 1889 among the 
archives of the Yuu Glosen family in their castle in Bavaria. 
A translation was sent to Mr. Bowen, who read brief extracts. 
Lodwig Baron von Olosen, the author, was born August 11, 
1753, and in his early years entered the French military serv- 
ioe. On the arrival of the French expedition in Newport, E. 
L. in 1780, he was made Aid to Count de Bochambean, com- 
mander of the expedition. Previously he had been captain in 
the regiment Boyal Deaz Fonts. On returning to France in 
1783, Von Oiosen received fhim Louis XVI. the Order of Le- 
gion of Honor, and the Order for Merit, and in 1792 was in- 
formed of his election, with the permission of the King of 
France, to the Order of the Oincinnati. He died in 1830. Id 
hia reminiscences he speaks of his visits to John Hancock of 
Massacha8etts,JonatbanTrnmbaIlofOonnecticut, and Thomas 
Jefferson of Virginia. He conducted Washington from the 
Hudson Biver to Bochambeau at Newport. He reports the 
conferences between Washington, Rocbambean. La Fayette, and 
De Orasse near Yorktown. His visit to Mrs. Washington at 
Monnt Vernon, a ball he gaveat Baltimore, and visits to other 
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aeotioQR of the country are described by Von Oloaen iu the 
most oharming manner. His retniniseences are fiill of histori- 
cal interest, and are an important addition to the literatore of 
the French in America daring the Bevolutionary War. 

The evening aeseion on Saturday began promptly at 8 
o'clock at the Oolunibian TJniTersity, with the Hon. John Jay, 
of Sew York, presiding. In a brief but comprehensive sketcb 
Mr. Jay reviewed the work of the morning sesBion and then in- 
troduced President Adams, who delivered an interesting inau- 
gural address upon The Becent Historical Work of the CTui- 
versitiea. He said that thefirst distinct piofessorabip of history 
wasestablishedat Harvard University in 183d, for Jared Sparks. 
At Yale, as at other American colleges, history was long taagbt 
by means of text-books without mnch real enthnsiasm. A great 
advance was made when Andrew D. White, fresh from original 
studies in France and Germany, entered apon an historicid pro- 
fessorship in 1857, at the University of Michigan. From that 
institution President White's influence was transmitted to Cor- 
nell University, which developed the first distinct professorship 
of American history. Senator Hoar, after President Adams'a 
address, called attention to the feet that Jored Sparks's lectures 
at Harvard University were largely upon American subjects, 
and were at the same time original contribntions to American 
history. Mr. Adams reviewed the progress of historical science 
in the various eonntries of Europe, including Great Britain, 
Holland, Belgium, Italy, Germany, and France. His conclu- 
sion was, that the best advantages for historical study are now 
to be found in the schools of Paris, and that before the achieve- 
ments of Eoropean universities American scholars find more to 
euconrage bamility than pride. Kemarks were made npon 
President Adams's paper by President White. Professor Austin 
Scott, of fintgers College, justly called attention to the works 
of the smaller colleges in America, and to the services of the 
late Professor Allen, of the University of Wisconsin, who was 
one of the most critical scholars and ablest teachers of history 
iu this country. 

After the inaugnral address, Mendes Cohen, corresponding 
secretary of the Maryland Historical Society, gave an interest- 
ing account of the discovery of the Calvert papers in England, 
and of tbeir recent pablication in Baltimore. He exhibited to 
the Association the first volume, which has just appeared from 
the press, Mr. Cohen's statement of tbe progress of an impor- 
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tant vork undertaken by a State historioal society perhaps 
foreahadovs similar reports that may be presented at futare 
meetings by delegates from tbe varioas historical societies of 
the United States and of Canada. 

The Association re-assembled Monday morning, December 
30, at half-past ten, in the Kational Maseam, Fresidenl 
Adama in the chair. The first paper was on "The Origin and 
Early History of oar N'ational Scientific Institutions," by Dr. 
6. Brown Goode, assistant secretary of the Smithsonian Instito- 
tion. Dr. Goode reviewed the entire history of scientiflc and 
philosophical societies in this coantry, and gave special atten- 
tion to the development of literary and scientiflc institutions in 
the city of Washington. He called attention to the fact that, as 
early as 1775, when Washington was in his oamp at Cambridge, 
Major Blodgett said to him that a national aniveraity onght to 
be erected in which the yoath of the whole country might re- 
ceive instrnction. Washington replied, " Yoang man, yon are 
a prophet, Inspired to speak what I am confident will one day 
be realized." Dr. Goode pointed oat the varioas tendencies 
toward the development of a larger soientiflc and intellectual 
life in the Federal City. He traced the history of its varioas 
institutions of learning, including the Colambian Uaiversity, 
the American Academy of Sciences, and the Smithsonian In- 
stitation, with which the American Historical Association was 
allied by Act of Congress approved January 4, 1889. 

The next paper was on " The Development of International 
Law as to Hewly Discovered Territory," by Dr. Walter B. 
Scaife, Beader on Historical Geography in the Johns Hopkins 
University. Hia paper opened with a brief sketch of the policy 
of tbe Boman See as the arbiter of Europe, fiwm the eleventh to 
the fifteenth century. Dr. Scaife showed that the bulls of Alex- 
ander YI., dividing the non-Christian world between Spain and 
Portugal, were not manifestations of an unheard of presump- 
tion, bat were the natural outgrowth of precedent conditions. 
Bat this authority was now rejected, and was replaced by the 
rale offeree. Meantime, international law had 8tari«d on its 
career to try to persuade men to be governed by reason rather 
than by force; and ever striving toward the ideal, bat keeping 
tbe practical in mind, it advanced in the course of two cen- 
turies and a half to tbe formulation of rules of action, high in 
their aim and still practicable in their application. Daring 
this time the practice of nations was undergoing also modifloa- 
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tions. Spain, finding the Pope's anthority rejected by other 
powers, set up the right of possession by discovery ; bat in 
this England was at least her equal, inasmuch as her repre- 
sentative had seen the mainland of the Western Continent be- 
fore any Spaniard. England advanced also this theory as long- 
as it answered her pnrpose, then tamed to another, viz., that 
actual occupation is oecessary to effect a complete title. Fi- 
nally, daring the present decade, a union has been made of 
practice and theory in the formation of the Congo State; and 
rales have been formulated and adopted by the Great Powers 
for the future regulation of national action in the matter. The 
whole sabject goes to show the valoe of forming correct 
scientific theories as to the afi^irs of men, even when appar- 
ently there is the least hope of their ever being realized ; that 
they do have efieet on the practices of mankind, and that a 
time will come when they will be recognized as the true stand- 
ard of action. 

An important contribution to pott beUum historical literature 
was a paper on *'The Impeachment and Trial of President 
Johnson," by Dr. William A. Dunning, of Colombia University, 
!New York. The points which he considered were three: first, 
the causes oontribatiDg to the impeachment proceedings; sec- 
ond, the issues involved in the impeachment by the House; 
and third, the issue involved in the trial by the Senate. The 
causes which seem to have been pecnliarly efficient were the 
personality of Johnson and his theory of reconstruction. There 
were three differeDt attempts at impeachment in the Hoase. 
It was the President's removal of Stanton in apparent defianoe 
of the tenure of office act that precipitated the final Impeach- 
ment. Before the Senate the most important questictn really 
answered was, whether the Senate coald be viewed as a court 
proper or not. The radicals said no. The Senate's action, 
however, favored the contrary opinion. With this divided sen- 
timent, conviction on any of the numeroas charges was practi- 
cally impossible. Article XI., involving the President's 
resistance to reconstracticm, was most likely to prove success- 
fal, but failure to obtiun a two-thirds vote on this matter was 
the knell of all impeachment proceedings. Dr. Dunning con- 
cluded that the framers of oar Coostitotion built strongly in 
co-ordinating the various departments of our government. No 
circumstances mote fovorable to removing a President firom 
office are likely to arise in the future, and the result of the 
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Johnson impeachment vaa a conflrmatlofi of the principlB as- 
serted by the fathers of the Eepablic. 

The subject of the next paper was " The Trial and Execn- 
tion of John Brown," by C}«neral Marons J. Wright, of th& 
War Becorda ofiBce, Washington, D. C. The paper was sub- 
Btantially an answer to Dr. H, von Hoist's charges that John 
Brown did not receive a fair trial. G-eneral Wright reviewed 
the whole matter from notes and evidence taken at the time, 
and clearly established his thesis that every thing was done 
which the law required. The conclading paper of the morning 
session was " A Defense of Congressional Government,'* by 
Dr. Freeman Snow, of Harvard University. Dr. Snow said 
that Americans are now engaged in drawing comparisons be- 
tween the English and the American Constitutions, and, like 
Mr. Bagebot, they find nearly all the advantages on the side of 
the English, The multitude, it is said, needs leadership. 
Hence, if we woald save onr society from disintegration, we 
most adopt the English system of responsible leadership. 
The error of this view, Mr. Snow contended, lies in looking too 
intently at the mere machinery of government, and not at so- 
ciety as a whole. The effect of obeying leaders is to take away 
ftom the masses the habit of thinking for themselves, if onr 
gOTemmeut is at any time less efficient or less orderly, it is 
the safest in the long ran, for it develops the capacity for self- 
government among the people. Dependence npon leaders, as 
in the English system, has the opposite effect. Too mnch is 
expected of popular government We should not expect per- 
fection from an imperfect people. If we want more efBcient 
legislation, we must send men to Washington for just that pur- 
pose. The present condition of onr politics is largely a legacy 
left D8 by the slavery struggle and the civil war. It is an 
abnormal condition of things and will pass away. It is even 
now on the wane. 

The evening session of Monday was at the Columbian Uni- 
Teisity, Judge Chamberlain presiding. The papers were de- 
voted to New England and the West This feature of grouping 
contribntions by la^e sobjeots, such as European History, 
National History, the North, the West, the South, and Histor- 
ical Science, was generally recognized as a great improvement 
in the arrangement of historical matorial. The first paper of 
the evening was on " The Economic and Social History of New 
England, 1620-1789," by William B. Weeden, of Providence. 
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ITew England commaaities vere foonded on fteebold land 
tenure ; on a meeHng, the local and social expression of religious 
life and femily onltore ; and on a repreeentative, democratic 
gathering corresponding to the old folk-mote of the Germanic 
race. Economically New England settlers profited by trade 
with the Indiano through wampum. Theae beads were both 
jewelry and cnrrency. As currency they were redeemable in 
beaver. When immigration was checked in 1640, the colouista 
built shipe and bartered their own products among themselTea. 
Yeasels were loaded with fish, and sailed for the West Indies 
or Europe, fietuming they brought iron, cordage, and all the 
goods needed by the new settlements. In this oommeroe the 
Puritans prayed, labored, and traded. Stephen Winthrop wrotA 
to his father, after having sold his wine, "Blessed be God, well 
sold 1" Commerce and the fisheries were nourished by home 
products. The New England whale fishery began in boats from 
the shore, and finally extended into every sea. The slave-trade 
and the making of ram were important factors in the industrial 
life of the eighteenth oentnry. Even the foander of Faneail 
Hall helped forward this form of commercial intercourse. Eco- 
nomic history is the basis of political life. No grand theory of 
government caosed oar American colonies to form a republic. 
The economic resistance of strong citizens to stamp acts and 
other economic grievances won us our magnificent rights of 
freedom, as truly as the charters of medieeval cities were ob- 
tained by purchase. 

Mr. William Henry Smith, president of the Associated Press, 
New York, then read a valuable paper on " The Correspoudeuce 
of the Pelham Family, and the Loss of Oswego to the British." 
Mr. Smith said that the president of the Association one year 
ago forcibly presented the importance of governmental aid in 
-the collection of historical records, and commended the example 
of Oanadato the attention of our legislators. If thatadmirable 
address by Dr. Poole penetrated to the interior of the Oapitol, 
it woald seem to be confined to the subterranean vaults, or 
buried beneath innumerable applications for office. The patri- 
otic work of the Dominion of Oanada should claim the atten- 
tion of our great Bepublic. Mr. Smith s^d he was disposed to 
favor an extension of the Canadian Goveramentover the 0nited 
States long enough Co inspire onr legislators with sufficient 
patriotism to seonre the collection and preservation of histor- 
ical manuscripts relating to America. He then proceeded to 
illustrate the value of the papers of the Pelham family which 
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are now accessible, and relate largely to American afiairs. The 
entire collection comprises 522 volames, 305 of which contain 
the official correspondence preserved by Thomas Pelham. It 
is arranged ohronolofncally, from 1697-1768, and is especially 
rich in diplomatic papers relating to this conntry. Mr. Smith's 
paper will be pnblished in fall in the proceedings of the Asso- 
ciation, and will doabtless be highly snggestive to students of 
American history. 

The next paper was on " The Eariy History of the Ballot 
in Gounecticnt,'' by Prof. Simeon E. Baldwin, of the law de- 
partment of Yale University. The paper was read io an im> 
pressiTC manner aod held attention. The professor said that 
election by ballot first appears in American history as a oonsti- 
tntional provision, in the constitation of OonnectJoat of 1639. 
It was coapled with a system of prior ofDeial nominations; as 
regards the "magistrates," or those who came to form the upper 
house of the legislature. Twenty were annnally nomiDated, of 
whom twelve only could be elected. The list was arranged by 
the legislature, on the basis of a previous popular vote, aud the 
present incumbents were always pat first, in the order of their 
official seniority. Ouly as these died, or refused a renominatioa, 
was there practically any chance for the election of any of the 
last eight. The first name on the official ticket was always voted 
on first, and so on ; no one being allowed to vote for more than 
twelve. This gave great stability to legislation, and was what 
kept Connecticut so long subject to a Church establishment. 
"WhenthepoweroftheFederalists had declined everywhere else, 
it was as strong as ever in the upper house. The representa- 
tives elected semi-annually shared the feeling of the day ; but 
the coaucUlors, or " assistants," stood for that of ten or twenty 
years before. From 1783 to 1801, only one was dropped with- 
out his consent; audit took a struggle of seventeen years 
longer to give a m^ority to the "Toleratiouists" and Jeffer- 
Bonians. Congressmen were elected in a similar manner, and 
with similar results, down to 1818. The legislature published 
the nominations (twice as many as there were places to fill), and 
arranged them so that the first half— those already in office — 
were almost invariably re-elected. The Colonial charter of 1663 
made no mention of the ballot, or of an official ticket, but both 
bad become so firmly imbedded in use, that they were read into 
it, between the lines, and stood as fundamental institutions of 
the commonwealth for nearly two hundred years. 
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At the close of the erening seBsion, Theodore Boosevelt, of 
the U. S. Oivil-Service Gominissioii, gave an ex-tempore address 
apon " OertaiD Phases of the Western Movement daring the 
BevolatioDary War." He deplored the IgnoraDoe of Western 
history shown by Eastern historiana. He likened the ignoraQce 
to that of the English regardiag American history ia general. 
Those who fiad American or Western history aniateresting and 
anpiotoresqne have only themselves to blame ; for the fanlt lies 
in the critics, and not in the sabjeot-matter, which is as heroic 
and inspiring as any great chapter in the history of the world. 
Mr. Roosevelt said the great West was von in the midst of war 
and revolatioQ. He gave a graphic picture of the westward 
movement of the pioneers and the conquest of the Western 
coontry &om the French and Indians. The motives of the first 
settlers were adventnre, better lands, and the improvement of 
material conditions in life. Daniel Boone and his followers 
were joined by varione parties of hunters. The region of Kea- 
taeky, that old hunting-ground of Northern and Southern In. 
dians, were saccessfuUy occupied, but only after Lord Dun- 
morels war. There was but one route to the West, and that 
lay tfarongh the Onmberland Clap, which the frontiersman had 
to protect. The conquest of the Illinois country was achieved 
by the expedition of Qeorge Sogers Clark and the Virginians. 
Few lievolutionary heroes deserve more credit than this bold 
and aggressive military leader, who conquered the West for 
the American Republic. Mr. Roosevelt described how govern, 
ment was organized in that Western country upon the basis of 
English institutions, with which the settlers were familiar. 
The reproduction of the old English military system and of 
representation based on military districts, with palisaded vil- 
lages as the primary seats of self-govcmmeDt, is most curious 
and instructive. The county-type of organization was nat- 
urally copied by settlers who had come from Virginia and the 
South. The foundation of this great Federal Republic was laid 
by backwoodsmen, who conquered and held the land west of 
the Alleghanies, and thus prepared the way for the continental 
dominion of the English race in America. The westward move- 
ment of the early pioneers can be best understood in the light 
of the westward march of immigration in our own time. 

A lively discussion followed Mr. Roosevelt's spirited presen- 
tation of bis subject, and exceptions were taken to his state- 
ment that there were no permanent settlements beyond the 
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Alleghanies natil after the BeToIation. Dr. Toner, of the Con- 
gressional Library, made a plea for the early settlers of the Ohio 
Valley, and Dr. StiUS, of Philadelphia, and Dr. Poole, of 
Chicago, entered the lists in behalf of nomeroua local settle- 
ments beyond the monotainB. Mr. Roosevelt defended his 
thesis as a general proposition, and Mr. Edward G. Mason, 
president of the Chicago Historical Society, snstaiaed bim. 

Taeeday morning the convention met onoe more in the Na- 
tional Maeeam, vith a large and enthnsiastic audience, to 
listen to a series of papers npou Southern history. In place 
of Edward Eggleston's paper on ** Bacon's Eebellion," which 
he was prevented from giving, General Henry B. Carrington, 
who had just returned from Montana, spoke of "The Concen* 
tration of the Flathead Indians upon the Jocko Reservation," 
as betokening a better future for a tribe which, since the ex- 
pedition of Lewis and Clark in 1805, has been nniformly 
friendly with the whites. Chief Carlos and every member of 
the tribe had consented to the removal. Their lands in the 
Bitter Boot Valley are to be sold for the benefit of the Indians 
to the highest bidder. General Carrington maintained that 
the history of this tribe shows that Christianity most precede 
civilization and is essential to Indian development. 

"The Constitational Aspects of Kentacky's Straggle for 
Aatonomy, 1784-'92.'' by Ethelbert D. Warfleld, president of 
Miami University, Oxford, Ohio, was the next theme of dis- 
cnsslon. As early as 1776 Kentucky began to feel the neces- 
sity of self-government. In that year George Rogers Clark 
made the first demand for the separation of that region from 
Virginia. The mother colony allowed the institution of the 
county of Kentucky, which concession for the time allayed 
agitation. It broke oat again in 1780, and soon became 
chronic From the year 178i to 1792, when Kentucky was 
admitted to the CTnion, no less tfaan ten regular conventions 
were held and several irregular assembliei besides, in the 
interest of self-government for Kentucky. The history of the 
time is one of constant turmoil. Threats of violent separation, 
both from Virginia and the Union, were frequent ; and yet not 
one action of an unconstitntional character stains the records 
of these various conventions. The conservative element was 
largely Scotch-Irish Presbyterian, and it held the balance of 
power, which was always exerted on the side of law and order. 
When the GonstitntioD of the United States came before the 
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Virginia Conveotioii, the district of Kentncky voted, elevea to 
three, against adoption. And yet when their own conreatioQ 
finally drew up a constitntion, it leaned strongly toward the 
Fedend instrument. Kentucky shares with Vermont the 
honor of first insisting on manhood snfi&age. The period 
known as that of the Separatist Movements is one of aingalar 
self-restraint when viewed on the constitntional side. 

The next paper was by President Lyon G. Tyler, of Williams- 
bargh, Va,, who presented some historical fa«ts from the records 
of William and Mary College, the oldest institution of higher 
education at the Sonth. Mr. Tyler called attention to the 
fact that this venerable institntiou had lately been brought to 
life by an act of the Virginia General Assembly, which appro- 
priates ten thonsand a year to the support of the college. He 
traced the historic iufluence of the college upon the nniver- 
sity idea In Virginia, and dwelt particalarly upon the early 
elective system in vogne at Witliamsbnrgh. He thought that 
this system was developed by Jefferson at the University of 
Virginia, and was not an importation &om foreign aniversities. 
The first law-school in America was established at William 
and Mary. The professorship of George Wythe was the 
second law professorship in the English-speaking world. Mr. 
Tyler also maintained that the college exercised all the powers 
of a civil-service commission in appointing the connty survey- 
ors after examination. He described the early discipline of 
the college, and illustrated by extracts firom the old treasury 
books the intimate relations between the college and the 
colony. As early as 1779, William and Mary College was 
doing its work by au advanced system of lectures on law, 
medicine, and natural science. 

One of the most important papers presented at the conven- 
tion was on " Materials for the Study of the Government of 
the Confederate States," by John Osborne Snmner, a graduate 
of Harvard University. The author said that historical at- 
tention had been directed almost exclusively toward the mili- 
tary operations of the Confederacy, but its constitutional and 
internal history were also of great interest. Much material 
for a study of the Confederate Government was destroyed dur- 
ing the war, and much that has been preserved is not yet ac- 
cessible. We have, however, a full series of statutes, about 
one hundred and fifty executive messages, often accompanied 
by documents, and various reports of secretaries and bnreans. 
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There are also in print nnmerons eoDgreesioual dooameats, 
ordinances, atatntea, and e:oTeniors' messages of the several 
States, together with thejonrnats of their legislatures and cos- 
Tentions. The journals of the Confederate Oongress are said 
to be still in existence, bnt their present place of deposit is not 
known. The Bichmond uewspapera contained taU reports of 
pnbUc proceedings, bat mnch bosiness was transacted in secret, 
and is little known. Tbe historical material actually existing 
is widely scattered among the pnblio and private libraries of 
the oonntry, and there is aa yet no systematic bibliography 
of what has been pablished. The most important mannscript 
collection was that purchased by the United States Govern- 
ment and now preserved in the Treasury Department. It com- 
prises a large portion of the correspondence of the Confederate 
Government with its agents abroad and at the North, Other 
Confederate documents are in the cnstody of the State Depart- 
ment, and there are several small collections in private hands. 
The pnblicationa of the War Becorda Office inclnde Confeder- 
ate documents; bnt the series thus for has been devoted to 
military history. The newspapers of the Bonth in war time 
are a mine of history which has been bnt little exploited. 
Yariooa magazines were published at the South, and two or 
three illustrated papers appeared at fiichmond dnring the war, 
among them a Southern Punch. A noteworthy enterprise of 
the Confederate Government was the publication in IJondon of 
The Index, a weekly review established for the cultivation of 
friendly relations between Europe and the South. Mr. Snm- 
ner suggested the organization of inquiry with regard to the 
existence of materials for Confederate history. 

l^e Hon. William Wirt Henry, of Bichmond, said that the 
library of the Southern Historical Society in his city was the 
chief Southern repository of collections relating to the civil 
war and the Confederate States. Dr. J. B, Brackett expressed 
the hope that Mr. Summer would print, in connection with his 
paper, a full bibliography of the materials which he had dis- 
covered. Frof.WiltiamF.Trent,ofthenniversity of the South, 
then read some interesting "l^otes on the Oatlook for Histori- 
cal Studies in the Southern States." He called attention to 
the collection of materials for Southern history now bel ng made 
ia B'ew York City. He sketched the condition of the various 
State Historical Societies in the South, and regretted the great 
lack of pnblio enthusiasm for historical work. He described 
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the existing hiatorical collection at Eiclunond and other places, 
and gave some accoant of the leading pablicaUons and mono- 
graphs now in preparation. Mr. Trent nrged that Sontheru 
history ehoald be more earnestly stadied by scholars In all parts 
of the conntry, and recommended a report of historical progress 
from the State societies to the American Historical Associa- 
tion. Dr. Jastia Wiusor, Librarian of Harvard Uaiversi^, 
paid a merited tribute to the historical work of Mr, Hannis 
Taylor, of Mobile, Alabama, who, isolated ^m libraries and 
hiatorical associations, had produced a valuable constitational 
history of England. Dr. H. B. Adama emphasized Mr. Trent's 
idea of the importance of an annual report of the work done 
by State Historical Soeieties to the Secretary of the Smithso- 
nian Institution through the medium of the American Historical 
Association. 

The morning session was concladed by a brief and interest- 
ing paper on " The Relations of History to Ethnology," by 
Prof. O. T. Mason, of the Xational Museum. He showed that 
the student of human culture is constantly a debtor to the 
historian. To illustrate this idea he spoke of the myth of the 
armadillo. The existence of musical instmments bearing the 
same name among negroes on two continents can be explained 
liistorioally. The student of ethnology spends quite as much 
time in libraries as in the field. He urged the Association to 
use its inflneuce for the increase of the collections in the 
National Musenm. He called attention to the motive which 
governs the operations of the ethnological department as 
entirely in harmony with the utterance of President Adams, 
that all things are now studied by the historic method. Pro- 
fessor Mason then explained the contents of the Museum cases, 
which had been wheeled into the audience room, to illnstrate 
the nature of studies in the history of culture now In progress 
in Washington. 

During the morning session the venerable historian, George 
Bancroft, now in his ninetieth year, entered the ball, and amid 
the applause of members of the Association was escorted to 
the platform, where for a few moments he occupied the presi. 
dent's chair after he bad briefly addressed the Society over 
which he presided three years ago. The dosing session of 
this, the most enccessfnl meeting of the American Historical 
Society, was devoted to historical science in general. A 
special report on the bibliography of members was made by 
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Paol Leicester Ford, the bibliographer of Franklin. A report 
was read by the Beeretary on " The Present OonditioD of His- 
torjoal Studies in Oanada," by George Stewart, jr., D. C. L., 
IiL. D., president of the Literary and Historical Society of 
Qaebeo. Mr. James Schonler, of Boston, the diatingaished 
anthor of the " History of the United States," read a philo- 
sophical paper npon " The Spirit of Besearoh," He said re- 
search is a fitting word to apply to historical studies, for it im- 
plies that one is not content to skim over the surface of past 
events, bat prefers to tarn the soil for himself. (See page 43 
of this Tolnme.) Space will not permit even an abstract of 
Hi. Wiusoi'a very suggestive accoant of '*The Perils of 
Historical Study." The writer of the great " Narrative and 
Critical History of America" warned the Association that 
history most be continually rewritten, either from new de- 
Tolopments or from new sources, which keep historical study 
fresh and perennial Each generation must renew the dis- 
cossion of historical events. Opinions change; and the 
history of opinion abont facts is no small part of the history 
«f those facts. Mr. Winsor's paper was discussed at some 
length by Judge Ohamberlain, of Boston. The last paper of 
the session was by Worthington G. Ford, editor of the new 
edition of " Washington's Writings." Mr. Ford spoke of " Tho 
Government as a Guardian of American History." He con- 
demned the past policy of the nation in allowing valuable 
historical papers to pass into private keeping rather than into 
onr national archives. He criticised past and present methods 
of treating oar State papers, and made a strong plea for a 
better system of government control in these matters. 

Besolntions of thanks were passed by the Association for 
oonrtesies received from the regents of the Smithsonian In- 
stitntion, the cnrators of the National Mnsenm, the president 
of the Colnoibian University, the governors of the Cosmos 
Clnb, the Librarian of the State Department, Mr. and Mrs. 
Horatio King, and Mrs. Walworth, of Washington, A com- 
mittee on the time and place of the next meeting reported 
through Dr. Poole in &vor of Washington, and of meeting 
daring the Christmas holidays, from the 28th to the 31st of 
December, 1890. In behalf of the committee on nominadonB, 
Jndge Chamberlain recommended the following board of 
oflBcers, which was nnanimonsly elected: President, Hod. John 
Jay, Kew York Oityj first vice-president, Hon. William Wirt 
S. Mis. 170 2 
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HeoiT, BichmoDd, Ya.; second Tiee-presideat, James B. 
Angell, LL. D., president UaiTersity of Michigan ; treaaorer, 
Dr. Olarenee W. Bowen, Sew York; seoretaory, Dr. H. B. 
Adams, Johns Hopkins TTniversity; assistant secretary and 
corator (a newly-oreated office), A. Howard Olork, oarator of 
the historical collections of the National Museum. Two new 
members were added to the executive council, namely Dr. O, 
Brown Goode, Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, in cbai^e of the National Mnsenm, and John George 
Bourinot, D. O. L., clerk of the Canadian Bouse of Commons. 
The Exeontive Council already embraces the ex-preaidenta of 
the Association : Hon. Andrew D. Whit«, LL. D.. Hon. George 
Bancroft, LL. D., Justin Winsor, LL. D., William F. Poole, 
LL.D., and the following elected members t Prot John W. 
Bargees, of Columbia College, and Prof. George P. Fisher, of 
Yale UniTersity. The treasurer's report, which was audited 
by Mr. John A. King and the Hon. John Jay, shows an in- 
crease of tl,116,G2 since the last report, and total assets, ia- 
dnding cash and investments, to the amonntof 14,581.91. The 
Association has just complete the third volume of its pub- 
lished proceedings, of which there is a stock of baodsomely 
bound Tolnmes and some unbound reports in the hands of 
Messrs. G. P. Putnam's Sons, the New York publishers. This 
property of books and plates is in addition to the above asseta 
of tiie Association.

Dormg tbe last few years we have heard macta of the teodeDoy 
to give to all great and profoand stadies the historioal form. 
The coatribations of Darwic to nataraJ history aie, ia a oer* 
taiB large Bense, the resalt of a study of the history of natore 
carried on in a scientific spirit Studies in machinery, in phi- 
loaophy, in politics, ineleotricitiyeTen, are everywhere inclining 
to take on the same historioal methods. In all branches of 
stndy it is apparently coming more and more to be seen that 
on^s chances of discovering important new tmth are qnite 
exactly in proportion to one's knowledge of tbe truth that has 
already been discovered. So &ra8lremember,it was the French 
historian Thiers that first pointed ont the significance of the 
historioal spirit of the nineteenth centary as distinguished fh)m 
the speonlative spirit of the eighteenth. This difference, in- 
dicated nearly half a centnry ago, is now very generally recog- 
nized and anderstood. 

There is another fact, however, that is not less worthy of 
attention. I refer to the extraordinary development of stadies 
in history in the colleges and aniversi ties of the world daring the 
last few years. This development has amounted to a veritable 
revolntion. Every American at all familiar with coII^e life in 
this oonntry knows that great advances have here been made ; 
bat a very brief presentation will be enough to show, I think, 
that even greater progress has been made in many ot the conn- 
tries of the Old Worid.

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On this subject, as on maoy otbero, ve are perhaps in some 
danger of conflninK oar attention too closely to what is immedi- 
ately aboat ns. Onr eyes are apt to rest with contentment on 
oar material growth and oar general financial prosperity ; and 
while indnlging in this oontemplatiTe satisfaction, it is quite 
possible that we shall fail to see the greater advances which, in 
certain directions, are being made in the Old World. It would 
probably be easy to show that notwithstanding all that spirit 
of enterprise of which wearejnstly proad as a national charac- 
teristic, there are many directions in which we have been far 
outstripped by what we have been accustomed to regard as the 
more sluggish peoples on the other side of the Atlantic, We 
are proud of the recent growth of some of our cities, as well as 
of some of oar aniversities ; but who can compare the munici- 
pal government of Berlin or Buda-Pest with that of New York 
or Chicago, or the educational enterprise of Paris or Strasbnrg 
or Znrich with that of the most vigoroas of onr own universi- 
ties without a modest admission that, after all, we have vastly 
more to learn from them than they have to learn f^om us T And 
so perhaps it will be in regard to that branch of academic dis- 
cipline which is of special interest to the American Historical 
Association. Be that as it may, I have thought that on this 
occasion it would not be inappropriate to call your attention to 
the great advances that have recently been made in the teach- 
ing of history In the colleges and aniversities of America and 
Europe. 

In this presentation I shall purposely avoid limiting my in- 
quiries to any specific nnmber of years. The scope of the sab- 
ject and the brevity of the hour compel me to deal sparingly 
with details and critical observations. My purpose will be 
satisfied if I succeed in pointing out the most important char- 
acteristics of this general advance. It will be convenient to 
look first at the teaching of history in the United States, and 
then at the teaohing of history in Eorope. 

It was nearly two centuries after the founding of Harvard 
College before the study of history in that institntion had any 
standing whatever. So far as we can judge from the meager 
information afiforded, it was customary during the whole of 
that period to give an hour at 8 o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing to the hearing of compositions and declamations and to the 
reciting of history, ancient and modem. This bare statement 
is enough to show how impoasible it was that the snl^ect 
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Bhonld make any very considerable impressioD, It waa not an- 
til 1839 that the stndy of history in any American college vas 
first encoaraged with the endowment of a special chair. To 
tliat chair, the McLean professorBfaip of ancient and modem 
history at Harvard, Jared Sparks was called. At Baltimore, 
Professor SparksbadmadettaeacqaaiDtaoce of Marshall, Story, 
John Qaincy Adams, and others, and was already known as a 
snocessfnlstadentandwriterof Americanhistory. Mr.Sparks's 
work at Harvard, though not epoch making or even very pro- 
gressive in its character, was an improvement on what had 
been done before. In 1840 he published his edition of Smith's 
lectures, and in the following year introduced the constitu- 
tional history of England. Though in that same year (1841) 
history and natural history were offered as elective studies, 
yet when Sparks became president of the college, in 1849, he 
attacked the elective system with so much vigor that no far- 
ther advances could be made. This distingnished historian 
unquestionably gave an impulse to studies in American history, 
but he left the fonudations and methods substantially as he 
had found them. Very few lectures on general history seem 
to have been given to relieve the aridityof Tytler,Keitley,and 
Schmidt, though some gain was experienced by the introduc- 
tion of Sismondi and Smith. The small importance attached 
to this general work is shown in the fact that from 1853 to 1857 
the entire field of history was intrusted to the Instmction of a 
single tutor. Nor was there any very important change iu 
method till after the accession of President Eliot in 1869. Up 
to 1870 Professor Torrey had for thirteen years done the entire 
work ; bnt now it was a gain of great importance that ancient 
history was tranferred to Professor Gnmey and mediteval and 
modem histoiy to Prof. Henry Adams. This enlargement 
of the force not only enabled the professors to give fuller and 
better instmction, but, more important still, it made possible 
ttie introdnction of new and improved methods. The work of 
ProfessorAdunswasnotdiatingnished by any innovating name; 
bnt the volume of essays on Anglo-Saxon law abundantly shows 
that the spirit of original investigation, not altogether un- 
worthy of a 0«rman oniveraity, had at length taken root in 
American soil. And it is gratifying to note that the work so 
well begun in 1870 by Professor Adams has since that date 
been carried forward in a similar spirit. The historical staff 
now consists of seven professors and teachers. The number of 
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coniBBs offered the past year was eigfateeu. There appeaiB to 
be no very dearly defined seminary work, thoagh cooneoted 
with six of the conrsea opportunitieH are offered for something 
analogons to the methods of investi^tion that prevail in the 
seminaries of G^rmaDy and the eours pratique of France. It 
mnst be regarded as anfortanate that at Harvard, where bo 
mnch ezcelleot work appears to be done, no provision as yet 
has been made for the syatematio publication of theresaltethat 
are achieved. Bnt it is no small triamph in behalf of histori- 
cal studies, that within a single administration instraction in 
history has been brought at Harvard from its condition in 1869 
to ite condition at the presentday. 

Until within a very recent period the teaching of history at 
Tale was not very different from that which prevailed in the 
early days at Harvard. President Stiles tanght a very little 
ecclesiastical history at the end of the last centnry, and Pro- 
fessor Kingaley imitated his modest example at the beginning 
of this. We find that in 1823, when the first course of studies 
was published, ancient history was tanght in a way by means 
of the ancient historians, and by means of Adam's " Boman 
ABtiqaities " as a text-book. Tytler's " General History " waa 
tanght during one term of the junior year, and the first vol- 
ume of Kenfs "Oommentaries" was this year introdaoed for 
two terms to the senior class. Thiscourseappear^to have had 
little modification till the accession of President Woolsey in 1847. 

:Nor was the change during Woolsey's administration a very 
radical one. The introduction of political philosophy, of polit- 
ical science, and of international law was undoubtedly a very 
considerable advance. Bnt these were not wholly within the 
domain of history. Graduates of Yale, not yet quite venerable, 
remember with little satisfactioa the course of history which 
consisted chiefiy of lessons learned verbatim et literatim from 
the dry pages of Fdtz and Arnold. It was, as Prof. Herbert 
B. Adams has said, in revolt against this juiceless and utterly 
disheartening method of instraction, that Pro£ Andrew D. 
White determined to make such a firesh and original departure 
in 1857 at the TTniversity of Michigan. 

To the theological students ac Tale, Prof. George P. Fisher 
began in 1861 to give scholarly instraction in Ohnrch his- 
tory, and for many years Dr. Leonard Bacon lectured to 
theological students on the history of the ohorches in Amer- 
ica. Bat It was not uutil Prof. A. M. Wheeler entered upon 
the duties of his chair in 18S8 that the entire enragies of 
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One profeaaor were regaired for the teaching of history, and 
it was not until nine years later that Professor Wheeler was 
relieved of the American history. Even after Professor Dex- 
ter began his work tiie conrses appear to have been very 
largely conflned to snch text-books as Eliot's " United States,** 
Lodge's "American Ooloniee," Johnston's "American Poli- 
tics," and Von Hoist's " Constltational History." Since 1887 
Professor Dexter's work of instruction has been taken by 
Prof. Oeorge B. Adams. Besides a class in Boman history, 
taught by a tntor in Latin, eight courses of iostmotiou of one, 
two, or three hours a week doring the year are given by Pro- 
fessors Wheeler and Adams, and a two-year course on the con- 
stitutional and financial history of the United States is given 
by Professor Sumner. By Mr. Baynolds, an instmctor, a 
course in comparative constitutional history is also now given. 
Two of these are for graduate students, and are conducted, 
more or less rigorously, in a manner to teach methods of origi- 
Dal research. 

At Oolnmbia College nothing of importance was done till 
the advent of Professor Lieber, in 1857, as professor of history 
and political science. And I know of nothing that more viv- 
idly shows the oonceptiOD of what in those days a professor 
was expected to do, than the formal lequirements of the trus- 
tees in regard to this professorship. By special vote of the 
board, the following subjects were assigned to the newly 
elected professor: modem history, political science, inter- 
nation^ law, civil law, and common law. It oaght not, per- 
haps, to be regarded as very singular that after Dr. Lieber 
had staggered under this load from 1857 to 1865, President 
Barnard should report to the trnstees as he did when he said : 
" It is quite donbtfbl whether modern history, in the proper 
sense of the word, ought to occupy any considerable space in 
the teaching of our colleges. The subject," continued he, "is 
BO vast, and practically so exhaustless, that the little which 
can be taught in the few hours of class instraction amounts to 
but a small remove fh>m absolute ignorance." As the result 
of this suggestion, a committee was appointed " to consider 
the propriety of abolishing the professorship of history," and, 
in accordance with their report, the duties of the professorship 
were added to those of the professor of philosophy and Eng- 
lish literature. Professor Lieber was transferred to the School 
of Law, It was not nntil after ten years that this siugnlarly 
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nnliapp; policy was abandoned. Bnt in 1S76 the call of Prof. 
Jotin W. Bnrgess fVom Amherst College was to open a new era. 

Tlie School of Political Science waa opened in 1880, nnder a 
plan of organization which gave asanrance of good results ; 
and yet, if one may be permitted with some hesitation to 
express 8Doh an opinion, it would seem that the prodoctive 
eflSciency of the school had been not a tittle hindered by the 
amoant of clasa-room work exacted of the professors and 
stadents. It may well be doabted whether, dnring the two 
years immediately before the candidate comes up for Ph. D., 
more than ten, or, at moat, twelve, honrs a week can profitably 
be passed in the lectare-room. In apite of Euclid, it is some- 
times true that a part is greater than the whole. The best of 
historical Instruction is such work of investigation as can be 
carried on nnder jndioious and inspiring guidance; but such 
inveatigation can not be profitably made when the time and 
energies of the stadents are exhausted in the lectnre-room. 
In this connection, moreover, it should not be forgotten that 
the Oolambia School of Political Science is essentially what its 
name implies. Daring the three years of its coarse, the 
amount of history that finds a place in the currioalam Is not 
very large. 

It has been already stated that in 1857 Prof. Andrew 
D. White carried to the University of Michigan an enthu- 
siasm, bom of a reactionary spirit against what may be called 
the Piitz and Arnold methods that then prevailed at Tale. 
Professor White also carried to bis work the added entbn- 
siasm of a stndent who had jast letamed firom three jeaxs 
of study in the aoiversities of France and Germany. This 
beginning of new methods at Siliohigan was eleven years 
before Professor Wheeler began his work at Yale, and thirteen 
years before the appointment of Prof, Henry Adams at Har- 
vard. And the inestimable service of Professor White dar- 
ing his five years at Michigan was the fact that at that early 
day, years before a similar impulse had been felt any where 
else in the country, the study of history was lifted to the very 
summit of prominence and inflnence among the studies of 
the college coarse. !N^o one who was not on the spot can ad- 
eqnately realize the glow of enthusiasm with which this reac- 
tion was welcomed by the students of the university. 

The work abandoned by Professor White, practically in 
1863 and formally in 1867, was carried on by myself, his 
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snecesaor, ontil 18S6. Perhaps the most notable fact daring 
that period was the introdaction of the historical 8emiDai7 
in 1809. Observation in the seminaries of Leipzig and Ber- 
lin had convinced me that even advanced onder-gradoatea 
coold ose the methods of the German seminary irith great 
profit. Mj expectations were more than realized. At a- 
little later period, a vorking library of nearly three thoasand 
volumes -waa given by a friend of the depariiment, and these 
books vere made constantly accessible to students in tb& 
commodioas seminary rooms of the new library bnilding. 
Unfortunately there has been no publication fund by means 
of which papers of value could be given to the public. 
Bnt the monographs of Professors Knight and Salmon^ 
published by this Association in its first volume, are evi- 
dence of the quality of the work done. Daring the year 
1888,-'89, the number of half-year courses given by Profess- 
ors Hudson and HcLangblin was eleven, the equivalent of 
five full-year courses of lectures and one half-year seminary 
coarse. 

Cornell University was opened for students in 1868. Pro- 
feasor White, in coming from Michigan to the presidency, 
no doubt brought all his old fire of enthusiasm for historical 
teaching. Bnt his interests now hod to be divided and sub- 
divided between the necessities of the various departments 
of the new university. The teaching of history, therefore, 
had to be very largely done by Professor Bussell. This was 
continued till 1881, when Prof. Moses Ooit Tyler was called to 
the first professorship of American history established in the 
country. Prof. Herbert Tattle, engaged at first for a part; of 
the year only, was in 1387 gven a full chair of the history 
of political and mnnicipal institutions and of international law. 
In 18SS Mr. George L. Burr, haviug previously acted as in- 
Btmctor, was placed as assistant professor in charge of the 
work in mediseval and modem history. Instruction in ancient 
history is given by Instructor Herbert B. Mills. Daring 
188&-^90 eleven full-year courses are given, each extending 
thronghont the year, besides a course in patcBography given for 
one term by Professor Burr. Of these full-year courses, three- 
are seminaries, devoted to methods of original research. 

Johns Hopkins Uaiversity, devoted as it has been from the- 
first very largely to graduate work, has offered unnsual facili- 
ties for advanced instruction. Studies iuhistory early assumed 
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prominence. The plan of dividing the libraiy into depart* 
mental sections and tranaferriDg the sections to the Beveral de- 
partments, with some drawbacks, offered the ongaestionable 
advantage of bringing the studenta into immediate daily con- 
tact with the great mass of literatore with which they woald 
have to deal. The gradaate atndeuts of Johns Hopkins, there- 
fore, are pat into a kind of laboratory or workshop with all the 
working tools of the university immediately abont them. And 
this may be said to be one of the two most prominent charactor- 
istics of the place. The other is the admirably developed sys- 
tem by means of w hich the world gets the benefit of whatever 
good thing is done. The staff of instruction is not large, fonr 
men doing both the graduate and ander-gradaate work. And 
yet so completely are the resoorces of the uQiversity at the ser- 
vice of the stndent, and so oonfldent is the student that what- 
ever good piece of work he may prodaoe he will be able to 
place before the world in a manner to attract the attention it 
deserves, that the department of history, in spite of all rumored 
pecuniary distresses, has steadily grown until during the pres- 
ent year there are forty graduate stndente in history working 
with a view to the doctors degree. 

I have thus passed rapidly over the advances of historical 
studies in those American institations of aniveraity grade 
where the largest amount of work has been done. It would be 
an act of great iiunetice not to say that in many of the other 
ooUeges and universities of the land important advances have 
also been made. la several of them work of great excellence 
is done. It is but just to say that the methods employed In the 
great mass of these institutions are very different from those in 
vogue twenty-five years ago. In several of them there are now 
professors of history who received their training ia the best 
methods of the Old World. If the results of their instruction 
are not all that oonld be desired, the fault is in the plan of or- 
gaoizatioa rather than in the methods of instruction. 

That this brief review gives evidence of very considerable 
advancement can not be denied. We shall see, however, before 
the end of our survey, that when we compare oniselvee with 
others, we have no occasion for historical vanity. But I can 
not turn firom this part of my sabjeot withoat indicating my 
judgment thatthe mostimportont need of advanced historical in- 
struction ia this coaatry at the preseat time is in each great 
educational center such a publication fiind as will enable the 
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aniverBity to give to the world in aoademio form the resnlts of 
thorough and advanced research. This is no doabt true in 
other fields as well as in history. Bat the technicai joarnals 
afford an opportunity for the traita of technical research, snch 
as are not afforded to the historical stndent The wisdom of 
such provisions at Johns Hopkina University has shown itself 
in growing measure with every advancing year. The proper 
methods of study are already floarishing with as, and the fruits 
of these labors, were the opportunity offered, would be forth- 
coming in measure to do credit to American scholarship. 

Tnroing from America to Great Britain, we find in several 
of the universities almost absolutely no recognition of histor- 
ical studies. History is still practically ezolnded from all the 
Scottish universities. At Aberdeen and St. Andrews it has 
not the slightest notice, and evea at Edinburgh there is only a 
single course on oonstitutioaal history for students of law. 

In England, however, great activity has recently come to be 
shown at the two great universities at Oxford and Cambridge. 
This activity is of surprisingly recent growth. With a view to 
educating public officials and diplomatists, a regius professor- 
ship was established at Cambridge by George I. with something 
of that scholastic liberality which was shown by the Georges 
in giving the great collection of historical boobs to the univer- 
sity library at QSttiogen. The regius professorship of history 
at Cambridge, however, was practically a sinecure. Perhaps 
the most distinguished ocoapant of the chair during the flrat 
hundred years was the poet Gray. It was not till as late as 
1869, when the position was taken by Prof. J. B. Seeley, that 
it became really important and began to exert an inflaeuoe. 
But under the inspiration of this eminent writer and teacher, 
history forced itself into formal recognition as a discipline 
worthy of a place by the side of the classics and the mathemat- 
ics. 

After due consideration, a separate tripos was established 
for modem history. As in the triposes of the classics and the 
mathematics, three years are given to the course. In four of 
the seventeen colleges preparation was at once made for giv- 
ing special lectures to pi-epare students for the uuiversity 
examinations. Such lectures are now given by Mr. Hammond 
at Trinity, Mr. Oscar Browning, and Mr. Prothero at Kings, 
Mr. Thomley at Trinity Hall, and Mr. Tanner at St. John's, 
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To an American stnileat nnaconstomed to English ways, 
sach a bare statement of focta conveys little impression. Bnt 
to aaderstand the full significance of tbese leotareshlps, two 
or three conditions most be borne in mind. The English col- 
lege is scarcely more than a place of residence, each stadent 
procoiing sach instractioa as he may desire, and in any man- 
ner he may choose. At the end of the necessary period the 
examinations are condacted not by the colleges, bat by the 
nnirersity. The student, therefore, is practically at entire 
liberty to pursue his studies in private. Be may bear lectures 
regularly, or he may prepare himselfforthe examinations with 
the help of a private coach. What we understand as the work 
of instrnction, therefore, plays a far less prominent part in 
the English universities than in our own. The work of exam- 
inations plays a far greater part. The requirements for final 
examinations are planned and carried out with a rigor that I 
sjppose is absolutely unknown in any other country. 

The snbjeets on which the examinations for a degree are to 
be held, though varied to meet the wants of individual classes 
of stadents,are8till somewhat limited inscope. The folio wiogare 
stated as the general requirements : English history, includ- 
ing that of Scotland, Ireland, and the colonies and dependen- 
cies; certain indicated parts of ancient, mediteval, and mod- 
em history ; the principles of political economy and the theory of 
law; English oonstitational law and English constitutional 
history; pablio international law, in connection with detailed 
study of certain celebrated treaties; and, finally, a thesis 
written on some one of ten proposed sabjects. 

During the three years, special efforts are made to accom- 
plish two reenlts. These are: first, to secure a knowledge of 
a great body of accepted facts and truths ; and, secondly, by 
earnest personal thought to acquire the habit of what may be 
called an historical judgment as to the real significance of 
fitots and events. Toward these two ends all of the very 
inspiring lectures of Professor Seeley seem to be directed. 
The lectures of the totors appear also to have the same end in 
view. Accordingly, the examination papers are invariably 
directed very largely to the work of testing the thinking pow- 
ers of the student. That the test is one of great severity may 
b« known by a single glance at one of the examination papers. 
The flnaltrialoontiuaes for five days, 8ixboursaday,threehonrs 
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ia the forenoon and three in the afternoon. There are thus 
ten papers in ten saccessive half-days.* 

The recent enter; in England AgaioHt thia syatem of ezam- 
inatioos (which is carried into other sabjects as well as into 
history) can hardly be considered as surprising. It may well 
be qnestioned whether an examination of this kind, pntat the 
end of a three years' course of study, is not adapted on the one

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hand to eocoarage, or at least to permit and condone, idleness 
during the first years of the coarse, and to break the health 
and the spirit of the stadeat at the end. 

It is noteworthy, also, that the tripoa makes no prorisions for 
vbat may be called original work. There is no seminary work 
to be compared with that done in Gtermany and France, eveo 
if there is any that will compare favorably with the best in the 
United States. But, on the other band, it may Eairly be 
doabted whether there is anywhere else in the world a system 
that aeoorea so general a knowledge of what may be called the 
great body of the accepted facts of history, and so discrimi- 
nating a judgment concerning their bearing and their signifi- 
cance. The mere list of standard anthors, of which an his- 
torical stndent of Cambridge or Oxford is expected to become 
complete master, is vastly greater than the number required of 
students either in America or in continental Europe. 

At Oxford the methods are not eaaentially different from 
those at Cambridge. The tripos in modern hiatoiy was here 
established in 1870, five years before that provided for on the 
Cam. It has perhaps been even more aaccessfol. While at 
Cambridge there is now but one professor and five lecturers, at 
Oxford there are two professors and thirteen lecturers, and a pro- 
gramme of courses that reminds one of the array offered at one 
of the great nniversities in Germany. It is certain, however, 
that the instmction is more elementary in character. There 
are, moreover, no courses that as yet correspond in any very 
exact way with the German organizations for conducting 
original research, and the training of men in the art of histori- 
cal investigation. But, when all such dednctions are made, it 
can not be considered as less than remarkable that in the old 
aniversity of Oxford, where, before 1870, there was no organ- 
ized course of history whatever, the study has met with each 
favor that a staff of no less than fifteen professors and tntors 
is required to give the necessary instruction. 

The subject ought not to be dismissed without the remark 
that vrithin three or four years something akin to the German 
seminary has begun to secure a foothold. It is interesting also 
to note that this movement was the result of the efforts of an 
American stndent, the lamented Mr. Brearley, who went from 
one of the German universities to complete his stadies at Ox- 
ford. But, aa studies so conducted can not well be made sub- 
sidiary to the examinations, it is donbtfht whether any very 
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eoDSideTable saccess to to be expected till the system of exam- 
ioations is modified. It is ohiefl; for this reason that the ex- 
periment is likely to oonflae itself very largely to the holders 
of felloTships. 

On toraiag to the oootiaent of Eorope one is embarrassed 
frith the Taatness of the aatgeot, and the namber of detaila 
Miat present themselves for consideration. It most saffice to 
Eire the briefest possible acconot of what is done in some of 
the Bmaller oatioDalities, aad then a slightly faller Bnrvey of 
recent advaaces in O-ermany and France. 

At Leyden, Qroningen, and Utrecht, the three state nnlversi- 
ties of Holland, the law requires that three branches of history 
shall be tanght, namely: general history, national history, 
and ancient history, the tatt«r inclnding especially the htotory 
and antiquities of the Jews, Greeks, and Bomans. Althongb 
Leyden and Groningen have each two professors of history, 
and Utrecht one, still the work ia carried on at great disad- 
vantage, and is only elementary in character. At Amsterdam, 
which to not a state bat a communal university, neither the 
urangement nor the work is much better. 

The peculiar orsanization of the Datob anirersities has- 
been un&Torable to htotorical progress. In these institutions' 
five degrees of the rank of the doctorate are given, each one- 
for a somewhat narrowly restricted ooarae of study. These 
are: doctor of philosophy, doctor of classical literature, doctor 
of Netherlandish literature, doctor of (German philology, and 
doctor of Semitic literature. lu 1876 the nniveiaities unani* 
mously asked for tbe establishment of the degree of doctor of 
historical literature. The request was denied ; and tbto denial 
has generally been regarded as fatal to the advancement, in 
any large sense, of historical studies. In the state universi- 
ties, therefore, htotory has a secondary place ; and there is said 
to be DO fit teaohing, even for the training of teachers of history 
in tbe secondary schools. To thto general weakness there ia 
at Amsterdam one conspicuous exception. While here, as at 
the other universities, very little ia done in the faculty of let- 
ters, in the foculty of theology a more generous coarse is pro- 
Tided for. Professor Moll haa established what may, with 
some propriety, be called an historical school. The work i» 
ohiefly conducted as a seminary for the study of the ecolesiasti- 
oal history of Holland. It to now undertaking to explore the^ 
teligiODB lifb of Holland, ftom the advent of Obristdanity to th& 
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present day. Excellent work is dooe, and good biBtorical 
scbolars have been trained. Unfortanatel; for the teaehinjf 
-of history, however, the pnpila trained in this school are, 
for the most part, destined for the pnlpit instead of the teachei'a 
profession. 

In Belgium somewhat more has been accomplished. Thoagti 
the state has given little enconragement to the work, the ani> 
versities have been fortunate in having a namber of professors 
who, in spite of obstiusles, were wise and zealona enough to 
organize and achieve considerable success. The nniveraities of 
Belginm are four in namber, two of them being state institn- 
tiona, and two fonuded and supported by private enterprise. 
The state aniversities, those at Lidge and Ghent, as well as the 
private institutions of the same general grade at Brussels and 
Loavain, have ezclnded all advanced studies in history from 
the courses leading to the doctorate. But^ notwithstanding this 
fact, much has been done by the enterprise of some of the profes- 
sors. Professor Borgnet, at Li^ge, was the pilot of this new 
work, though he was not able to condnct it very far. It was 
in 1852 that the normal school was detached from the aniver- 
«ity, or at least was made distinct from it, and was given an 
independent coarse, extending over three years. In the third 
of these years, a coura pratique, a kind of incipient seminary, 
was established. Bat secondary sources of information appear 
to have been the only ones much nsed. On the retirement of 
Professor Borgnet, in 1S73, Professor Knrth undertook, with 
considerable anccess, to place the courg pratique on a footing 
more nearly analogous to that of the German seminary ; and 
this was done amid great disconragements in the facnlty of let- 
ters of the university itself. Professor Karth had visited Leip- 
zig, Berlin, and Bonn, in 1874, and had carefiilly observed 
German seminary methods. The resnlt was a most creditable 
historical enterprise. In addition to his lectares, he organized 
& seminary, which consisted properly of a two years' coarse, 
involving a section of juniors and a section of seniors. The 
classes were small, but the work done appears to have been, 
if not of the highest order of excellence, at least of entire 
respectability as original investigation. The scope of the 
work was confined chiefly to a study of the middle ages, in- 
-oloding the study of palEsography and the use of such msna- 
scripts as existed in the aniveraity library. 

Bat the importance of Professor Kurth'a work showed 
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itself quite aa macb in its iDdaence npoQ others as in the poei- 
dve resnlts his pnpils achieved. In 1877-78 Profeesor Van- 
derkiodere at Bmssels orj^nized a Beminary on the ClermaQ 
plan, and in 1879 a similar coarse was offered by Professor 
Philippsoa in the same nniversity. This oflBcer had already 
had important experience as professor at the nniTersity of 
Bonn, and his work at Broseels appears to have shown a high 
order of excellence firom the very beginning. The flrst volame 
of the fi-nits of these studies in the seminaries of Vanderkindere 
and Philippson bears the imprint of 1889. 

In 1880 Prof. Panl Fr^dSricq began bis work at Li^e, 
where he remained till 1884, when his activities were trans- 
ferred to Ghent. In both of these nniversities his seminaries 
have been conducted gnitoin accordance with the best methods 
of France and Germany. The Gorptu Inquisitionit issued in 
1889, a Tolnmo of more than six hundred i>ages, royal octavo, 
is the published &nit of the profound investigations of his 
class in the history of the Inquisition in the Low Oountries. 

It is unnecessary to go into detail in regard to history in the 
Belgian universities, farther than to say that in spite of all 
governmental discouragements progress baesteadily been mode. 
Daring the present year the seminaries for advanced historical 
work in Belgium are no less than nine in number — one at Loa- 
vain, two each at Bmssels and Li^ge, and four at Ghent. In 
-closing what I have to say in regard to Belgium, I take the 
liberty of qnoting&omaletterreoently received from Professor 
FrM^ricq, in which he says : "En dehors de FAUemagne et 
de la France, U me semble incontestable que les nouvelles 
m^thodes faistoriques out fait le plus de progr^ en Belgiqae." 

It wonld probably be quite within boaods to say that no 
other coantry in the civilized world has made snch remarkable 
advances in intellectnal activity within the last twenty years 
as those which have been made in Italy. The unification of 
the state gave a great impulse to edaoation in all its grades, as 
to everything else in the way of national progress. Exactly 
contemporaneous with the uuificatioa and the transfer of the 
seat of government from Florence to Home, was the estab- 
lishment of the '*Istituto degli Studi Superiori," a kind of 
higher university for the training of university professors, 
analogous to the Hoole normale tupMeure of Paris. The emi- 
nent historian Villari was placed at the head of this new iosti- 
tote, and, taking graduates of the universities only as pnpils, - 
B. Mis. 170 3 
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It began at once to make ite pover felt in the teaching of his- 
tory, perhaps even more than in aoy other way. Beqniaite 
brevity will compel me to do nothing more than simply to point 
ont a few of the different ways in which historical work in the 
aniTersities of Italy has recently been advanced. 

(1) Throngh the very exteosive new excavations and ex- 
plorations carried on In all parts of Italy, and condocted with 
far greater care and with far more scientific knowledge than 
ever before. This work has been inspired, and to a very large 
extent even oi^anized, by Comparetti, the founder and editor 
of the new Italian joamal devoted to epigraphy, himself prob- 
ably the first of epigraphists, not even excepting Mommeen. 
Laooiani at Rome and other explorers of kindred spirit at Pom- 
peii and elsewhere are giving us ancient history In the light of 
recent and important discoveries. 

(2) The snbstitntion in the aniversitjes of the modem scien- 
tific for the old rhetorical methods of instrnction, Tbe changes 
include the introdaction of the German semiuary, in all bat its 
name. Candidates for degrees are now required to write aud 
defend not simply a thesis, bat a memoir of scientific impor- 
taooe, involving the results of investigations in original soorces. 
Among the professors who have done most to encourage work 
of tbis kind may t>e mentioned Yillari of the Institute at Flor- 
ence, De Leva of Padaa, Oipolla of Turin, De Blasiis of Naples, 
and Falletti of Palermo. 

(3) The stady of tbe history of the romance languages. Tbis 
work, carried on as it is in a tmly scientific spirit, has already 
thrown much light on some obscure and difQcuIt questions in 
the history of the middle ages. The first great inspirei of tbis 
new activity was Professor Oaix, who, one of the first great prod- 
ucts of the Institute, died at an early age, greatly lamented. 
Bot the work has been carried on by others, amoog whom the 
most conspicuous are perhaps Pio Bf^na of the Institat«, 
Ascoli of Milan, Bonier of Tarin, D'Ovidio of ITaples, and Mo- 
naciof Rome. 

(4) The study of Italian literary history. This branch of the 
work is not indeed so new as the others, bat It Is carried on in 
a new spirit and is achieving new results. Tbe names most 
worthy of mention are Graf of Turin, lyAncona of Pisa, Zam- 
biui of Naples, Oardacci (the fireatest of living Italian poets) at 
Bologna, and Bartoli of tbe Institute, the author of the best 
history of Italian literatnre. 
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(6) And, finally, the seientifio stndy of the laws and institn- 
tlon of the middle ag^s. Devoted especially to this great work 
are : Bohapfer of Borne, Del Yeccbio of the Inatitnte, Del 
Gindioe of Pavia, Broodileone of Palermo, and Oaadenzi of 
Bologna. 

This great recent work in Italy oaght not to be diamisBed 
withoat at least oalliog attention incidentally to the fact that 
no other nation has saoh immense orchiTee, and that these are 
now rapidly becoming accessible to all historical research. 
Those of Venice and Florence hare long been known to be ex- 
traordinary; bnt every province now seems to have its histori- 
cal commission, and these are now pouring forth from the press 
a flood of documents of no smalt importance. 

In turning &om Italy to Germany we oomenpon ground that 
is more fomiliar to American scholars. But even at this great 
resort of American aspiration and ambition we should be able, 
if there were time, to discover many things that wonld be of 
interest and of profit. 

The modem scientific study of history everywhere has atap- 
root running down into philology. It was F. A. Wolf who, at 
Halle, in the last century, established the philological seminar;. 
He is, I aappose, entitled to the credit of forming the concep- 
tion of bringing his advanced pupils together for an informal 
discQSsion of their work, in order that be might point out to 
them, in the familiarity of friendly intercourse, the best meth- 
ods of condacting philological research. To this new method 
of instruction, the word seminar, or to ose the Latin form, aem- 
inarium, was given. It was the idea of Wolf that Bauke 
adopted, when in 1830 he called together a few of his most ad- 
vanced pnpils for the prosecution of historical instruction in 
a similar spiriL To the teaching of bistory, the event was the be- 
ginning of a new epoch. Aboat the great master were gathered 
such men as Sybel,DroyseD, HaU8ser,Oiesebrecht, Dnncker, 
Ad. Schmidt, Wattenbaoh, and others, all of whose names 
have since become associated with works of the very first im- 
portance. Aud from that day till more than fifty years later, 
when the scepter fell fkvm the dead hand of the great master, 
Oermaoy conld scarcely coont a single historical teacher or 
even scholar of importance that had not been at least one se- 
mester nnder Raube. It would be interesting to trace and to at- 
tempt to measnre the influence and the power of this instnio- 
tion OD the development of the nation. How many thoosanda 
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of Oermans bow in plaees of official lesponsibiUty have had 
their ideas shaped by the iiistiactloQ thna provided! 

Perhaps I may be pardoned for relating an incident Uiat oo- 
cnrred one day in the winter of 1868, at the close of an exer- 
cise iDDroysen'ssemiDaiy. The master said tome, as we were 
standing together ou the steps of his honse : " Three of ns, as 
we left Ranke's seminary, had been impressed with the idea 
that pablic opinion was going all wTong on the subject of the 
nature and the influence of the French Bevolntion, and we de- 
termined to do what we could to change that opinion and set 
it righL The frait of this purpose," continued he, " has been 
Eaiisser's ' History of Germany fh)m the Death of Frederick 
the Great to tbe Congress of Vienna,' Sybel's 'History of the 
French devolution,' and my own ' History of Prosslan Poli- 
tics.' " In connection with this striking saying of Droysen, it 
is iateresting to note t!iat this fundamental idea which was 
henceforth to permeate the instractioa of these three great 
teachers has continued to be dominant in the leading chairs 
of historical instmction in Germany down to the present day. 
The ideas of v. Treitschke are sufSciently well known fW)ni his 
books. Those of Manrenbrecber were clearly enuuciated in his 
inaugural address, in which he set forth the position that all 
true development in politics and national life must be an out- 
growth of the past, must be strictly historical in its essential 
character; and conseqaeotly that revolution, which isa break- 
ing away from the past, is nubistorical and never jastiflable.* 
This statement in its completeness, however large a grHin of 
truth it may have, seems about as defeusible as would be tiie 
assertion that sargery is a direct and abnormal interference 
with the natural laws of physical development, and therefore is 
never to be resorted to. Bat do one can deny that such in- 
struction has exerted prodigious power on the development of 
Germany and the formation of public opinion. 

The seminary instituted by Kanke was the parent of a 
numerous progeny. Seminaries sprung up in all the universi- 
ties, but for a little more than twenty-five years they were left

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to individnal support. It was to t. Sybel, at Manioh, that the 
credit belonged of persaading the Bavarian government to 
give to the seminary an independent sabsidy. The same 
method of sappoit van transferred to Bonn by v. Sybel in 1S61. 
The next step was by v. Noorden, who sacceasively at Oreifa- 
wald, Tubingen, Bonn, and Leipzig, showed sacb remarkable 
power as a teacher that he was able to indnoe the government 
in 1877 to set ap the great seminary at Leipzig, and still fur- 
ther to enlarge and endow it in 1880. 

Aa a means of showing the methods of seminary work, a 
few words in regard to the seminary rooms at Leipzig may not 
be oat of place. They are five in nnmber, gronped closely to- 
gether, and filled with snch books as are likely to be needed in 
the investigations. One of the rooms is devoted to ancient 
history, one to medisval and modern history, one to a general 
library, one to an office, and one to a general working room. 
The rooms are all open from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m. The govem- 
meot sabsidy and the special fees of students yield an annual 
income for the library of abont (500. At the first meeting of 
all tJie sections of the seminary last year, flfty-siz students 
were reported as present. Tbey received a preliminary leotare 
on methods of work by Professor Maarenbreober, who took as 
his test the instructions of Kiebnhr: " Whatever yoa study, 
follow ap yoar sabject till no man on Ood's earth knows more 
about it than yoa do." 

It onght, perhaps, to be added, that the State seminaries 
were severely attacked by Waitz in his remarkable address 
at the fifty years' Jnbilee in celebration of Baake's inaogn- 
ration. He said it was time to be severe, for sabsidized semi- 
naries tended to popnlarize the work, and be believed that 
mediocrity shonld be excluded from training for historical 
teachers. To which we are inclined to exclaim: Happy is that 
country, and that condition of education, in which too many 
are inclined to take instruction of the grade offered by the 
German seminaries I The system in its present form undoubt- 
edly is not withoat its critics ; bat, after all dne allowances 
are made, it would certainly not be too much to say, that at 
the present day there is no thoroughly good teaching of his- 
tory anywhere in the world that is not founded on that carefbl, 
exact, and minute examination of sources which was originally 
institatedj-and has ever since been eQCoaiaged, by the Ger- 
man seminary system. 
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It mast BafBoe to add that ia the German nniveTsities the 
number of coarses of historical lectares Taries ttom ten to 
tweoty-flve each semester, and that in each institntion the num- 
ber of seminaries varies from three to seven. For the work of 
preparation for a career as an historical teacher even in one of 
the secondary schools, not less than three or foar years of sue- 
cesafal stndy in the university is requisite. As there is more 
historical instraction in the German gymnasiam than in oar 
ordinary collegiate conise, the training thns acqaired at the 
nniversity is more than equivalent to three years of graduate 
work in the American sense of the term. 

It has not been withoot purpose that the subject of recent 
historical work in France has been reserved for the last of 
what I fear has been a very tedious review. For it is in 
France, as it seems to me, that greater progress has been 
made recently in historical work than in any other nation, I 
refer not simply to the number of courses given, though 
in this regard the number offered annually at Paris is about 
twice the hamber offered at Berlin. I have in mind rathei 
the organization and methods of instruction in the great 
schools for the traiuiog of historical writers aud teachers. 
That they are superior to any thing now existing even in 
Germany, I think even a brief examination will be enough 
to show. 

The first of the Parisian schools entitled to meuttou is the 
^cole det Okartrea. In 1807 Sapoleon dictated a note embody- 
ing his idea of s national school of history. Bat the project 
did not take form till 1831, and had bat a feeble existence 
before 1S47. After that time, however, it assumed increas- 
ing importance under the brilliant direction and service of 
M. Jules Quicherat, who continued to give it the inspiration 
of his ability till hU death in 1882. 

The purpose of the school was to train young scholars of 
exceptional promise in the sources of French history, and in 
thepropermethodsof using these sources. Epigraphy, palteog- 
raphy, archsBology, the Bomance languages, bibliography, 
the French archives, the classification of libraries, the history 
of political institations, the history of administrative, judicial, 
civil, and canonical administration, these are the subjects to 
which attention is especially devoted. The mere list is 
enongh to show that the object is not so much to teach his- 
tory as to snpplement the historical instraction that the stn- 
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dents may bave elsewhere enjoyed. The objeot of the school 
is DOt only to make known the nohes of the French arcbiTes, 
bat also to give the greatest possible facility in the best meth- 
ods of osing them. Papils, to be admitted, mast be at 
least twenty-five years of age, mast have taken the bacca- 
laureate degree, and mnst have already devoted themselves 
for years to historioal work. Bat twenty students a year 
are admitted, the conrse extending over three yeus. By sach 
men as Quicherat, Himly, Paul Heyer, Lton Gaotier, and 
others, a very large namber of the profiessors in the OolUge de 
France and in the other schools have received a moat excellent 
training. The testimony is aoiform that the instraction in 
tbe Mcole dea Ohartret is most thoroughly scientific and com- 
plete. Bo far as I am aware, Germany possesses nothing anal- 
ogooB to it, nnlesB an exception be made of the new school in 
Austria, and that was avowedly modeled after the French pro- 
totype and pat ander the direction of Theodore Sickel, apopil 
trained in the French school. 

The second of the great Parisian schools to be mentioned is 
the Scale normale sup&ieure. This celebrated school was 
foanded as a kind of higher nniversity for the special and 
final training of nniversity gradnates desiring to become nni- 
versity professors. Foauded at the beginning of the ceutnry, 
it was improved by Consin in 1830, and still fbrther by 
Consiu's saocessors after tbe events of 1848. Under the guid- 
ance of Bersot, and still later under that of Fustel de Goul> 
anges, work of the first importance has been accomplished. 
The quality of students may be inferred from tbe foct that 
the applicants mnat all have taken the bachelor's degree, that 
the namber aanoally applying for admission is abont two hun- 
dred, from whom often not more than the best twenty -five are 
selected. The maximum number in all the classes is one hun- 
dred and thirty-five. These, like onr students at West Point, 
are for the most part supported by the government and are held 
to rigid reqnirements. Honsed in dormitories, the students 
are bound by rules which condescend to sach details as to re- 
quire that no one shall leave the yard except **at certain 
hours on Sunday and Tuesday ," and *<once a month till mid- 
night." Half tbe stadents are trained in science, and haif in 
letters. Of the latter class a &ir proportion are fitted to be- 
come teachers and professors of history. Daring the third 
year, students are permitted, under strict regulations, to 
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hear lectares in the SaoU ds» Chartret, and in the ^cole 
pratique still to be meatioaed. After the Becond year, the 
stadeuts are required, ia addition to their legolar vork, to de- 
vote themselves in the most serions manner to some work of 
earnest inrestigatioD, Many of the fmits of these stndiea 
hare appeared from time to time in the pages of the Bevn^ 
ffistorique. 

From what has been said, it will readily be inferred that the 
competition for admission is sach that it is easy to maintain a 
high standard of sobolarship. It is not too much to say that 
the school is exerting a vast indaence on the rising generation 
of historical workers and teachers throaghoat France. 

The third and last of the French schools entitled here to bo 
especially named is the £oole pratique dea haute* Etudes. This 
instimtioa was the most importaut frait of the scholarly activ- 
ity of Victor Daray, who in varioas ways did ao mnch for his- 
torical teaching in France. It was in 1868 that, as minister of 
public ioBtrnction, he reported to the emperor that the lectares 
at the Oollige de France were given to a promiscnouB crowd of 
all classes and ages, as well as of both sexes ; that these lect- 
ures made very little permanent impression, and that aome- 
thing should be done to teach anch methods as those that had 
been instituted by the great scholars of Germany. Ferhapa 
the most important meritof Dnruy's scheme was that it was a 
carefully devised plan to break np the notion that there coald 
be such a thing as historical education fiom the mere hearing 
of lectores. It was the formal establishment in France of the 
library, or laboratory method of investigation, as applied to 
history. But this intelligent minister did not go about hia 
work blindly. The ambassadors, ministers, and consuls were 
directed by the French government to examine and report 
npon the methods of other conntries, especially upon those of 
Germany. Some of the reports were of remarkable merit. 
They revealed at once the necessities of the situation, and the 
difficulties that would confront an effort to graft> the new order 
npon the old stock. Dnray bad the very common experience 
of finding at the university an imperturbable conservatism. 
The old professors resisted his efforts at every point. He 
fonnd it impossible either to convince them or to move them. 
Finally he determined to flank them, and this he did by estab- 
lishing a new school, I? Scale pratique dea hautet ^tudea. The 
new school was fonnded by imperial decree, July 31, 1808, and 
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liiB porpose waa declared to be the bringiog together not sim- 
ply of anditors but of papils — ilivea. The librarian of the 
Sorbonne, M. LSon Bonier, was pat ia charge. Aaaociated 
vith faim were Waddineton, an old stadeut of Oxford, and 
sabseqaeotly miDiBter of public instractioD ; Michel Br^al, 
who had drawn up an admirable report on the methods ia 
Germany ; and Alfred Maury, director of the aational arohiTea. 
To the amazement of everybody, Damy appointed yoang men, 
fbr the most part nnkoown, in regard to whose ability he had 
extraordinary sagacity. One of the most noteworthy of these 
was Gabriel Monod, who at ODoe institnted a seminary of the 
most approved German tborooghness, and a little later foanded 
the Bmite Hiitorique as an organ of expression of this new 
historical Bcbool. Dnriog the first year they had bnt six 
papils ; bat so exoellent were their methods, so energetic were 
their labors, and so admirable were their firaits, that in 1889, 
twenty-one years after the foaoding of the school, there have 
come to be some thirty professors, giving in the most approved 
and sdentific manner scarcely less than a handred different 
ooorses, in which the stadeots are required to carry on their 
work by means of personal investigation. Of the admirable 
character of the results accomplished by this group of yonng 
French historical scholars, the most abnndant evidence is fdr- 
nished by the pages of the Reoue Higtorique. 

Bat recent and special activity in historical work is not 
oonfined to the new schools. It is manifest everywhere in pre- 
ponderating influence. Of the thirty-eight professors in the 
FaeulU des Lettret at Paris, ten are professors of history, and 
two are profesaors of geography. Under the Second Empire 
the whole number was only three. A kindred impulse has also 
been felt in the provinces. The city of Paris has foanded a 
chair for the special stady of the history of the French Bevo- 
lation, A similar chair has been foanded at Lyons. Bor- 
deaax has established a chair for the study of the history of 
sonthern France. In the Hcoie lUtre det Seiences politiquea, 
(handed by M. Boatmy in 1872, mach work in the hiatoiy of 
political institutions is also done. The French schools at 
Athens and Borne are doing mach in arcbesology. And so in 
every quarter and at every point, France seems to be fully 
alive to the fact that it is in the study of history that the 
I»>e8ent needs of the nation are to be advantageoosly and 
abandantly snpplied. 
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Id the ptesenoe of aoch achievements, American scholarBhip

as those established at Paris, be established in the United 

States f Shall it be in Washio^n, or in liTew York, or at 

Harvard, or at Yale, or at Johns Hopkins, or at Cornell, or at 

. some other edaoational center in the nation f 

It is not exhilarating to oar patriotism to reflect that nntil 
some such focilitjes are afforded on this side of the AUuitio, 
large nambers, not only of the brightest bat also of the wisest 
of oar yooth, will annually flock to tbe better (^portanitieH 
pioTided by tbe institDtioQS of the Old World. 
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What, let OS ask, is history 9 And by vhat image may ve 
present to the mind of the student a proper conoepdon of that 
department of study t Emerson, onr Amerioan Plato, piotnres 
as avast sea the aoiversal mind to wjiich all other minds have 
access. " Uf the works of this mind," he adds, " history is the 
zeeord." That idea is a leading one of this philosopher. Man 
he ooDsiderB the encyclopfedia, the epitome of f^ts; the 
thoQghi, he obBerres, is always prior to the fact, and is 
wronght ont in human action. 

Such a conception may suit the philosophic mind ; it may 
commend itself to men of thought, as contrasted with men of 
action. But it seems to me too vast if not too vague a definition 
for an appropriate basis to historical investigation. Ko one 
can project history upon such a plan, except man's Maker, the 
Universal Mind itselt Thought itself may precede the fact, 
bnt the two do not coincide nor form a perfect sequence. The 
empire of thought differs greatly from that of personal action ; 
we each live but one life, while we may propose a hundred. 
Xbe works of the mind involve all knowledge, all reasoning, 
all experience. Nor can we with accuracy picture the human 
mind as a tranquil sea tossing only in its own agitations, but 
rather as an onward force working throngh strong physical 
barriers. History, in troth, is the record of human thoaght in 
active motion, of thoaght which is wrought ont into action, of 
evenlB in their real and recorded sequence. The iudividaal 
acts npon his external sarrauudings ; those surroundings react 
upon him and npon his fellows. Men, tribes, nations, thus 
acting, mold one another's career and are molded in return. 

' Boad bofitre tiu Ameiioui Hiatoiiiul AstMsiktloD, ttt WulilDgtaii> 
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History leaves the whole bonndless empire of unfettered 
mental philosophy, of fiction, of imagination. It deals with 
fkcts ; it notes and narrates what has aetnally transpired and 
by whose agency ; and it draws where it may the moral. His- 
tory, in short, la the record of oonsecntiTe events — of oonseca- 
tive pnblic events. 

This broad tnttb shonld be kept in view, that the human 
mind (auder which term we comprise volitiou, and not the in- 
tellectnal process alone), that the individnal character acts 
open the oircamatanoea snrroanding it, opon external natore, 
npon external fellow-beings. These persons and things ex- 
ternal notonly modify and inflaence one's attempted action, bot 
modify his tfaoaght and feeling; they react apon him, form 
and inflnence his character, his destiny. This makes hamaa 
history, and it makes the forecast of that history forever 
ancertaio. 

The picture, then, that we ehoaldpreferto present to the im- 
agination is not of one vast oniverei^ mind, calmly germinat- 
ing, fermenting, oODceiving; not of one mind at eqnilibriam, 
haviog varioas inlets — bat of a torrent in motion. They did 
wisely and natnrally who mapped ont for ns a stream of history 
flowing onward, and widening and branching in its flow. 
Downward and onward, this impetaoas torrent of boman life 
obeys its own law of gravitatioa. It advances like a river, 
with its feeders or its deltas ; or like the march of an immense 
army, now re-enforced, now dividing into colamns, now re- 
nniting,^bat going forever on and never backward. Let na 
r^ect, therefore, the idea of an A priori history and whatever coa- 
ception coDJares up a hnman mind planning history in advance 
and then execating it. Bnckle was oppressed to death by the 
burden of such an idea as that of redacing the whole history of 
this world's civilization to a law of nataral selection. There is 
DO rigid scientific development to the hnman race. The particle 
of divine essence which is in man formulates, creates, oompels 
to its will, changes becanse of its desire for change; thongh, 
after all, it bends to the laws of natural necessity. The man 
of genias may invent; he may oonstrnct a wonderful motive 
engine which propels by steam or electricity ; yet he may be 
battered to pieces by this same machine, if ignorant or careless 
of some latent physical cause. We speak, too, of prophecy ; 
hut prophecy is vagne. "Westward," says Bishop Berkeley, 
" the coarse of empire takes its way ; " and he looked through tb» 
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Tiflta of a centniy. Bat who, of all oar statesmen and philan- 
thropists who flourished fort; years ago — and wise and great, 
iodeed, were many of them — ^foretold with accaracy how and 
throngh what agencies the problem of American slavery, which 
they so earnestly discnssed, woald reach its historical solntion t 

To take, then, our aimilo of the onward torreat from distant 
sources, or the army advancing from afar: Observe how ab- 
sorbed was ancient history with the larger streams fed by hid- 
den Eonntaina ; how its narrative was confined to the great lead- 
ers of thonsands and tens of thonsands. Bat in modem history 
each individaal has bis relative place ; and looking as throagb 
a microscope we see an intricsate network of rills from which the 
fall stream is sapplied. In this consists the difference between 
ancient and modem life, ancient and modern history. Sim- 
plicity ia the characteristic of the primitive age ; complexity is 
that of onr present civilized and widely moltiplied society. 
The ancient force was the force of the pre eminent leader — of 
the king, the varrior-ohief ; bat the modern force is that rather 
of combined mankind — of the majority. Individuals were for- 
merly absorbed under the domination of a single controlling 
will, but now thoy are blended or sabdned by the co-operation 
of wills, among which the greatest or the pre-eminent is hard 
to discover. The course of history all the while is cousecative, 
knowing no cessation. There is a present, a past, and a future ; 
bat the present soon becomes the past, the future takes its turn 
as the present. And, after all, the only clear law of history is 
that of motion incessantly onward. 

As students of history we seek next a subject and a point of 
view. Look, then, upon this vast chart of the world's progress. 
Retrace its course, if yon will, and choose where yon shall ex- 
plore. Do not choose at random, but with this great universal 
record to guide you as a chart ; as a chart capable, indeed, of 
correction, but in the main correct enough to serve the navi- 
gator. Having thus chosen, circnmscribe your work ; confine 
year exploration to a particular country, to a particular period, 
say of twenty, thirty, or a hundred years ; let your scrutiny be 
close, and discover what yoa may to render the great chart 
fuller and more accurate than hitherto. If nniversal history 
be your subject, yoa will not go far beyond tracing the bold 
headlands, while on the other hand, with a small compass of 
work, yon may contribute much information of genuine value 
to your age. Explore from some starting point ; yoa can de- 
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Bcend upon it like a tiawk. Yoa may reqaire some time to 
atady its vicinity, to look back and conaider what brought 
the stream to this point. Bnt yonr main investigation will be 
not by exploring to a Boarce, bat by following the dtieam in its 
onward and downward current. In the present age one must 
be ignorant of mach if he wonld be proficient in something. 

Oar chart of history opens like an atlas; it presents page 
after page of eqnal size, bat with a lessening area for the sako 
of an inoreaaing scale. One page exhibits a hemisphere, another 
a continent, another a nation ; others, in taro, the state, the 
coanty, the manicipal anit. From a world we may thas reduce 
the focas, antil we have mapped within the same spaces a town 
or citT, or even a single house ; from a population of millions we 
may come down to a tribe, a family, or even (as in a biography) to 
asingleindividnal, and weretracethehuman coarse accordingly. 
K)T we may trace backwards, as the genealogist does, in an 
order reverse to biography or general history. As we have 
projected, so we work, we investigate. In sach an atlas as I 
am describing, how different appear both civil and physical 
conflgnrationa at different epochs. Compare, for instance, a 
map of the United States of oar latest date with earlier ones in 
sncceasioD from 1787. Not only in national names and bona- 
daries do they differ, not only in the obscnre or erroneoas de- 
lineation of lakes and riverain unexplored regions, but in that 
dotting of towns and cities, that marking of coanty divisions, 
which positively indicates the advance of a settled population 
and settled State governments. Maps of different epochs like 
these, where they exist, are part of a permanent historical 
record. 

Involved in the study of any civilization is the study of its 
religion, of its literatare, of its political and military move- 
ments, of the appliances of science, of the changes aod devel- 
opment of trade, commerce, and industries. Each of these 
influences may be traced apart, or their combined inflaenee 
may be shown upon the course of some great people. In this 
present enlightened age, nations intersect one another more 
and more in their interests, and yoa may feel the pulse of the 
whole civilized world throagh the daily press. How different 
the task of preparing such a history as the nineteenth century 
reqoires, from that of ancient Athens, of China, of medieval 
Britain, of early America. But in all tasks nnity and selec- 
tion should be the aim, and above all oiroamscriptioo. One 
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must measare oat hie work with exactness, make oarefhl eati- 
mates, and work the hage materials into place, beaicles nsing^ 
luB pencil with the dignity and grace of an artist. In a word, 
he shoold be an architect. It ia because of this anion of the 
ideal and practical that Michael Angelo deserves the first 
place among men distingoished in the fine arts. And for this 
reason, too, we may well rank Gibbon as the fbremost among 
historiuis ; as greater, indeed, than Thnoydid«8, Sallust, or any 
other of those dassioal writers who have so long been held up 
for modern reverence. And this is becaose, with skill equally 
or nearly as great as theirs, be conceived and wrought ont a 
task far more difflcolt. In historical narrative the greatest 
trinrnph ooneists in tracing oat and delineating with color and 
accanu^ a variety of intricate inflaenoes which oontrihate to 
the main resnlt. And who has done this ao well aa the author 
of the "Decline and Fall of the Boman Empire," that greatest 
of all historical themes, that most impressive and momentous 
of all human events 9 See the hand of the master onfolding 
the long train of emperors and potentates; painting the re- 
volt and irruption of distant nations, of remote tribes ; gather- 
ing upon his canvas the Greeks, the Scythians, the Arabs, 
Mohammed and his followers, the others of the Chrtstiaa 
Cboroh, the Gotha and northern barbarians who were destined 
to shape the civilization of modem Europe; leading his read- 
ers with stately tread through the whole grand pathway down 
which the highest type of a pagan civilization sank alowly into 
the shades and dissolution of the dark ages. I will not deny 
that Gibbon had fonlts as a historian ; that his stately pomp- 
might become wearisome, that be partook somewhat of the 
French senauonsness and skepticism which surrounded him as 
be labored. But of his profound scholarship and artistic skill 
there caa be no question. Contrast with a task like bis the 
umple narrative of some brief strife under a few heroes or a 
single one— like the history of the Peloponneaian or Jagarthine 
war, or like that of the Uortes invasion of Mexico which our 
own Prescott has so admirably described — and see bow im- 
mense is the difference. Yet 1 would not be understood to dis- 
parage these other writers with simpler subjects. They have 
instructed and interested posterity and their own times ; their- 
&me iB deservedly lasting; there is room in historical litera- 
ture for them and for all. And onr Anglo-Saxon appears to be. 
of all historical explorers, the beat adapted to portray the man- 
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nera and events of foreign uatioDB and distant times. Thae;d- 
ide« and Xenophon vrote each of his ovn conntry alone ; and 
BO did SaliiiBt, Liv;, Tacitns. Bat Gibbon perfected himself 
in a foreign literatare and tongaeso asto write of other lands; 
and so, too, did oar Presoott and Motley. 

Here let as obserre how mnch easier it is to be graphic, to 
interest and attract the reader, when one's stoiy has simple 
unity and relatee to personal exploit. Biography,or the stndy 
of individual leaders, is at the fonndation of the oarrativea 
'which are most widely read and most impalar ; in the Bible, 
for instance, in Homer, in the wars of Alexander, Cffisar, or 
yapoleon. Biography excites interest becaase it derelopSr 
as in the reader's own experience, the growth of a certain io> 
dividual life to which all other lives bear but an incidental re- 
lation; and for this reason, too, biography is partial. The 
modern temperameot, however, leads ua to investigate, besides, 
the growth of the people who were ruled, the development of 
their laws, manners, onatoms, and institutions. In either ease 
the iuterest that moves the reader is haman. That military 
and political course of a oommanity with which history is chiefly 
engrossed moves far differently, to be sure, under an absolute 
monarch than in a democracy; in the former case foibles and 
caprice are those of a person, in the latter they are those 
of a whole people. Yet we observe in all bat the ruder ages 
of mankind the re&oing in&aenoe upon ralere which Is exerted 
by philosophy, by religion, literatare and the arts. Kote this, 
for example, ander the reign of Solomon, of Pericles, of Alex- 
ander, of Gonstantine ; and yet it is a lasting regret to posterity 
that out of epochs like theirs so little ia left on record ooueem- 
ing the daily lives and habits of the people they governed. 
That must be a rigid tyraouy, indeed, whose government 
has not recognized to some extent the strong though insen- 
sible force of popular oastoma. Custom constantly crystallizes 
into laws, which the legislature, the court, or the monarch 
stamps with authority ; and thus are local institutions pruned 
and trained like the grape-vine on a trellis. We find in the 
moat primitive society wills and the tranamission of property 
recognized; baying and selUag; trade and commerce (whence 
come revenue and personal prosperity) ; marriage and the se- 
clusion, greater or less, of the family circle. How seldom has 
the reader associated all these with the wealth of Solomon and 
-the Qaeen of Sheba, with the vioisaitudes of Crtesos, the volop- 
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taoDS pleasorea of Xerzea, Oleopatra, or the later Osesars ; and 
yet it is oertaia tbat nolesa tbe subjects of mooarohs like Gheaa 
had pnrsoed their private boaiaess saooessfnlly, amassed for- 
taoes of their own, brought np families, and increased in nam- 
bers, the monarch ooald not have been arrayed vith soch lox- 
uTj ; for royal revenues come from taxation, and the richest 
kings and nobles take bnt apercentage from the general wealth. 
Thecnstomsof one nation are borrowed by others; Moses, 
LycnrguB, Solon, among the great lawgivers, framed codes' 
each for his own people after observing the institutions of other 
and older ooantries, and considering how best to adapt them. 
Govfomment has rightly been likened to a ooat which ia eat 
differently to fit each flgnre, each nation ; and, more than this, 
the gwb itself may differ in pattern, since the object is to clothe 
different commnnicies appropriately to the tastes and habits 
of each. We shall continue to regret, then, that the ancient 
writers have left as so little real illoBtration oonceming the 
habits of these earlier peoples — how they worked and sported, 
and what was their intercourse and mode of life. Besearch in 
archfeology may yet supply such information in a measure; 
and of the ioBtitatJonB, the embodied cnstoms, we have, fortu- 
nately, some important remains. No contribution snrvives, 
more valuable to this end, than the books of Boman jnrispm- 
denoe which were compiled nader Justiman. Though one of 
the lesser rulers of that once illostrions empire, he has left a 
fitmefor modem times more conspicuous than that of Julius or 
Augustus Offisar ; and this ia because he bronght into permanent 
and enduring fbrm for the guidance and instruction of all sno- 
eeeding ages the wisest laws, the best epitome of human experi- 
ence, the broadest embodiment of customs, which ever rega- 
lated ancient society in the matnal dealings of man and man. 

As for the progresB of our modem society which emerges 
from the medieval age aucceeding the Boman collapse, its ad- 
vance in knowledge and the arts, in the ancoesaive obaDges of 
manners and pursuits, there is much yet to be gathered and 
exposed to view for illustration ; though with respect to Eng- 
land we owe much to Macaolay for aetting an example of in- 
TBStigation upon that broader Uue which Ifiebuhr and others 
of his aohool had initiated for Boman history. And Macaulay 
aohieved the additional triumph of making aach investigation 
attractive. Statntea and judicial reports (to quote Daniel 
Webster) are overflowing fonntains of knowledge respecting 
a Mia 170 i 
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the progress of Anglo-Saxon society, from, feodalisai down to 
the taU splendor of the commeroial age. And from the modem 
invention of printiag, let as add, and partionlarly sinoe the 
growth and development of the modern press, we Had (with all 
the faults of fecnndity and fallibility which are pecoliar to 
joomalism) a plctare of the world's dally life set forth which 
for BQrpasses in its vivid and continooas delineation any col- 
lection of ancient records. Oar modem newspaper may pander 
-for the sake of gain ; it may avow no higher aim In affairs than 
to please a paying oonadtaency; and yet, for better or worse, 
it wields and will oontinne to wield an immense power. The 
reporter may be brazen-fitced, Inclined to scandalous gossip 
and ribaldry; the news may be spread forth dii^ointed, 
foaodedoQ folse rumor, requiring correction; editorial oom- 
ments may be willfully partisan, or thundered tcom the Olym- 
pne height of a safe eircalation ; bnt, even at its worst, so Ions' 
as it is duly curbed by the laws of libel bo essendal for the 
citizen's protection, what with advertisements, business news, 
the discussion of oorrent topics, the description of passing 
events and the transient impression made by them, oar news- 
paper holds the mirror up to modem society ; while at its 
best, journalism sits in her chariot, pencil in hand, like that 
marble muse herself in our national oapitol^ over the timepiece 
of the age. The newspaper's truest revelation is that udood- 
sdons one of the passions and prejudice of the times, and of 
that oast of popular thought under which events were bom; 
it preserves imperishable the fosbion prevailing, fbr posterity 
to look upon with reverence or a smile. But in the present 
age the journalist should beware bow be presents his columns 
to bear the double weight of universal advertiser and uuiveraal 
purveyor of knowledge, lest he make a chaos of the whole. As 
in the former centuries records were scanty, so in the century 
to come they will be foond superabundaot, unless fire or deluge 
diminish them. Pregnant faata, such as in the past we search 
for in vain, lie buried under prevalent methods, in bushel-heaps 
of worthless assertion. To know the old era, you must search 
with a lantern; to know the new exvk, you must winnow. 

Beseaich ia a fitting word to apply in historical studies; fbr 
by this word we import that one is not content to skim the 
surfiwe of past events, bnt prefers to probe, to investigate, to 
turn the soil for hlmselC It is original exploration which 
makes such studies attractive and stimnlating. We walk the 
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streets of boried cities and roam throagh the deserted booses, 
once instiiict vith life, piercing the laTa-oroBt of careless cen- 
turies; we place oar hearts and minds, richer by aooamalated 
expericDce, close to the passions and intellects of an earlier 
age; and we listen to the heart beat of a race of mankind who 
reached forward, as oar own race is reaching and as all races 
leacli ID tarn, to catch the omens of a far-off destiny. The 
grand results and the grand lessons of haman life are oars in 
the retrospect, and in the retrospect alone. And while retrao* 
ing thna the foot-prints of the past, we shall do well if we dcdnce 
the right moral ; if we judge of human actions dispassionately 
and as beSts scholars of riper times and a broader revelatioa ; 
if we keep ander due constraint that landable bat dangerous 
passion for new discovery, bo as neither to revive buried 
oalamnies nor to weigh evidence with a perverted bias to 
novelty. Let our jadgment give Aill force to the ptesomption 
that the long-setUed opinion is the troe one, and let oar spirit 
of research be imbued at all times with the fearless purpose to 
know and to promulgate the troth.

" Early in the sereDteentb oentniy," we are told, " the great 
Mr. Boyle, Bishop Wilkina, and Beveral other learned men, 
proposed to leave England and establish a society for promot- 
ing knowledge in the new Colony [of Oonnecticnt], of which 
Hr. Winthrop,f their intimate fidend and assodate, was ap- 
pointed Oovemor." 

" Sach men," wrote the historian, ** were too valuable to lose 
Irom Great Britain, and Oharles the Second having taken them 
nnder his protection in 1661, the sooiety was there eatablished, 
and received the title of * The Royal Society of London,' "j: 

For more than a hundred years this society was for onr coon- 
try what it still is for the British colonies throaghoat the 
world — a central and national scientific organization. All 
AmerioansemiDentin science were on its list of Fellows, among 
them Ootton Mather, the three Wiottarops, Bowdoin, and Paul 
Dodley in New England ; Franklin, Bitteobonse, and Morgan 
in Pennsylvania; Baniat«r, Clayton, Mitchell, and Byrd in 
Virginia, and Garden and Williamson in the Oarolinas, while 
in its "Philosophical IransactionB'' were pablisbed the only 
records of American researoh.S

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It was not anta long after the middle of the last century 
that any scientiflo eociet; was permanently established in 
!North America, althoagh serious but i^itlesa efforts were 
made in ibis direction as early as 1743, when Beigamin Frank- 
lin issued his circular entitled "A proposal for promoting use- 
ful knowledge among the British plantations in America,** in 
which it was urged " that a society shonld be formed of virtttoti 
or ingenious men residing in the several colonies, to be called 
the American Philosophical Society." 

There is still in existence, in the possession of the Philosoph- 
ical Society in Philadelphia, a most interesting letter &om 
Franklin to Clovemor Cadwallader Oolden of Kew York, in 
which he tells of the steps which had already been taken for 
the fbrmatioti of a soientiflc society in Philadelphia, and of 
the means by which he hoped to make it of great importanoe 
to t^e colonies. 

Uur fbrefathers were not yet prepared for the sodety, nor 
for the <' American Philosophical Miscellany " which Franklin 
proposed to issue, either monthly or quarterly. There is do 
reason to believe that the society ever did anything of impor- 
taooe. Franklin's own attention was soon directed exolosively 
to his electrical researches, and his society languished and 
died. 

Some twenty years later, in 1766, a new organization was 
attempted ander the title of " The American Society held at 
Philadelphia for Promoting Usefal Knowledge."* Franklin, 
althoagh absent in England, was elected its President and the 
association entered upon a very promising career. 

In the meantime the fbw surviving members of the first 
** American Philosophical Society " formed, nnder the old name, 
an organization which in many particulars was so unlike that

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pfopoeed in 1743 that it might almost be regarded as new 
rather than a reviTal, lu membership included many of the 
most inflnential and wealthy colonists, and the spirited man- 
ner in which it organized a plan for the observation of the 
transit of Tenos in 1769 gave it at once a respectable stand- 
ing at home and abroad. 

In 1769, after negotiations whieh ooonpied nearly a year, the 
two societies were united* and " The American Philosophical 
Society held at Philadelphia for Promoting Uaefal Knowledge," 
Iiaa from that time until now, maintained au honorable position 
among the soientiflo organizations of the world. 

The society at once began the publication of a volume of 
memoirs, which appeared In 1771 under the name of " The 
American Philosophical Transactions.''t 

From 1773 to 1779 its operations were often interrupted. In 
the ounntes of the meeting for December, 1771, appears the 
following remarkable note in the handwriting of Dr. Benjamin 
Bosh, one of the secretaries, soon after to be one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence: 

Tbs M9t of the Btltlati Pullunent fiir shnttlDg ap the port of Boston, tot 
altering the ohjtrtera Mid for the more impartial admlniatratioD of Jtutloe 
in the piovlnoe of HaMaohosetts Bay, together nith a bill tor eBtablishing 
paper; and arbitrary power In Qaebeo, having alarmed the whole of the 
AjDerican colony, tbs membera of the Ameriaan FbUoeophioal Sooiet; par- 

'Some insight into the aoiantiflo politics of the time may be gained by 
reading the following extract bom a letter addiesaed to Franklin by Dr. 
Thomaa Bond, Jnae 7, 1769 : " I long meditated a reviral of onr American 
Philosophical Society, and at length thought I saw my way clear in doing 
it, bnt the old party leaven split tu for a time. We are now nuited, and 
with yonr preaeDoe may make a flgnre ; bat till that happy event I fear 
mnch will not be done.

propagation of knowledge and nsefhl arts, it is hoped it will give satlsfao- 
tiun to tbemembeisof the honorable Bonseto find that the Provinoe which 
they represent can boaat of the ftrst society and the first poblioation of a 
volnme of Transactions fbr the advancement of the nsefnl knowledge of 
this side of the Atlantic ; a volnme which ia wholly Amerioan in composi- 
tion, printing, and paper, and which, we flatter onrsalves, may not be 
tbonght altogether nnworthy of the attention of men of letters in the most 
improved parts of the world." 
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taking with theic oonutTyman in Uib diatreH and labann biongbt apoo their 
country, were obliged to diaoontinDe their meetings for some montlu notil 
a mode of oppoaition to the eaid acts of ParliameDt waa eataliliahed, which 
ve hope may leetore the fomier harmoDj and maintain a perpeta^ onion 
between Great Britain and the Amorieaa. 

This entry U eapeoially interestiDg, beoaose it emphasises 
tbe foot that among the members of this infant Bdentiflo society 
were many of the men who were moat active in the orgaoiza- 
tioD of the Bepablic, and who, nuder the stress of tbe times, 
abandoned the qniet pursnits of science, and devoted them- 
selves to tlie national interests which were jost coming into 
being. 

Franklin was president from its organization antil his death 
in 1790. He was at the same time president of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, and a member of the Conatitational 
Convention, and tbe eminence of its leader probably secored 
for the body greater prestige than would otherwise have been 
attainable. The society, in &ot, soon assnmed nationtd im- 
portance, for, dnring the last decade of tbe centary and for 
many years after, Phitadelpbia was the metropolis of American 
science and literatore. 

Directly aftertheBevolution, a similar institation was estab- 
lished in Boston, — tbe American Academy of Arts and Scienoes, 
which was incorporated by the legislatare of Maeaaohoaetts 
in 1780, and published its first memoirs in 1785. This, like the 
Philadelphia society, owed its origin to the efforts of a great 
statesman. We find the whole history in the memoirs of John 
Adams, a man who believed, with Washington, that scientific 
institntions are tbe best and most lasting protection of a popa> 
lar government. 

In a memorandnm written in 1809, Mr. Adams gave his rec- 
ollections of tbe cironmstanoes which led to his deep and last- 
ing interest in scieotiflo foandatioiu. 

In traveling from Boston to Philadelphia, in 1774-'7&-*76-^, I had aev- 
eral time* amnsed myself at Norwalk, In Couneotiont, with the rery oorl- 
OOB oolleetion of birds and insects of American prodnotion made b; Mr. 
Arnold ; * a oolteotioa wliloh he afterwards sold to Governor Tryon, wluk 
■old It to Sic AshtoD Lever, in whose apartments in London I afterwards 
viewed it again. Tliis collection wae eo singular a tbing that it made & 
deep impression npon me, and I conld not bnt consider in a reproach to my 
country, that so little waa known, even to herself, of her natural history. 

* Borne local antiquary may make an iutereatlng coutrlbation to the 
literature of Amerioaa mnsenin work by looking up the history of thia 
ooUeotlon. 
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WbenlwaaiuEnrope, intheysAnlTTS-^in the oommiuion to the King 
of Franoe, vitli Dr. FianUtn and Hi. Arthur Loe, I bad opportnnitiM to 
Me the Ein^ DoUeotlon and atmaj othen, whiolk inorewed my wUhes that 
uatnrB might bs examined and atadled in my own oonntry, as it waa in 
otben. 

In Franoe, among the Aoademioians and other men of toienee and letteta, 
I was freqnently entertyned, irjtb Inqairlea oonoerning the Philosophical 
Booietf of Philadelphia, and with enloglnnu on the wlsdomof thatinatitn- 
tion, and enoomiomson some pnblioations in their Transaotions. Theae 
oonTereationB saggeated to me the idea of inch an eatablishment in BostODr 
irbeie I knew there waa aa ninoh love of aoleiMie, and as many gentlemen. 
irho were capable of pniening it, aa iu any other oity of it« siie. 

In 17T9, 1 retomed to Boston on the French frigate La SentiiU, with the 
Chevalier da la LnzeRie and H. Harboia.* The corporation of Harrard 
College gave a pnblio dinner in honor of the French ambaaaador and his 
anite, and did me the honor of an invitation to dine with them. At table 
In the Phlloaophy Chamber, I chaneed to sit next to Dr. Cooper, t I enter- 
tained him dniing the whole of the time we were together, with an aecoaot 
of Arnold's oollectiona, the ooUeotion I had seen in Enrope, the oompllmenta 
I had heard in Franoe npon the Fbilosophioal Society of Philadelphia, and 
eoncladed wltfa proposing that the fatoieleglalatare of Haasaohnaettsshoald 
institnte an Academy of Arte and Sciences. 

The doctor at flrat heeitated ; tbonght it would be difBcnlt to find mem- 
bers who wonld attend to it; bnt theprineipal objection waa, that Itwonid 
injure Harvard College by Mtting up arival to It that might draw the atten- 
tion andafibotlons of the pnhlio in some degree from it. To thie I answered, — 
first, that there were certainly men of learning enongh that might compose a 
■oolety anffldently nomeroas; andseoondly,tbatinateBd of being a rival to 
Hie nnlversity. It would be an honor and an advantage to it. Thatthepreal- 
dant and principal profeasors woold, DO donbl, be always members of it ^ 
and the meetings might be ordered, wholly or in part, at the college and

The first president of the Academy waa Jamea BowdoLn, afterwards, 
goremor of UaMaohnsetts, and the Mend of Washington and Franklin, 
and a member of the Boyal Society.

The two societies are still iustitDtions of oational importance, 
not only beoanse of a time-honored record of asefal work, bat 
on acGOtmt of important general tmsta under their control. 
AlthoDgh all their meetings are held In the oitieB where they 
were foonded, their membership is not localized, and to be a 
"Member of the American Philosophical Society" or a "Fel- 
low of the American Academy," is an honor highly appreciated 
by every American scientific man. 

The Philosophical Society (foonded before the separation of

The 
recognition of the obligation of a State to promote a higher and more ex- 
tended policy than is embraced in the protection of the temporal interests 
and political rights of tbs individual, howcTer understood among aullgbt* 
ened minds, had not at that time been formally made a part of the organio 
law. Those olanses since inserted in other State coustitntioos, which, with 
more ot leas of fUlness, acknowledged the same principle, are all maoi- 
Aatly taken ftoin this source." 
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the colonies) copied the Boyal Society of Great Biitain ia its 
«orporate name, as veil as ia that of its transactioDS, and in 
its ideals and methods of work took it for a model. 

The American Academy, on the other hand, had its ori^n 
** at a time when Britain was regarded as an inTetarate enemy, 
and France as a generoos patron,"* and ite fbaaders have 
placed npon record the statement that it was their intention 
** to give it the air of France rather than that of England, and 
to follow the Boyal Academy rather than the Boyal Society .f 
And so in Boston, the Academy published " Memoirs," while 
conservative Philadelphia continned to issne "Philosophical 
Transaotiona.'' 

In time, however, the pr^ndice against the motherland be- 
came less intense, and the Academy in Boston followed the 
general tendency of American scientific workers, which hae 
always been more closely parallel with that of England than 
that of continental Europe, contrasting strongly with the dis- 
position of modem ednoational administrators to bnild after 
German models. 

It wonld have been strange indeed if the deep-aeated sym- 
pathy with France which oar forefathers cherished had not 
led to still other attempts to establish organizations after the 
model of the French Academy of Sciences. The most am- 
bitloas of these was in connection with the *'Aoademy of Arts 
and Sciences of the United States of America," whose central 
«eat was to have been in Biohmond, Ya., and whose plan was 
brought to America in 1788, by the Ohevalier Qnesnay de 
Beanrepaire. This prctject, we are told, had been submitted to 
the King of France and to the Boyal Academy of Science, and 
had received an nnqnalified endorsement signed by many emi- 
nent men, among others by Lavoisier and Oondorcet, as well 
as a similar paper &om the Boyal Academy of Paintings and 
Scnlptore, signed by Yemet and others. A large sum was 
Anbscribed by the wealthy planters of Yirginia and by the 
citizens of Biohmond, a bnilding was erected, and one professor, 
I>r. Jean Bonelle, was appointed, who was also commissioned 
" mineralogist-in-ohief " and instracted to make natural history 
collections in America and Bnrope. 

The popnlation of Yirginia, it proved, was far too scattered 
and rural to give any chance of success for a project which in

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its natore was only practicable in a commercial and intellectual 
metropolis, and the Academy died almost before it was bom. 
*' Qaesnay's scheme was not altogether ohimerical,'' writes

The year Qceanay's snggeetive little tract was pablished was 
the year before the French Bevolation, in wliioh political mad> 
atrom everything in France went down. * • • If oiroam- 
stanoes had &Tored it, the Academy of the United States of 
America, established at Richmond, wonld hare become the centre 
of higher education, not only for Virginia, but for the whole 
Bontb, and possibly for a large part of the Korth, if the Acad- 
emy had been extended as proposed, to l^e cities of Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, and New York. Supported by French capital, 
to which in large measare we owe the socoess of onr Beroln- 
tjonary War, strengthened by French prestige, by liberal ad- 
entiflo and artistic associations with Paris, then the intellectnal 
capital of the world, the Academy at Eiehmond might have 
become an edncational stronghold, comparable in some degree 
to the Jesnit inflnenoe in Canada, which has proved more last- 
ing than French dominion, more impregnable than the fbrtreas 
of Quebec.""

The ballding Breoted for the Academy of Sclenoee wm the meetltlg-plMw 
of the oonventlon of patriots and atateamea who ratified in 1TS8 the Con- 
■titntion of the United Statea, and anbaeqaently was the prinolpal theater 
of the city of Biohmond. 

" The academy grounda," wri tea B. A, Brook, " Enoladed the Bqoare boonded 
by Broad and Uarahal and Eleventh and Twelfth Btroets, on the lower 
portion of which etood tbe Hooamental Church and the tnedioal oollege. 
The academy atood midway in the square fronting Broad Street. ' UAcad*- 
vAe Dt» Etatt-Uni* Da UAmaiyue' waa an attempt, growing out of the 
Frenoh alliance with tbe United States, to plant in Blohmond a kind of 
French academy of the arts and eoienoee, with branch aoademtes in BnlH- 
more, Philadelphia, and New York. The Inatitntion waa to be at onoe 
national and IntemationaL It waa to be afSliated with the royal aoeietieB 
of London, Paria, Bmxellea, and other learned bodiea in Europe. It waa 
to be oompoeed of a presideut, vioe-prealdeat, rix oonuaellota, a Ireaanier^ 
general, a secretary, and a recorder, an agent for taking European aab- 
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A soidDtiflc society was organized at WilliamBbttrg during the 
BevolatioD, bat in those trying timea it failed for lack of atten- 
tioD on the part of its foandera. 

Onr forefathers in colonial times had their national aniversi- 
ties beyond tbe sea, and all of the young colonists vbo were 
able to do so, vent to Oxford or Cambridge for Uieir classieal 
degrees, and to Edinburgh and London for training in medi- 
cine, for admission to the bar, or for clerical orders. Local col- 
leges seemed as unnecessary as did local scientiflo societies. 

Many attempts were made to establish local societies before

The promoter of this brilliant eobeme was tbe 
CheTalier Alexander Haria Qaeanay de Beaniepaire, grandson of the 
famoae French pbilosophet and econotniBt, Dr. Qoesnay, who was the 
oonrt physician of Lonis XT. CheTalier Qnesnay bad served aa a oaptaiu 
in Tiqpnia, in 1777-^78, In the war of the rerolntion. The idea of foanding 
the academy was snggeated to him in 1778 by John Page, of 'Bosewell,' 
ttien lientenant-gOTernor of Tirginia, and himself devoted to solentifio 
inTcstlgation. Qnesnay socceeded in raising by ttnbsoription the enm of 
60,000 franoa, the sabsoriben in Tirgiaia embracing nearly one hnndred 
prominent names. The comer-atone of the bnUding, wbioh was of wood, 
WBB laid with Uasonic ceremonies July 8, 1786. Having fonnded and or- 
ganized tbie academy under tiie most distlngnished auspices, Qneanay 
retnmed to Paris and snooended in enlisting in aapport of his plan many 
teamed and dletingnlBbed men of France and England. The Frenoh revo- 
Intion, however, put an end to the sobeme. The aoademy bnildiog was 
early converted into a theater, wbioh was destroyed by Are, bnt a new 
tbeater was erected in the rear of the old. This new bnllding was also 
deatroyed by fire on the night of December 36, 1811, when seventy-two 
pfliaons perished in the flames. Tbe Monnmenta] Church comraemoratea 
the disaatei, and its portico covers tbe tomb and ashes of most of its 
Tiotims.

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final reeolta were acoompliahfld, and the begianings of the n*- 
tional college syatem had a similar history. 

Id 1619 the Virginia Oompany of England made a grant of 
ten thoaaand acres of land for " the fonndation of a seminary 
of leamiog for the Bnglish la Virginia," and in the same year 
the bishops of England, at the saggestion of the king, raised the 
Bam of £1,600 for the enoonragement of Indian edocation in 
oonnectioa with the same foundation. A beginning was made 
toward the occnpatiOD of the land, and Gteorge Thorpe, a man 
of high standing in England, came oat to be snperintendent of 
the nuiversity, but be and three hundred aod forty other oolo- 
oists (including all the tenants of the university) were de- 
stroyed by the Indians in the massacre of 1622. 

The story of this undertaking ia told by Prof. H. B. Adams in 
the " History of the Oollege of William and Mary," in which 
also is given an acconnt of the Aeademia Virginienaia et Onxm- 
iensu, which was to have been founded on an island on the Sus- 
qaehanna Biver, granted in ltJ24 for the founding and mainte- 
nance of a nniTersity, but was suspended on acconnt of the 
death of its projector, and of King James L, and the fbU of the 
Virginia Company. 

Soon after, in 1636, came the foaudation of Harvard, then 
in 1660 WiUiam and Mary, Tale in 1701, the Oollege of New 
Jersey in 1746, the University of Pennsylvania in 1751, Oolnm- 
bia in 1751, Brown in 1761, Dartmonth in 1769, the University 
of Maryland in 1784, that of North Carolina in 1789~'95, that of 
Vermont in 1791, and Bowdoin (the college of Maine) in 1794. 

When Washington became President, one huodred yeara ago, 
there were no soientiao foundations within this Bepnblio save 
the Amerioan Academy in Boston ; and, in the American Phil- 
osophical Society, Bartram's Botanic Garden, the private ob- 
servatory of Bittenhonse, and Peale's Natural-History Museum^ 
Philadelphia. 

Waahington'a own inclinations were all favorable to the pro- 
gress of science ; and Franklin, who would have been Vice- 
President but for his age and weakness, Adams, the Vice-Pres* 
ident, and Jefferson, Secretary of State, were all in thorough 
sympathy with the desire of their chief to "promote as objects 
of primary importance institutions for the general diffnaion of 
knowledge." All of them were fellows of the American Phil- 
osophical Society, and the President took moch interest in its 
proceedings. The records of the sotiety show that he nomi- 
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oated for foreign membership the Earl of Booban, preaident of 
the Society of Scottish ADtiqaaries, aod Dr. James Anderson. 

Washington's mind was scientiflo in its tendencies, and his 
lettOTS to the English agricaltnrists (Young, Sinclair, and 
AndersoQ), show him to have been a close student of physical 
geography and climatology. He sent out with hiaown hand, 
while President, a circalar- letter to the best informed farmers 
in New York, Sew Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Yir- 
ginia, and having received a considerable number of answers, 
prepared a report on the resonrces of the Middle Atlantio 
States, which was the first of the kind written in America, and 
was a worthy beginning of the great library of agricnltoral 
science which has since emanated ftom onr Government press. 

In a letter to Arthur Yonng, dated December 6, 1791, he 
manifested great interest in the Hessian fly, an insect makiDg* 
frightful ravages in the wheat fields of the Middle States, and 
so much dreaded in Great Britain that the importation of wheat 
from America was prohibited.* It was very possibly by his 
request that a committee of the Philosophical Society prepared 
and printed an elaborate and exhaustive report, and since its 
chairman was Washington's Secretary of State, it was practi- 
cally a governmental a£bir, the precursor of subsequent en- 
tomological commissions, and of our Department of Economic 
Entomology.t 

The interest of Washington in the fonnding of a national 
aniversity, as manifested in the provisions of his last will and 
testament, are familiar to all, and I have been interested to 
team that his thoughts were earnestly fixed npon this great 
project during all the years of the Revolutionary war. It ia

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ao iDspiring thonght that, daring the long and donbtful Btmg- 
gle for independence, the leader of the American aims vas 
looking forward to the return of peace, in anticipation of an 
■opportanitj to found in a central part of the rising empire an 
inetJtDtion for the completing of the edncation of youths from 
all parts thereof, where they might at the same time be 
enabled to fi^ee themselves in a proper degree from local pr^a- 
dices and jealonsies. 

Samuel Blodget in his " Eooaomioa," relates the history of 
the beginning of a national university. 

"As the most minute circumstances are sometimes inatmot- 
iog for their relation to great events," he wrote, " wc relate 
the first we ever heard of a national university : It was in the 
camp at Cambridge, in October, 1776, when Mt^or William 
Blodget went to the quarters of General Washington to com- 
plain of the ruiDous state of the colleges from the conduct of 
the militia quartered therein. The writer of this being in com- 
pany with his Mend and relation, and hearing General Oreene 
join in lamenting the then ruinous state of the eldest seminary 
in MassaohuBetta, observed, merely to console the company of 
friends, that to make amends for these injuries, after our war, 
he hoped we should eieot a noble national university, at which 
the youth of all the world might be proud to receive instmo- 
tioDS. What was thus pleasantly said, Washington imme- 
diately replied to, with that inimitably expressive and truly 
interesUng look, for which he was sometimes so remarkable: 
'Young man, you are a prophet, inspired to speak what I am 
confident will one day be realized.' He then detailed to the 
company bis impressions, that all North America would one 
day become united. He said that a Golonel Byrd,* of Ylr- 
ginia, was the first man who had pointed out the best central 
seat [for the capital city] near to the present spot, or about the 
falls of the Potomac. General Washington further said that 
a Mr. Evans f had expressed the same opinion with many other

then ore copies of this map in the posseesion of Hairard UniTersity, in the 
librorr of the Pennaylrania HLstortoal Society, and one In the Faden col- 
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gentlemen, who, bom a cnreory viev of a chart of IToTtli 
Amerioa, received this natural and truly correct impression. 
The look of C^eneral Washington, the energy of his mind, his 
noble and irresistible eloquence, all conspired so far to impress 
the writer with these snbjects, that if ever he should unfor* 
tnnately beoome insane it will be from his anxiety for the fed- 
eral city and national university." • 

In another part of the same book Mr. Blodget describes a 
conversation with Washington, which took place after the site 
of the capital had been decided apon, in which the PreBident 
" stated his opinion that there were four or five thousand in- 
habitants in the city of Washington, and until Oongress were 
comfortably accommodated, it might be premature to com- 
menoe a seminary. * * * He did not wish to see the work 
commenced until the city was prepared for it, but be added 
that he hoped be had not omitted to take such measores as 
wonld at a31 events secore the mtire object in time, even 
if its merits should not draw forth &om every qaarter the 
aid it would be proud to deserve," alluding, of coarse, to the 
provisions In his own will. " He then," continnes Blodget, 
" talked again and again on Mr. Turgofs and Br. Price's cal- 
eolations of the effect of compound interest, at which, as he 
was well versed in flgores, he could acquit himself in a mas- 
terly manner." t 

Gonoeming the fate of the Potomac Company, a portion of 
whose stock was destined by Washington as a nnclens for the 
endowment of a university, it is not necessary now to speak. 
The value of the bequest was at the time placed at £5,000 
sterling, and it was computed by Blodget, that had Oon- 
gress kept faith with Washington, as well as did the Legis- 
lature of Virginia in regard to the endowment of Washington 
College, his donation at compound interest would in twelve 
years (1815) have grown to t50,000, and in twenty-four (1827) 
years $100,000, an endowment sufficient to establish one of the 
colleges in the proposed aniversity.

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ton, proposed as among the powers proper to be added to thow 
of ttie General Legislatare, the following : 

" To establisl) a anlversity. 

« To encourage, by premiams and prorisions, the advance- 
ment of osefal knowledge, and the disooasion of soienoe.''* 

Tliat he never lost bis interest in the anirersit; idua is shown 
by bis Tlgorons appeal while President, in his message of De- 
cember, 1810, in whioh he urged the importance of an instita- 
tion at the capital which wonld " contribnte not less to 
strengthen the fonndations than to adorn the strnctnre of oar 
system of government.'' 

Quite in accord with the spirit of Madison's message was a 
letter in the PenDBylvaaia Gazette of 1788, f in whioh it was 
argaed that the new fonu of government proposed by tiie 
firamers of the Oonstitntion could not succeed in a republic^ 
unless the people were prepared for it by an education adapted 
to the new and pecnliarBitoationof the country, themostessen- 
tialinstrumeDtforwhichshontdbeafederalaDiversity. Indeed, 
the tone of this article, to which my attention has recently be«i 
directed by President Welling, was so harmonious with that of 
the previous and subsequent ntteranoes of Madison as to sug- 
gest the idea that he, at that time a resident of Philadelphia, 
may have been its author. It is more probable, however, that 
the writer wms Benjamin Bush, who in 1787 issued an "Ad- 
dress to the People of the United States," ( which began wiUi 
the remark that there is nothing more common than to ooq- 
found the trams of American Bevolntion with those of the late 
American war. 

" The American war is over," he siud, " but this is tat from 
being the case with the American Bevolntion. On the con- 
trary, nothing but the first act of the great drama Is dosed. 
It remains yet to establish and perfect onr new forms of gov- 
ernment; and to prepare the principles, morals, and manners 
of our citizens for these forms of government after they are es- 
tablished and brought to perfection." §

fbi one of itB objects " to carry oat WashiugCon's iDJanotion 'to promota 
•■ objeota of primary importanoe instttatione for the diffasion of knowl- 
edge,' and thiiB to create an enlightened pnblio opinion," 
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And then he went on to propose a plan for a national nni- 
versity, of the broadest scope, with post-graduate BobolarBhipa, 
a corps of traveling conespondenta, or fellova, in ooanection 
witii the oonsnlar service, and an educated civil service, organ- 
iced in connection with the oniversity work. 

In *' Eoonomica," the work jnst qnoted, printed in 1806, the 
Bust work on politioai economy written in America, Blodget 
referred to the national university project as an accepted idea, 
held iu temporary abeyance by legislative delays. 

Blodget urged upon Congress various projects which he 
tbODght to be of national importance, and among the first of 
these was *' To erect, or at least to point out, the place for the 
Btatne of 1783, and either to direct or permit the colleges of 
the nniversiCy formed by Washiogton to eommence around 
this Btatne after the manner of the Timoleonton of Byracus&* 

In intimate connection with his plan for a university was 
that of Washmgton for a military academy at West Point. 
fie had found during the Bevolation a great want of engineers, 
and this want eanaed Congress to accept the services of num- 
erooB French engineers to aid onr country in its struggle for 
independence. 

At the close of the Bevolution Washington lost no time in 
commending to Virginia the improvement of the Potomac and 
James Rivers, the Junction by canal of Chesapeake Bay and 
Albemarle Bonnd of Xorth Carolina, He soon afber proceeded 
to yew York to see the plans of General Sohnyler to unite the 
Mohawk with the waters of Lake Ontario, and to Massachu- 
setts to see the plans of the Merrimac ITavigation Company. 

It was the want of educated engiueera for work of this kind 
that induced Generals Washington, Lee, and Huntington, and 
Colonel Pickering, in the year 1783, to select West Point as a 
suitable site for a military academy, and at that place such an 
institution was essayed, under the law of Congress, in 1791.

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Bat fttmi the deatrnotioii of the bailding, and its cootuned 
books and apparotns by fire, the academy was suapeuded mitil 
tbe year 1801, when Mr. Jefferson renewed the action of the 
law, and in the following year, 1802, a United States Corps of 
Engineers and Military Academy was organized by law and 
established at West Point, with General Jonathan Williams, 
the nephew of Franklin, and one of the vice-preaidenta of the 
Philosophical Society, at its head, and the United States Mili- 
tary Philosophical Society was established with the whole Sd- 
gineer corps of the Army for a nnoleos. 

This society had for its object " the oollectsng and diaaemi- 
nating of military scienoe." Its membership during the ten 
years of its existence lucladed most of (he leading men in the 
conntry, civiliana as well as officers in the Army and Kavy. 
Meetings were held in New York and Washington, aa well as 
in West Point, and it seems to have been the firat national 
scientiHo society.* 

The Patent Office also began nnder Washington, the first 
American patent system haTing been founded by act of OoD- 
gress, April 10, 1790. 

On the 8th of January, 1790, President Washington entered 
the Senate chamber, where both Houses of Oongress were 
assembled, and addressed them apon the state of the new 
nation. In the speech of a few minntea, which thos constituted 
the first annual message to Oongresa, about a third of the spaoe 
was given to the promotion of intelleotaal objects — science, 
literature, and arta. The following ezpiesaion may perhaps 
be regarded as tbe practical origination of oar patent system :

This, of course was in direct pursuance of the constitutional 
enactment, bethought and inserted toward the elosing days of

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tlie conventioa in September, 1787, empoweriag OongreBS with 
ancb authority. Each House, the Senate OD the 11th and the 
Bepresentatiyes od the 12th, aent a cordial responBe to the 
Preeident^s address, reciting the particulars of bis discourse, 
sud promising, especially to bis suggestions for enoouiagement 
of ectenoe and arts, " such early attention aa their respective 
importauoe requires ; " and the lower Hooae proceeded rapidly 
with the work. Janoary 15 it waa resolved that the Tarioos 
measures indicated by the President should be referred to 
select committees respectively j and on the 26th such a com- 
mitee was formed to consider the eooouragement of the " ose- 
ful arts." It consisted of Edamus Burke, of South Oarolina, 
a juatice of the supreme court of that State, and native of 
Ireland; Beujamin Huntington, of Oonnectiout; and Lambert 
Cadwalader, of Xew Jersey. On the 16th of February, Mr. 
Burke reported his bill, which pnased to its second reading the 
following day. It waa copiously discussed and amended in 
Committee of the Whole, particularly March 4th, when "the 
clause which gives a party a right to appeal to a jury from 
a decision of referees, it was moved should be stmok out." 
After a good deal of pointed and profitable remark as to the 
true sphere and functiOD of juries, the motion for striking out 
was carried. 

The next day, March 5th, the bill was ordered to be en- 
grossed, and on the 10th, after third reading, it passed, and 
was carried to the Senate. Here, in a few days, it was referred 
to a committee of which Charles Carroll, of Maryland, was 
obairman, and reported back the 29th of March, where it 
passed, with twelve amendments, on the 30th. On the 8th of 
April it went forward with the signatores of Speaker and Vice- 
President to the President, who approved it April 10, 1790.* 
The first patent was granted on the Slst of the following July 
to Samuel Hopkins, of Vermont, for making " pot and pearl 
ashes ; " and two more during that year.t 

Thomas Jefferson, Secretary of State at this period, under 
which Department especially the patent system grew up for 
more than half it« first century, took so keen an interest in its 
aim and workings, and gave such searching p^sonal attention 
to the issue of the several patents, that be has been quite nat-

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arally reputed as the fother of oar Patent OfSoe, and it seems 
to hsTe been supposed that the bill itself creating it proceeded 
fh)in his own saggustioa. Bat b; a comparison of dates this 
appears hardly possible. Jefferson returned from Bnrope to 
Norfolk and Montieello toward the end of 1789, his mind deeply 
occnpied with the stirring movements of revolution abroad. 
Daring the winter months he was debating whether he should 
accept the charge of the State Department offered him by 
Washington; making his way by slow stages from YirgiQia to 
NewYork; receiving innamerable ovations; paying his last 
visit to the dying Franklin, and he only reached the seat of 
Government March 21, when the legislative work on this act 
was practically finished. More thui to any other individual 
protobly the American patent system looks for its origin to 
the Father of the Country.* 

Jefferson took great pride in it, and gave personal oonsidera- 
tion to every application that was made for patents daring the 
years between 1790 and 1793, while the power of reviHion and 
Hyection granted by that aot remained in force. It is a matter 
of tradition, handed down to us from generation to generation, 
that, when an application for a patent was made, he would 
sammon Mr, Henry Knoz, of Massachusetts, who was Secre- 
tary of War, and Mr. Edmand Bandolph, of Virginia, who 
was Attomoy-Genersi, these ofHoials being designated by the 
act, with the Secretary of State, a tribunal to examine and 
grant patents; and that these three distingaished officials 
woold examine the application critically, scrntinizing each 
point of the specification and claims carefully and vigoronsly. 
The result of this examination was that, during the first year, 
a minority of the applications &jled to pass the ordeal, and 
only three patents were granted. Every step in the issaing of 
a patent was taken with great care and caution, Mr. Jefferson 
thinking always to impress upon the minds of his officers and 
the public that it was a matter of no ordinary importance. 

The sabsequent history of the office is very interesting, 
especially since it contains a record of Mr. Jefferson's vigorous 
opposition to the change effected by the act of 1793, which he 
held, by a promisonons granting of exclusive privileges, would 
lead to the creation of monopoly in the arts and industries, and

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was against the theory of a popular govenunent, aod would be 
pernicious in its eifeots. 

In 1812 a building was pnt ap for tiie aooommodatioQ of the 
of&ce, bat this was destroyed in 1836, and vith It most of the 
records vhioh would be necessary for a proper nnderstanding 
of the early history of American inveDtion. 

In the Patent Office building, and with it destroyed, there 
was gathered a collection of models, which was sometlmea by 
eoortesy called the " American Hnsenm of Art,'' and which 
afforded a precedent for the larger collection of models and 
natural products, which remained under the custody of the 
Gomratfasioner of Patents until 1868, when it was transferred 
to the Smithsonian InstitatioQ, and became a part of the pres- 
ent National Mnsenm. 

Id 1836 the patent system was reorganized, and most of the 
methods at present in nse were pat in operation. As it now 
stands, It is one of the most perfect and effective in the world, 
and the Patent Office, judged by the character of the work it 
performs, although, perhaps, not strictly to be classed among 
the scientific institutions, is, nevertheleaa, entitled to snch a 
place by reason of its large and admirable corps of trained 
scientific experts serving on the staff of examiners.* 

The administration of John Adams, beginning in 1797, was 
short and torbnlent. Political strife prevented him from 
making any impression npon oar scientific history ; but it re- 
quires no research to discern the attitade of the man who 
founded the American Academy, and who drew up the articles 
for the encouragement of literature and science in the oonsti- 
tation of Massachnsetts. 

Jefferson, as Vice-President, taking little part in the affairs 
of the Administration, was at liberty to ooltivate the sciences. 
When be came to Philadelphia to be tnaugnrated Vice-Presi- 
dent, he brought with him a collection of the fossilized iwnea 
of some htrge quadruped, and the manuscript of a memoir 
upon them, which he read before the American Philosophical 
Socie^, of which he had been elected president the preceding 
year.

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" The Spectacle of an Amerioao statesman, ooming to take 
part as a central figure in the greatest political cetemoDy of 
oar conntry, and bringing with him an original <!ODtribQtion 
to science, is certainly," as Lather has said, '* one we shall not 
soon see repeated." * 

In 1801 began the administration most memorable in the 
history of American sdenoe. The President of the United 
States was, during the eight years of his offlce, president of 
the Amerioao Philosophical Society as well, and was in toaoh 
with all the intellectaaJ activities of the period. He wrote to 
a correspondent : " Xatare intended me for the tranquil pnr- 
Boits of science by rendering them my snpreme delight," and 
to another he said : " Yonr first letter gives me information in 
the line of natural history, and the second promises political 
news ; the first is my paasion, the last is my duty, and there- 
fore both desirable." 

"At times of the fiercest party conflict," says Luther, "when 
less happily constituted minds wonld scarcely have been able 
to attend to the routine duties of life, we find him yielding to 
that subtle native force which all throngh lif^ was constantly 
drawing him away from politics to science." 

Thns during these exciting weeks in February, 1801, when 
OODgress was vainly trying to nntangle the diffionlties arising 
from the tie vote between Jefferson and Burr, when every iH>li- 
tidau at the capital was busy with schemes and connt^- 
schemea, this man, whose political fate was balanced on a 
razor's edge, was corresponding with Dr. Wiatar in regard to 
some bones of the mammoth which he bad just proenred ftoai 
Shawangnnk in New York. Again, in 1808, when the excite- 
ment over the " Embargo" was highest, and when every day 
bronght ftesh dennnciations of him and his policy, he was 
carrying on his geological studies in the White Honse itself. 
TTnder bis direction upward of three hundred specimens of 
fbssil bones had been bronght from the famous Big Bone Lick 
and spread in one of the large unfinished rooms of the Presi- 
dential mansion. Dr. Wistar was asked to come to Philadel- 
phia and select each as were needed to complete the collection

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of the Fbilosophiosl Society. The exploration of the Hob was 
made at the private expense of JeffenoD throagh the agency 
of General William Clarke, the Western explorer, and this may 
foitly be regarded as the beginmag of American goTenimental 
work in paleontology. 

His Boientiflo tendencies led to mnch oritioiem, of which the 
well-known lines by William Cnllen Bryant, in " The Embargo," 
afford a very mild example.' He cast all calumny aside with 
the remark " that he who bad nothing to conceal ttota the 
presB had nothing to fear from It," and calmly went on his way. 
TheBenioT members of his Cabinet were James Madison, a 
man of the most enlightened sympathy with science, and 
Oallatin, one of the earliest American philologists; while one 
of his strongest snpporters in Congress was Samuel Latham 
Hitchill, a mighty promoter of scientific interests in his native 
State, whom Adams wittily describes as "chemist, botanist, 
natnralist, physician, and politician, who supported the Bepab- 
lioan i«rty because Jefferson was Its leader, and Jeflfiarson be- 
oaose he was a philosopher." 

During this administration the project for a great national 
institation of learning was revived by Joel Barlow. In 1800, 
when Bailow was the American Minister in Paris, he said in a 
letter to Senator Baldwin ; 

I hftva b«m writing ft long lettei to Jeffenon oa quite aaother sabjeot. 
It u »boat learned ■ooieties, nniTenitiei^ poblio instrnotlan, and tbe ad> 
▼astagee yon «nd I bftvo of doing eometbiDg gieat Mid good If 70D will 
take it np on proper prinoiplea.

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Barlow retiimed to tbe American States in 1805, and almost 
his flrst pablio act after hia airiTal, we are told, was to isaae a 
proapectns in which he forcibly and eloqoeatly depicted the 
necessity and advantages of a national soientiflc inatitution. 

This was to oonsiBt of a central aniverslty at or near tbe seat 
-of goverument, and, as fbr as might seem practicable or ad- 
visable, other nniversities, colleges, and schools of education, 
either in Washington or in other parts of the United States, 
together with printing presses for the nse of tbe institatioD, 
laboratories, libraries, and apparatus for the sciences and 
the arts, and gardens fbr botany and agricnltnral experi- 
ments. 

The institution was to enooarage science by all means in its 
power, by correspondence, by premiums and by scholarships, 
and to pablish school-books at cost of printing. 

The Military and Naval Academies, the Mint, and the Pat- 
ent Office were to t>e connected with tbe nniversity, and there 
was also to be a general depository of the resnlts of scientifle 
research and of the diseoveries by voyages and travels, acta- 
ally the equivalent of a national mnsenm. 

"In short," wrote Barlow, "no rndimeut of knowledge 
should be below its attention, no height of improvement 
above its ambition, no corner of an empire beyond its vigilant 
activity for ooUeotiug and difihsing information."* 

Tbe editor of the National Intelligenoer, tbe organ of the ad- 
ministration in 1806, oommented favorably npon the plan of 
Barlow. 

Thia gentlemuk [wrote he] whoM mind has been enlarged bfezteiuiTa 
-obaerrACion, by oontemplatingmaiiDnderBlinogt every vMisty of aapeot in 
whioh be appeaia, uid vhoae genlimeata h»Te been ohanMteriied by an nnl- 
fomily zealous deTotlon to liberty, has most jnaCly einbraoed the opioioa 
that the duration as well aa perfaotion of repablioaniam in this oonnttr 
will depend upon the pcevaleooe of oorreot information, itself dependent 
npon the eduoation of the gceat body of the people. Having raiaed himself, 
as we nnderstand, to a state of peonniary independence, he has tetoniMl

The diBintenated 
eieitiona of enoh a man merit tbe national attention.* 

Barlov'a prospectus, we aie told, was oircnlated tbrongliont 
the eooutry, and met with so favorable a respoDse that Id 1806 
he drew up a bill for the inoorporatioD of the inBtitation, which 
Mr. Logan, of Philadelphia, latrodnoed in the Senate, which 
passed to a second reading, was referred to a committee, which 
never reported, and so was lost. 

Barlow's Ifational Institation resembled more closely the 
Bonse of Salomon in "The 21'ew Atlantis" of Bacon than it 
-did the eminently practical nniversity project of Washington. 
It woald be interesting to know to what extent President Jef- 
ferson was in sympathy with Barlow, The mind which a few 
years later directed the organization of the University of Vlr- 
^ia oonld scarcely have approved all the featnres of the 
Kalorama plan. He was andoabtedly at this time anxions 
that a national university shonld be founded, as is shown by 
his messages to Congress in 1806 and lS08,t thongh it is proba- 
ble that he wished it to be erected in some convenient part of 
Virginia, rather than in the city of Washington. The project 
for transplanting to America the faoalty of the college of 
-Geneva, which, bat for the opposition of Washington, woold 
probably have been attempted in 1794, had reference rather to 
the formation of a State nniveraity, national in inflnence, than 
to a central Federal institution.]; 

Although Barlow's plan was, in its details, much too elabo- 
rate for the times, the fundamental ideas were exceedingly at- 
tractive, and led to very important and &r-reaclung results. 

Barlow ei^pected, of course, that his institution shonld be 
established and maintained at Government cost This was 
soon fbnnd to be impracticable, and those who were interested 
in the intellectnal advancement of the capital soon had re- 
coarse to the idea of beginning the work at private expense, 
relying apon Government aid for its future advancement. 

Barlow's classmate, Josiah Meigs, his friend and neighbor 
Thomas Law, aided by Edward Ontbnsh, Jadge Cranch, and

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other citazens of Washin^on proceeded, forthwith, to attempt 
that whioh the politioians dared not. 
The easeotiat features of Barlow's plan were: 

(1) The advaQcement of knowledge hy assooiattons of soien- 
tlfio men; and 

(2) The dissemination of its radimentB by the instmction of 
yonth.* 

To meet the first of these reqnirements they organized the 
Oolnmbian Institute for the promotion of Arts and Soienoes, 
in 1819 ; and for the second, the Oolnmbian College, inoorpo- 
rated in 1821. Most of the prominent members of the Oolnm- 
bian lostitnte were also among the friends and sapporters of 
the college. Dr. Josiab Meigs, the friend and classmate of 
Barlow, the president of the institute from 1819 to 1821, was an 
incorporator, and a member of the first f^wmlty of the coUege-t 

Dr. Edward Outbasb, the fonnder of the Colambian Institnte, 
was also a professor, as well as Dr. Thomas Sewall, Dr. Alexan- 
der MoWilliams, and Judge William Cranch, and in publioa- 
tjons made at the time these men distinctly proposed to realize 
the aspirations of Washington, for the creation of a great ITa- 
tional University at the seat of the Federal Government. It 
was in this cause President Monroe gave to the Oolambian 
Oollege his public support as President of (he United States. 
At a later day, when an boor of need overtook the college, 
John Qninoy Adams became one of its saving benefbotors-t

The Oolambian Institate was granted the ose of looms in the 
Oapitol bailding under the present Oongressional Library Hall, 
which became a center of the soientiflo and literary intereeta of 
Washington, aad its uinnal meetingB were held in the hall of 
the Hoose of Bepresentatives, where Soathard, Olay, Everett^ 
Heigs, and Adams, deUrered addresses npoa matters of science 
and political economy to large assemblages of public men. In 
1819, Josiah Meigs, its president, writiag to Dr. Daniel Drake, 
of Ginoinnati, said : 

I have little donht that this Congress will, before the; rise, give the in- 
•titute a lew acres of groand for onr building and for a Botanio Chudeo. 
Ur. Barlow made great efforts to obtain this object eight or ten years ago.

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i«pentedl7 made grwito of portions of the pnblio Undfl to Hminariea of 
learning eitnated within the llmitB of Statea and Territories where each 
loads lie. The ConstitnttoD hftring thna oon&ded to the oarq of the Nk- 
tional Legialsture the rights and iDtereerta of Ihs Distriol of Columbia, and 
Congress haring made liberal donations out of the national domain to pro- 
mote the great oanse of ednoation, in all tho other districts within which 
the QeDeral Ooremmeat has exdnsive Jarisdiotioti, it woold seem to be 
omel injoatioe to refhee the small boon now reoommended. These oonaid- 
erationa Indnoe the hope that the propoeed donatioo will be exempt Erom 
all opposition not foonded in donbts of the jnst olaim to patronage of the 
instilntioa for the beaeflt of which it is designed.

The report from which the above extracts are taken was made Febmaiy 
27, 1833 (to aacompanT Honse Bill, No. 433), by Mr. Thomas, of Maryland, 
(on behalf of the eommittee on the District of Colombia), in answer to 
memcnlal of the traateea and the president of the Colombian College. 

Od the groDDcl gruited by Oongiess, a botanical garden wa» 
established by the society, in 1822, or 1823, with the co-opera- 
tion of the State Department and the oonsnlar service. Id 
1829 the society applied to OODgress for peoaniary aid, whioh 
was not ftranted.* 

The Colnmbian University waa also an applicant for govem- 
ment aid, which it received to the atnonnt of $25,000 in 1832^ 
on the groand that it waa an inatitation of national importance^ 
organized by private individnala to do work legitimately within 
the domain of governmental respoDsibilitiea.t

Barboar, of Virginia, chairman of the Committee on the District of Colom- 
bia, in which, after aUoding to the long reoogniied " ntility of a central 
literary establishment" and to the failnres of the reoommendationB of 
Washington and Madison, he gave a brief history of the enterprise, whioh 
was as fallows:

merated in the report of the Gommiasioner of Edaoation for 
1886-'87. 

Althoagh it has notaioce 1832 made any claims for govern- 
ment aid, nor assamed to be in any way a ward of the nation, 
its early history is significant, on accoaot of its oonnectioii 
vith the project for a Kational University, which has beea for 
more than a centary before the people. The Government has 
since established in Washington City the liTational Deaf-Hnte 
College, which it still maintains, and the Howard Universl^, 
intended primarily for the fireedman, bnt open to alL 

The foanders of the Colnmbian Institute and the Golnmbiaa 
University were building better than they knew, for they were 
not only advancing knowledge in their own day and genera- 
tion, bat they were ednoating public opinion for a great oppor- 
tanity, which soon came in the form of a gift to the nation 
ftom beyond the sea, in the form of the Smithsou beqaeet. 

The story of the Smithsonian Institution is a remarkable 
one. Smithson was a graduate of the University of Oxford, 
a Fellow of the Boyal Society, a chemist and mineralogist of 
well recognized position. The Mend and associate of many of 
the leading scientiflc men of England, he found it advisable, 
for reasons connected with his family history, to pass most of 
his life upon the Continent. A man of ample fortune, he asso- 
«iated with men of similar tastes, and died in 1829, leaving in 
trust to the United States property now amonnting in valoe to 
nearly three qaarters of a million of dollars, to establish at the 
national capital " an institntion for the increase and diffusion 
of knowledge among men," Ko one has been able to explain 
why he did this. He had, so fiir as we know, no Mend or cor- 
respondent in the United States, and had made known to no 
-one his intention of establishing an institution of learning in 
the New World.* 

It is more than probable, however, that he knew Barlow 
when American Minister in Paris, and that the Prospeotos of 
the National Institution, or the trentise by Dupont de Kemoors,

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may have attracted his attention. He waa ayare of the feilnre 
of the attempta to obtaia national support at the start fbr 
soientifio nses, and conceived the idea of foanding, with his 
own means, an organization which shonld, be foresaw, grow 
into national importance. Any one who will take the pains to 
compare the critioisms and objections to Barlow's project, as 
set forth in Wirt's essay in " The Old Bachelor,"* with those 
whieb were urged in Congress and the public press in opposi- 
tion to the acceptance of the Smithson beqaest thirty years 
later, can not ^1 to be greatly impressed by the similarity of 
tone and argument. 

The Smithsonian Institntion, with its dependencies and 
affiliations, corresponds perhaps more closely at the present 
time to Barlow's " Xational Institntion " than any organiza- 
tion ezistiDg elsewhere in the world. The names of its three 
secretaries — Henry, the physicist (in office firom 1&46 to 1878); 
Baird, the naturalist (assistant secretary from 1860 to 1878, 
secretary, 187 8-'87) ; and Langley, the astronomer, suggest in a 
few words the main features of its history. 

Becurring to Jefferson's Presidency, it should be noted that 
its most important scientific features were the inception of the 
system of scientiflo surveys of the public domain, and the or- 
ganization of the Coast Survey. The first was most pecaliarly 
Jefferson's own, and was the outcome of more than twenty 
years of earnest endeavor. 

The apathy of the British government in colonial times in 
the matter of explorations of the American continent is inex- 
plicable. Halley, the philosopher and mathematician, was in 
charge of a fruitless expedition in 1699 ; and Ellis, in 1746, 
explored Hudson's Bay onder government aaepioes, searching 
for a northwest passage. 

The first inland uzploring expedition under government aus- 
pices seems to have been that of Qovernor Spotswood, of Vir- 
ginia, who in 1734, accompanied by a party of young colonists, 
made an excursion to the summit of the Blue Bidge for the 
purpose of ascertaining what lay beyond. 

Nothing else was done in colonial days, althoogh it would 
appear that Jefferson, and doubtless others as well as he, bad 
la mind the importance of exploring the great northwest. In

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the recently pabUshed life of Matthew Fontaine Maory, the 
story is told of his grandfather, the Bev. James Maory, an 
Bpiscopal clergyman and instractor of yoath, in Walker 
Parish, Albemarie oonuty, Ya., who numbered among his 
pupils three boys who afterward Ijecame Presidents of the 
United States, and five signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He was a quiet thinker — a serene old man who 
gave the week to contemplative thought and to his school, 
and Sunday to the service of the sanctuary. lu 1756 he was 
already dazzled by the rising glory of the new country. He 
was intensely interested in the great I^orthwest. The Mis- 
Bouri was a myth at that time. Oox had ascended the Missis- 
sippi to the falls of St Anthony, and reported the ezistenoe 
of such a stream, but all beyond was shrouded in mystery. 

" Bnt Bee," aaJd the aged clergysaau, pointing with treinbliiig finger and 
eBgerejetotbe map of the North Ameiiuui oontinent — "see, there mnat be 
a Urge river in that direction; monntaina are there, and beyond them there 
sanat be a atream to oorreBpond with ttie vast river on this aide of th« 
chain"; andliya prooeea of raaaoning baaed on physical geography, he 
pointed ont to hia pupils (Thomaa Jefferaon among them), the esiatenoeor 
the line of the river as acoorately aa Le Terrier did the place of Neptune 
in the Brmament, and predicted that a great highway to the West would 
some day be opened in this diTBotion. * 

It wonld appear that Jeffersoa never forgot the suggestion 
of bis venerable teacher. While Minister of the United States 
in Paris in 1786, he became acquainted with John Ledyard, of 
Connectiout, a man of genius, of some science, and of fearless 
courage and enterprise, who had accompanieij Uaptain Oook 
on his voyage to the Pacific. " I suggested to him," writes 
Jefferson, " the enterprise of exploring the western part of oar 
eontiuent bypassing through St-Petersburgto Eamtchatka, 
and procuring a passage thence in some of the Unssian veaaela 
to Kootka Sound, whence be might make his way across 
the continent to the United States. He proceeded to within 
200 miles of Kamchatka, and was there obliged to take 
np his winter quarters, and when preparing in the spring 
to resume his journey, he was arrested by an offlcei* of the 
Empress of Russia, and carried back in a close carriage to 
Poland. *' Thus," says Jefferson, " failed the first attempt to 
explore the western part of our northern continent.''

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In a letter to Bishop Madison, dated Patis, Jaly 19, 1738, 
Jefferson tells the story of Ledyard's fJailure, and of his de- 
parture on an expedition ap the Kile. " He promiaes me," 
continues Jefferson, '■ if he eseapes through his jonraey, be 
will go to Kentucky and endeavor to penetrate westerly to the 
8oath Sea." Ledyard died in A&ica. 

The proposed expedition of Ledyard, though undertaken at 
the instance of the Americau Minister in Paris, can scarcely be 
regarded as a governmental effort. It is of interest, however, 
as leading up to the second attempt, which also was inspired 
and placed on foot by Jefferson. 

"In 1792," writes Jefferson, "I proposed to the American 
PhUosophioal Society, that we should set on foot a subscrip- 
tion to engage some competent person to explore those regions 
in the opiKwite direction, that is by ascending the Missonri, 
crossing the Stony Mountains, and descending the nearest river 
to the Pacific* 

" Captain Meriwether Lewis being then stationed at Char- 
lottesville on the recruiting service, warmly solicited me to ob- 
tain for him the execution of that object. I told him that it 
was proposed tiiat the person engaged should be attended by 
a single companion only, to avoid exciting alarm among the 
Indians. This did not deter him ; but Mr. Andr4 Michauz, a 
professed botanist, author of the ' Flora Boreali-Americana,' 
and of the * Histoire des ChSnes de I'Am^rique,* offering his 
services, they were accepted. He received his instructions, and 
when he had reached Kentucky in the prosecution of his jour- 
ney, he was overtaken by an order from the Minister of France, 
then at Philadelphia, to relinquish the expedition, and to pur- 
sue elsewhere the botanical inquiries on which he was employed 
by the government, and thos failed the second attempt to ex- 
plore that region," t

I think it is anffloiently evident from what has been written, that the 
piDJeet had been considered by Jeffenon loujt before Michanx came into 
America.

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It Is related by Jefferson, in his " memoranda of ooDverBa- 
tions," that Judge Brecfcenridge, of Keotacky, told bim in 
1800, that Micbaox was not only a botanical agent of the 
French, but a political emissary, and that he held a commission 

Journal of Andre Uichanz, pnbliahed in tLe " Pn>oe»diDgB of the Ameriiuui 
Philosophical Sooietjr," vol. xxvi, No. 129, pftge 4 ; '' The French Govern- 
ment WM anxiona in 1785 to introdnce into the Boyal pUntationH the most 
valoable trees of eaertom North Amerioa, and Hiohanx was eeleoted for thia 
nndertakiDK. He was inatraoted to explore the territory of the United 
States, to gather aeeds of trees, shmbs, and other plante, and to establish a 
uaraery near Sew York for their reoeption, and afCernards to send them to 
France, where the; were to be planted in the park of Eambonlllet, He waa 
diieoted also to send game-biids from America, with a view to their intn>- 
dnotion into the plantations of Amerioaatreea.

He foand Charleston a more saitable place for his nntseries, and made that 
city his headqnarters during the rest of his stay in America. 

" Michaux's Joaraeys in this country after his establishment in Charleston 
are detailed in thejonmal (printed in the place already referred to). Thay 
oovei the territory of North America from Hndaon's Bay to the Indian 
Bivet of Florida, and from the Bahama Islands to the banks of the MitalH- 
Bippi Biver, His ambition to carry oat his instmetions wss eqnaled only 
by bis conraga and indnatry. The history of botanical exploraUons 
aeoorda no greater display of fbrtitade and entbasiasm in paranit of knowl- 
edge than Michaux showed in his Jonmey to the headwaters of the Savan- 
nah Biverin Deoember, 1788, when his zeal was rewarded by the discovery 
of Skortia on the return from his visit to Hudson's Bay. The hardship of 
his last Journey even did not satisfy his craving for adventure and disoov 
ery, and shortly after his retnm he laid before the Amerioan Fhilosophloal 
Society a pmposii^ion to explore the unknown region which lay beyond the 
Missouri. His proposition was well received. The sum of $5,000 was 
raised by subscription to meet the expenses of the jonniey, all arrangemeala 
were made, and he was about ready to start when he was called upon by 
the Minister of the French Bepablic, lately arrived in New York, to pro- 
ceed to Kentucky to execnte some business growing out of the relations 
between France and Bpain with regard to the transfer of Lonisiaaa." 

" It was this suggestion of Miohanz, no doubt," says Sargent in oonclnd- 
ing this referenoe, " which led Mr. Jefferson, who had regarded him with 
great favor, to send a few years later the first trans-continental expedition 
to the shores of the Pacific." Professor Sargent, like Dr. Gray, has evi- 
dently not been In po o se a sion of the history of Je^rson's early interest in 
this matter. 
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as oommissary for an expedition against the Spaniards, planned 
by Oenet, in connection with a plot to gain poBsesaion of the 
eastern Hisaissippi Valley for France.* 

" la 1803," oontinaes Je&erson, " the act of establishing trad- 
ing hoases with the Indian tribes being abont to expire, some 
modiflcationa of it were recommended to Congress by a confl- 
draitial message of January 18, and an extension of its views to 
Hie Indians on the Uissoari. In order to prepare the way, the 
message proposed sending an exploring party to trace the Mis- 
sonri to its source, to cross the highlands, and follow the best 
water commonioation which offered itself from thence to the 
Paciflo Ocean. Oongresa approved the proposition and voted 
a sum of money for carrying it into exeoation. Captain Lewis, 
who had then been near two years with me as private secretary, 
immediately renewed his solioitation to have the direction of 
the party," 

In his life of Lewis, prefixed to the history of the expedition, 
Jefferson gives in full an aoooant of Lewis's preparation for 
the expedition, including bis instruction in astronomical obser- 
vation by Andrew Ellicott, and also a full text of the iustruc- 
tioDS, signed by him, addressed to Lewis and his associate, 
Gapt. William Clarke. Captain Lewis left Washington on 
the 5tfa of July, 1803, and proceeded to Pittsburgh. Delays of 
preparation, difSculties of navigation down the Ohio, and other 
obstructions retarded his arrival at Cahohi until the season 
was so far advanced that he was obliged to wait until the ice 
should break up in the beginuingof spring. His mission accom- 
plished, he returned to St. Loais on the 23d of September, 1806. 

" Kever," says Jefferson, " did a similar event excite more 
joy through the Fnited States. The hnmblest of its citizens 
bad tafeeu a lively interest in the issue of the journey, and 
looked forward with impatience for the information it would 
fbrnlsh. The anxiety, too, for the safety of the corps bad been 
kept in a state of excitement by Ingnbrioua rumors circulated 
ftom time to time on uncertain authorities, and uncontradicted 
by letters or other direct Information, fh>m the time they had 
left the Mandau towns on their ascent up the river, in April of 
the preceding year, J806, untU their actual return to St. Lonis." 

Tbe second expedition towards the West was also sent ont 
during Jefferson's administration, being that under the com-

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maod of Oea«ra) Zebnlon M. Pike, vho was seat to explore 
the sources of the Mississippi Biver and the western ports of 
"Louisiana," conttnaiag as far west as Pike's Peak, the uame 
of wliich still remaias as a memorial of this enterprise.* 

The expedition of Lewis and Olarke was followed, in dne 
coarse and in rapid succession, by others, some geof^aphical, 
some geological, some for special reseaiobes, and some more 
comprehensive in character. 

To those who are in the least degree &miliar with the his- 
tory of American exploration, the names of Long, Oaas and 
Scboolta^t, Bonnerille, XicoUet, Fremont, Sitgreaves, Wizli- 
zeuns, Foster and Whitney, Owen, Stansbnry, Abert, Marcy, 
Stevens, Gunnison, Beckwith, Whipple, Williamson, Parke, 
Pope, Emory, Bartlett, Bryan, Magraw, Johnston, Campbell, 
Warren, Twining, Ives, Beale, Simpson, Lander, McGlellan, 
Mnllan, Baynolds, Heap, Jones, Buffaer, Ludlow, Maguire, 
Macomb, and Stone will bring up the memory of much advent- 
urous exploration and a vast amount of good scientiflo work; 
while to mention Hayden, Wheeler, Cing, and Powell ia to 
leave the field of history and to call up the early stages of tJie 
development of that magnificent organization, the United 
States Geological Sorvey, which is still in the beginning of its 
career of nsefnlness.t 

The history of the Coast Survey began with the earliest 
years of the century. It has been thought by some that the 
idea originated with Albert Gallatin, and by others that it 
was due to Prof. Bobert Patteraon,^ while Hassler, whose

name is ao intimately associated with its early history, seems 
to have BiipiKtsed that it was saggested by his own adTetit, in 
1805, bringing with him from Switzerland a collection of math> 
ematical books and instramente.* 

Passing by the question as to who was the originator of the 
idea, with the simple remark that it ia doabtful whether snch 
an enterprise sbonld not have for long years been in the minds 
of many Americans, it may be said that, without donbt, the 
early organization of the survey was dae to the scientiflo wisdoiu 
and political foresight of Jefferson, who realized that within a 
few years the country would be involved in a war with Great 
Britain, and that a thorough knowledge of the coast was essen- 
tial not only to the prosperity of the nation in time of peace, bat 
still more to its safety in case of invasion. At that time the 
only charts available for our mariners were those in " The At> 
lantio Keptnne " of Colonel Des Barres, and the old hydro- 
graphic charts issued by the Dutch, French, and English gov- 
ernments. JeGferson realized that American seamen were less

familiar with many portions of their own coast than were the 
Europeaa navigators, and be appreciated fally the importaoce 
of having a knowledge of this kind far more accurate than that 
which was possessed by any foreigner. " With the clear and 
bold perception which always distingniahes men of genius 
when they are trasted in times of danger with the destiny of 
nations, the President recommended the sorvey of the home 
coast with all the aid of the more recent discoveries in science; " 
and in his annaal message to Congress, in the year 1807, pro- 
posed the eetabliehment of a national snrvey, for the purpose 
of making a complete chart of the coast with the adjacent shoals 
and soundings. 

In response to this recommendation. Congress made an ap- 
propriation of 950,000 for the purpose of carrying ont the pro- 
vision of the following law : 

AX ACT TO PSOTIDB FOK SCRVKTINa THE COAST OF THE UNITED STATSS. 

Be it mooM, eta., Tbat the Pneldent of tbe tTulted Stfttoa abM b«, and 
he ia hereby, anthorized and reqaeBt«d to oaoBO a anrvB; tobetaken of tha 
coast of tbe TJnited State*, in which shall be designated the ialande Mid 
ahoala, m the roads or piftoea of anchorage, within 20 leagues of any put 
of tbe ehores of the United Btutes ; and aUo their reepeotlve oootms hai 
distances between the priaeipal cKp«s, or bead lands, together with 
each other matters as he m»y deem proper for completing an aeonrate chan 
of ever; part of the coast wiihin the extent aforesaid. (Act of Febmarj 
10, 1807.) 

By the direction of the President, Albert Galladn, Secretary 
of the Treasury, addressed a circalar letter to American men 
of science, requesting their opinion as to the character of the 
plan to be adopted. 

Id the cironlsF of the Secretary of the Treasury, the work to 
be performed was defined as consisting of three distinct parts, 
as follows: 

(1) Tbe ascertainment by a series of astronomical obserratlone of the 
position of a few remarkable points on the coast, and some of the light- 
honses placed on the pHnoipal capes, ot at the entrance of tbe pcinoipal 
harbors, appear to be the most eligible places for that purpose as being 
objeots partieolarly interesting to narigatois, visible at a great distance, 
and generally ereoted on spotsonwbiobsimilaiballdings will be continued 
so long as navigation exists. 

(S) A trigonometrlnal survey of tbe coast between these points of which the 
position shall have been aatronomloally asoertained; in the exeontion of 
which survey, the position of every distinguishable permanent ot^ect should 
be cuvflilly dedgnated ; and temporary beacons be ereoted at proper dia- 
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tsneea on tboM parte of the ooaat on whioh snoh objeota are raaUr to be 

(3) A. nantioal Barrej of the shoaU and Boandings of the ooast of which 
the trijp>notiietrlaal enrvey of the coaal itself and the aaoerUined poaitioD of 
the light-hoooes, and other diatingaiahable objsotii, would be the ba^s; and 
whiob would therofore depend bnt little on any satronomloal obaerra- 
tiona made on board the veaseU employed on the part of the work. 

This cinsalar letter wassubmitted to thirteen soieutiflc men,aad 
Id reeponae thirteea plana were received at the Treaaar; De- 
partment. A oommissiOQ, oompoaed of the experts from whom 
answers had been received, was fonned. They met at Profes- 
sor Patterson's, is Philadelphia, and the plan which the; finally 
selected was then proposed by Ferdinand Bodolph Hassler, at 
that time, and for several years thereafter, Professor iu the 
Military Academy at West Point. 

Nothing was done to seoare definitely the ezecntion of this 
plan until 1811, when Hassler was sent to Europe to procure 
the necessaiy instrnments and standards of measure for the 
proposed work. He was detained as an alien in Loudon dur- 
ing the entire war with England, and until 1816, when he re- 
turned to the United States, having, as a matter of course, far 
exceeded the limits of his appropriation, with a large claim 
against the government for indemnification.* 

I have been nnable to ascertain the exact date of the appoint- 
meot of Hassler, as the Saperintendent of the Coast Survey, 
although it was thoroughly anderstood at the time of the 
acceptance of his plan in 1807, that it was to be carried out 
auder bis direction. 

It was not until August, 1816, that the contract was signed 
with the Government which authorized Hassler to proceed with

Tb» tiroulan elicited by Haaalei's plan aie printed In the Tianeaotions of 
the American Philoeophinl Sooiety for 1819, toL n. 
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his work. In 1817 a begiuniag was made in the bay uid har- 
bor of Kew York, bat OoagroBS failed to provide for its con- 
tiDoaDce, and it was soon suspended, and ia 1818, before the 
saperintendent had the opportaoitj to publish a report npon 
the resolts of his last year's labor, Congreee, on the plea '* that 
the little progress hitherto made in the work had caused gen- 
«ral dissatisfaetioD," ordered its discontiauance by repealing 
the law nnder which the superintendent had been appointed, 
and providing that no one shoald be employed in the survey of 
the coast except ofKcera of the Army and Navy. This was prac- 
tically a discontinuance of the work, because there was no one 
in America bat Hassler who was capable of directing it. 

Immediately after being thaa legislated oat of otBce, he was 
appointed one of the astronomers to represent the United Statee 
in the settlement of the Oaoadian boaudary. 

From 1819 to 1832, attempts were made at varioos times by 
the Navy Department to survey several portions of the coast. 
A few detached surveys were made, bat no general systematic 
work was attempted, and the resott was not on the whole 
creditable. In 1828 the Hon. S. L. Southard of New Jersey, 
at that time Secretary of the Navy, in response to resolations 
of inqniry from the House of Bepresentattves, admitted titat 
the charts produced by the Navy were anreliable and onneo- 
essarily expensive, and declaring also that the plan which had 
been employed was desultory and unproductive, recommended 
that the provisions of the law of 1807 shoald be resumed. 

In 1832, CoDgiess passed an act reorganizing the sorveysoD 
the old plan. 



AN ACT TO CABBT IHTO EFFECT THE ACT TO PROVIDE TOB A. 8UUVXT OV 
THE COAST OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Bt tl tHoettd, »te., that (or carrying into effect the act entitled, "An 
«ot to provide for inrveying the coast of the Uuited States," approved on 
tb« tenth day of Febcnary, eigbteea btiDdred and eeven, there shall be, and 
hereby is, appropriated a aam Dot exoeediog twenty thousand dollars, to 
1>e paid ODt of any money in the Treasnry not othemiae appropriated ; and 
the said act is hereby revised, and shall be to provide for the snrrey of the 
coast of Florida, in the same manner as if the same had been named direct. 

Sec. 3. That the Fiesldent of the United States be, and he is hereby, »n- 
thorized, in and about the ezecntlon of the said act, to ase all mape, charts, 
instruments, and apparatus which now, or beieafler may, belong to the 
United States, and employ all persons of the land and naval service of the 
United States, snoh as aatronomera, and other persons as he shall think 
propel. 
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Haasler waa now again appointed Buperinteadent of tbe 
Ooast Surrey, and held his position nntil his death in 1843, the 
work for a fihort time, at first, being assigned to the Treaaory 
Department, and in 1834 transferred to the Navy Department, 
and in 1836 again re-transferred to the Treasury, where it has 
since remained, its status being finally definitely settled by act 
of Congress passed in 1843, shortly before the appointment of 
Alexander Dallas Bache, as the anocessor of the first superio- 
tendent of the survey. 

At the time of nasaleT*s death the sorvey had been extended 
&om New York, where it was began, eastward to Point Jadith, 
and sonthward to Gape Henlopeu. 

It should be mentioned that in 1825, daring the period of 
the snspensioD of activity, Hassler presented to the American 
Philosophical Society a memoir on tbe subject of the survey, 
vhichcontained afall account of the plan, which hebad adopted, 
a description of his instruments, and a history of what had 
been accomplished np to 1817. "This memoir," wrote Pro- 
fessor Henry in 1845, " was received with much &vor by com- 
petent judges abroad, and the commendation bestowed upon it 
was of no little importance in tbe wakening of sentiments of 
national pride, which had oousiderable influence in assisting 
the passage of the act authorizing the renewal of the survey 
in 1832." 

With the appointment of Baohe as snperintendent in 1843, 
the survey entered upon a new period of prosperity, the dis- 
cussion of which is not wittiin the province of this paper, and 
it seems appropriate to close this notice of the origin and early 
history of the organization by quoting from the first report of 
his successor an estimate of the value of Hassler's services. 

« The Coast Survey," wrote Baohe, " owes its present form 
and perhaps its existence to the zeal and scientific activity of 
the late snperintendent, who devoted the energy of his life to 
it ; and who, but for its interruption at a i>eriod when he was 
in the prime of manhood, and its snspenaion for nearly fifteen 
years, might have seen its completion. The difficult task of 
creating resources of practical science for carrying on such a 
work upon a suitable scale, required no common zeal and per- 
severanoe forits accomplishment, especially at a time when our 
countt? was &r from having attained its present position of 
scientific acquirement, and when public opinion was hardly 
sufficiently enlightened to see the full advantage of clearness 
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in execntiDg the work. For his HocoesBfal strui^gle against 
great difflcnitiea his adopted conntry will do honor to his 
memory as pioneer of a osefnl natiooal ondertakiDg.*" 

The history of the Ooast Sarrey nnder the saccessive saper- 
tehdentflhipa of Bache [1843-1867], Peiree [1867-1874], Pat- 
teraon [1874-1881], and Hilgard [1881-1887], would mate a 
Tolnme la itself. Under ita present director, Professor Men- 
denhall, it is growing into renewed vigor and efficiency. 

The Coast Snrvey was the last of the great scioDtific enter- 
prises begun in Jefferaon's admiuiatration. If the " Sage of 
Monttcello " were now living, what delight he would feel in the 
manifold scientific activities of the nation. The enlightened 
policy of onr Qovemment in regard to scientific and educational 
institutions, is doubtless to a considerable degree due to his 
abiding infinence. 

■* Kowheie in all the long coarse of Mr. Jefferson's great 
career,'' writes Henry Adams, "did he appear to better ad- 
vantage than when, in bis message of 1806, be held out to the 
country and the world that view of his ultimate bopee and 
aspirations for national development, which was, as be then 
trusted, to be his last bequest to mankind. Having now 
reached tbe moment when he must fonD,ally announce to Con- 
gross that the great end of relieving tbe nation &om debt was 
at length within reach, and with it the duty of establishing 
true repnblican government was fulfilled, be paused to ask 
what use was to be made of the splendid future thus displayed 
before them. Should they do away with the taxes t Should 
they apply them to the buildiog up of armies and navies f 
Both relief fix)m taxation and the means of defense might be 
sufficiently obtained without exhausting their resources, and 
stilt the great interests of humanity might be secured. These 
great interests were economical and moral ; to supply the one, 
a system of internal improvement should be created commen- 
surate with the magnitude of tbe country ; ' by these opera- 
tions new channels of commnnicatlon will be opened between 
the States, the lines of separation will disappear, their interests 
will be identified, and their union cemented by new and indis- 
soluble ties.' To provide for the other, the higher education 
should be placed among the objects of public care; 'a pnblio 
institution can alone supply those Bcieoces which, though

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rarely called for, are yet necessary to complete the circle, all 
the parts of wbioh contribute to the improTement of the coan- 
tty and some of them to its preservation.* A national nni- 
veisity and a national system of internal improvement were 
an essential part, and indeed the realization and fniit of the 
repablican theories which Mr. Je£Ferson and his associates pat 
in practice as tbeir idea] of government.'' * 

Madison's administration, which began in 1809, thoagh 
Mendly to science, was not characterized by any remarkable 
advances (except that the Ooast Survey was actually organ- 
ized for work under Hassler, after his return &om Enrope in 
1816). Thewarof 1812andtheanaettled state of public afEurs 
were not propitious to the growth of learned institutions. 

Monroe became cl4ef magistrate in 1817. He, like Madison, 
was a Mend and follower of Jefferson, and in the atmosphere 
of national prosperity scieutiflo work began to prosx>er, and 
there was a great accessioD of popalar interest, and State geo- 
logical surveys began to come into existence. Schoolcraft and 
Long led government expeditions into the West; the American 
Geological Society and the Amerioau Journal of Science were 
founded. 

The city of Washington began to have intellectual iuterests, 
and public-spirited men organized the Cktlombiau Inatitnte and 
the Colambian University. 

Monroe was not actoally acquunted with scienoe, but was

opened to alL For it appeared to me impossible to preserve onr demovratio 
institutions and the rigbt of nniversal savage* nnleu we ooald raise the 
standard of general ednoation and the mind of the laboring clasBes nearer 
to a level with those bom nnder favorable alronniBtances. I beoameaocord- 
ingly the president of tbe oonncil of a new nniversity, originally estab- 
lished on tbe most liberal principles. But flnding that the object was no 
loDger the same, and that their ohjeet, thoagh landablD, was special and 
qnite distinct from mine, I resigned at the end of one year rather than to 
straggle, probably in vain, for what was neai nnattaloable." — Op. off., p.

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in hearty sympathy with it. When he yisited New York, in 
1817, he Tisited the New York Inatitntion, and was received as 
an honorary member of the Literary and Philosophical Society, 
and in hia reply to the address of OoTemor Clinton, its presi- 
dent, he remarked that " the honor, glory, and prosperity of 
the coantry were intimately connected with its literature and 
science, and that the promotion of knowledge would always be 
an object of bis attention and solicitnde." 

The most important new enterprise was in the direction of 
organizing a national meteorological service. 

The first move was made by Josiah Meigs, who was in 1814 
appointed Oommiaaioner of the General Land Office. With 
the exception of Franklin,* he was perhaps the earliest scien- 
tiflc meteorologist in America, having, ^ while living in the 
Bermndas from 1789 to 1794, made a series of obswvations 
which he commmticated to the Boyal Society.! 

In 1817, or before he began to advocate Oongressional action 
for the establishment of meteorological registers in connection 
with the Laud Office, writing to Dr. Daniel Drake in 1817, he 
said: 

If m; plan be adopted, and the registers be fomiataed with the reqnitnte 
instrameuts fbr temperature, preaaan, rain, wind, etc., * * * we 
may, in the eootse of a year, know more than we shall be able to know oa 
any other plan. (Page 82.) 

Without aome ayatem of this kind onr oonntry may be oocnpied for ages, 
and we the people of the United States be aa ignorant on this subject oa 
the Sickapoot now ue, who have occupied It for ages paat. (.Page B3.) 

In 1817 lie also issued a circular to the registrars of the 
Land Offices of the several Stat«B, calling upon them to take 
regularly certain observations and make monthly official re- 
ports npon all meteorological phenomena. 

In 1819 a co-operative movement was begun under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Joseph Lovell, Sorgeon-Oeneral of the Army, in 
connection with the medical officers at the principal military 
posts, by whom reports were made at the end of each month 
npon the temperatnre, pressure, and moisture of tiie air, the

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amoant of rain, the direction and force of the wind, the ap- 
pearance of the sky, and other phenomena. 

The Land Office circniar was a remarkable one, and led to 
the extensive system of Patent Office observations, the resnlts 
of which, published in connection with those of the War De- 
partment and the Smithsonian in 1869, formed the foundation 
of scientific meteorolo^ in the United States. 

In 1839 a most admirable paper by the French geologist, 
I. N. liTicollet, an "Essay on Meteorological Observations," 
was published under the direction of the Bnrean of Topo- 
graphical Engineering. Some years later the lake system of 
meteorological observations was established by the Engineer 
Department, ander the direction of Oapt. (afterwards Qeneral) 
George O. Meade. This included a line of stations extending 
from tbe western part of Lake Saperior to the eastern part of 
Liakd Ontario. 

Id 1835 a system of observations had been established ander 
the direction of the Board of Begents of the University of 
tbe State of New York, the points of observation being at the 
academies of the State, and in 1837 the legislatnre of Penn- 
sylvania made an appropriation of (4,000 for instruments for 
nse in meteorological observations, which werecontinaed until 
about 1847. Those of New York were kept up until 1866 or 
later. 

In the meantime, the idea of the pre-annonncement of storms 
by telegraph was snggested in 1847 by W. C Redfleld, the dis- 
coverer of the law of storms, while Lienteoant Manry from 
1851 onward, and especially at the International Meteorologi- 
cal Conference (held at his instance in Belgium in 1853) was 
promoting the establishment of a system of agricnltural 
meteorology for farmers, and of daily weather reports by 
telegraph.* 

In Febrnary, 1855, Leverrier obtained the sanction of the 
Bmperor of France for the creation of an extensive organiza- 
tion for the purpose of distributing weather intelligence, 
though it was not till 1860 that he felt justified in making his 
work international, t In 1861 and in 1862 a similar organiza- 
tion was begun in England, under Admiral Fitzroy, which 
was extended a little later to India,

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In the meantime all the esaeotial featnres for the prediction 
of meteorological pheDomena were in ezlfitence in the Smith- 
sonian Institation as early as 1866, havinfi; grown ap as the 
resalt of an extensive serieii of tabalations of observations 
recorded by volnnteer observers in all parte of the country. 

The followiDg historical notes on weather telegraphy, pre- 
pared by Professor Ulevelaod Abbe in 1871,* give a sammary 
of the progress of this work : 

However freqaectly the idea may have been snggeated of utilizing oox 
knowledge by the employment of the eleotiio telegraph, it is to ProteMor 
Henry and his awlBtanta in the BmithBonian Institution that the credit is 
dae of having first autaally reoliEed this snggasttOQ. 

The praotioal ntitization of the resalts of soientifio study is well known 
to have been in general greatly ftiTthered by the labors of this noble inett- 
tatiou, and from the very beginning Professor Heni<r lias snooeeefnlly 
advooated the leosibilLty of telegraphie stonu warnings. The agitation of 
this aabject in the United States daring the years 1830-*^ may be safely 
presnmed to have stimulated the subaequent action of the European meteor- 
ologists. It will be interesting to trace the gradual lealizfttion of the 
earlier snggestlons of Bedfleld and Loomis In the following extracts from 
the annual Smithsonian reports of the respective years : 

1&17. "The extended lines of telegraph will fDrnish a ready means of 
warning the more northern and eastern observers to be on the watob for 
the first appearance of an advauoing storm." 

1B48. "As a part of the system of meteorology, it ii proposed to employ, 
as far as oar funds will permit, the magnetic telegraph la the iarestigatiou 
of atmospherical phenomena. • ■ ■ Xhe advantage to agricnltnre and 
commerce to be derived from a knowledge of the approach of a storm by 
means of the telegraph has been frequently referred to of late in the pabllo 
joDinals ; and this we think is a subject deserving the attention of the 
Government." 

1849, "Soecessfal applications have been made to the presidents of a 
number of telegraph lines lo allow nsat a certain periudofthoday thensa 
«f the wires for the transmission of meteorological intelligence * * * As 
soon OS they [certain Instructions, etc.] are completed, the transmission of 
observations will oommence." (It was contemplated to oonstitnte the t«l- 
«graph operators the observers.) 

IS50. " This map [an outline wall-map] is intended to be nsed for pre- 
senting the aucoessive phases of the sky over the whole country at diSsrent 
points of time, as far as reported." 

1851. " Since the date of the last report the system partionlarly intended 
to investigate the nature of American storms immediately nnder the cai« 
of the Institation, has been continued and improved." 

The system of weather reports thae inaugurated eontinned in regnlor 
operation until 1(361, when the disturbed condition of the country rendered 
Impoesibls its farther oontinnance. Meanwhile, however, the itody of

1857, " We u« indebted to the National Telegraph Lice for a Mriee of 
obaervBtione troa New Orlevoe to New York and aa Car westward aa Cm- 
oinnati, whiah have been published in the Evening Star, of this oity. 

" We hope in the oonrHs of another year to make snoh an arrangement 
with the telegraph liues aa to be able to give wsmioga on the eastern oout 
of fhe approach of stonos, since the investigatioDS which have been made 
at the InetitntioQ fnily indicate the faot that as a general mle the storms of 
OUT latitude pQrsne a definite course." 

It wonld seem, therefore, that nothing bnt the distntbanoes of the late 
war pievented odt having bad, ten years agoj a valuable system of piac- 
tioal storm warnings. Even before peace had been proclaimed, Profeeaor 
Henry sought to revive the systematic dally weather reports, and in August, 
1864, at the meeting of the North Ameiioan Telegraph Assooiatlon (see 
their pnhlished report of piooeeding), apaper was pretested by Protbssor 
Baird, on behalf of the Smitbooniaa Institntion, requesting the privilege 
of the nse of the telegraph lines, and more especially in order to enable 
Professor Henry " to resume and extend the weather bulletin, and to give 
warning of important atmospherio changes to our seaboaid." In response 
to this oonimunioBtion, it was resolved, "Thai this association reoom- 
mend — to jMssfree of chaEg«— brief meteorologioal reports ft>r the use and 
benefit of the Institntion." 

On the eommnuloation of this geoerons rasponse preparations were at 
once made for the laboriona undertaklDg, and the inangnratlon of the 
enterprise was fixed for the year 1866. In Jannary of that year, however, 
ooonttedthe disastrous fire which eoeerionsly embarrassed the labors of the 
fimithsoDian iDStitntion for several following years. It became necessary 
to indefinitely postpone this ineteorological work, which, indeed, had 
through its whole history been carried on with moet limited floanoial 
means, and was qnlte depeudent upon the liberal co-operation of the dif- 
ferent telegraph companies. 

It will thus be seen that without material aid tma the Qovemment, hut 
-through the enlightened policy of the telegraph companies, and with the 
asslatance of the mnnifloent beqnait of James Smithson, " for the increase 
and diffusion of knowledge," the Smitheonian Institution, first in the 
world, organized a comprehensive sjstein of telegraphic meteorology, and 
has thns given, first to Europe and Ana, and now to the United States, the 
most beneficent national application of modem science, the storm warnings. 

In the report of tbe SmIthBonian Institntion for 1868 it is 
stated: 

ioi object of mnch interest at the Smithsooiaa building is the iaUj 
•xhibitioD on a large map of the condition of the weather over a oonsider- 
*b1e portion of (he United States. The reports are reeeiTod about 10 
o'clock in the morning, and tbe changes are made on tbe map by temporarily 
attaching to the several etations pieces of card of different colors to note 
the diffhrent conditions of the weather, and the clearness, cloudiness, rain, 
«t mow. This matter is not only of Inteiest to visitors in exUbitisg the 
H. Mia. 170 7 
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kind of wsather which theli Mends ftt a dlitftooe m« exp^rienoing, but is 
kloo of importMioe in detenmnlng at m glance the piotMble ohangeawhieh 
may soon be expected.* 

In a still earlier report Professor Henry said : 

We AM indebted to the NatioiiBl Telegraph Line fbr a seriea of obMrra- 
tions from New Orleans to New York, and m far westward at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, whfoh have been pablished in the Evening Stat, of thlscity. These 
xeports have excited mnch interest, and ooald they be extended fiirther 
north and more generally to the weet, they would furnish important oluer- 
Tations as to the approach of Htorma. We hope in the oonrse of another 
year to make sach an arrangement with the telegraph linesas to he able to 
give warning on the eastern coast ofthe approach ofstorms.sinoe the inves- 
tigations whioh have been made at the Institution fnlly indioate the fact 
that, as a general rale, the storms of our latitude pursue a deAnite nouiee.t 

In 1868, Cleveland Abbe, then director of the Cincinnati Ob- 
servatory, revived tbe Smithsonian idea of meteorological fine- 
casts, and aaggested to the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce 
that Cincinnati should be made the headquarters of meteoro- 
logical observation for the United States, " for the purpose of 
ooliecting and comparing telegraphic weather reports from all 
parts of the land and making dedactions therefrom." Hia pro- 
posals were favorably received, and he began, September 1, 
18li9, to issne the " Weather Bulletin of the Cincinnati Observa- 
tory," whioh he continued until, in January, 1871, he was sum- 
moned to Washington to assist In organizing t'he national 
meteorological service, with which be has ever since been iden- 
tified. 

The Smithsonian meteorological system continued its fhno- 
tions until it was finally consigned to the custody of the Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army. Like all the efforts of this Institu- 
tion, this work was in the direction of supplementing and 
' harmonizing the work of all others, and attention was espe- 
cially devoted to preparing and distributing blank forms in 
this direction, calculating and publishing extensive papers for 
systematizing observations, introducing standard instruments, 
collecting all public documents, printed matter, and manu- 
script records bearing on the meteorology of the American 
Gontineut, submitting these materials for scientific discussion, 
and publishing their results. Tbe Smithsonian work was, dnr-

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ing its whole eziatence, onder the immediate persoaal directioii 
of Professor Henry, asaiated by Profeasor Arnold Gayot, who« 
in 1860, prepared and published an exhaastire series of direo- 
tiona for meteorological observatioDs, intended for the first 
class observers co-operating vith the Smithsonian Institation. 

The seeds planted by the army in 1819 began to bear perfect 
ftnit fifty years later, when by act of Congress, in 1670, the 
Secretary of War was authorized to carry into effect a scheme 
for " giving notice by telegraph and signals of the approach 
and force of storms," and the organization of a meteorological 
bureau adeqnate to the investigation of American storms, and 
their pre-aonoancement along the northern lakes and the sea- 
coast was, under the anspices of the War Department, trosted 
to the Ohief Signal Officer of the Army, Brig.-Gen. Albert 
J. Myer, and a division, created in his office, was designated 
as the " Division of Telegrams and Beports for the Benefit of 
Commerce." 

By a snbseqaent act of Congress, approved June 10, 1872, 
the Signal Service was charged with the duty of providing 
such stations, signals, and reports as might be fonnd neces- 
sary for extending itfi research in the interest of agrioaItar& 
In 1873, the work of the bareau of the division having been 
eminently snccessfnl, and its snocesses having been recognized 
abroad as well as in this coantry, Congress, by a farther act, 
authorized the establishment of signal-service stations at the 
light-honses and life-saving stations on the lake sea-coaats, 
and made provision for connecting them with telegraph lines 
or cables, "to be conatmcted, maintained, and worked nnder 
the direction of a chief signal officer of t^e Army, or the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Treasury," and in this 
year also was began the pablication of a monthly Weather Be- 
view, sammarizing in a popular way all its data showing the 
result of its investigations, as well as presenting these in 
graphic weather charts. 

In 1874 the entire system of Smithsonian weather observa- 
tion in all parts of the United States was transferred by Pro- 
fessor Henry to the Signal Service. A few months previously, 
at the proposal of the Chief Signal Officer, in the International 
Congress of Meteorologists convened at Vienna, the system of 
world-wide co-operative simultaneous weather observations, 
since then so extensively developed, was inangnrated, and be- 
gan to coutribnte its data to the signal-office records. It is un- 
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necessary to trace fortber the bistAiy of the begiusing of the 
meteorological work of the Signal Service, bat I doabt not 
that every one at all familiar with its aabaeqnent histoiy. 
ander the leadership of Generals Hazen and Oreely, vill agree 
with the opinion of Judge Daly, the president of the American 
Geographical Society, when he said that "nothing in the nature 
of scientific investigation by tiie B'atlonal Government baa 
proved so acceptable to the people, or has been so prodactive 
in so short a time of each important resalts, as the establish- 
ment of the Signal-Service Boreaa."* 

The sixth President, John Quincy Adams, a man of cnltore 
broad and deep, fonnd the presidency of the American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences so noogenial to his tastes and sym- 
pathies that he did not hesitate to say that he prized it more 
highly than the chief magistritoy of the nation. He considered 
bis most important achievement to be the "Report on Weights 
and Measures," prepared for Congress in 1818, and was justly 
prond of it, for it was a very admirable piece of scientific work^ 
and is still considered the most important treatise on the sab- 
ject ever written; 

John Quinoy Adams revived Washington's national nni- 
versity project, and made battle valiantly for an astronomical 
observatory. 

In his first message to Congress afterward, he said : 

Among the first, perhaps the rery first, iaBtraineiit for the improTement 
of the oondltton of men is knowledge ; And to the soqnisitlon of mnch of 
the knowledge adapted to the wants, the oomforbi, and enJofmeDts of 
hnmon life, pablio iiutitDtionB and semioariM of learning are ewentiaL 
So oonvinoed of this waa the fint of m; predeoeaMira in this office, now 
first in the memory, as living he was first In the hearts, of oaroonntry, that 
onoe and again, in uis addnwBes to the Coogresses with whom he oo-oper- 
ated in the pnblto eerrice, he earnestly reoommeaded the establishiDeut of 
•eminaries of learning, to prepare for all the emergencies of peace and war, 
aNational University and a Military Academy. With respect to the latter, 
had he lived to the present day, in taming his eyes to the institntion at 
West Point, he wonld have eiOoyed the gratification of his meet eamee* 
wishes. Bat in surveying the city which has been honored with his name, 
be wonld have seen the spot of earth which be had destined and beqneathed 
to the use and benefit of his oonntry aa the site for a University, still hare 
and harren. t

Conneoted with the estebliBhrnent of a anivenity, or Mparate from it, 
migbt be midertaken the erection of an aatronomical obsorratory, wltli 
proTiaion for tbe sopport of an aatronomer, to be in oonstaot Attendance of 
ol«err>noe npoD tbe pbenomeua of tbe heavena ; and for the periodical 
pnbUoatioDB of hia observatlona. It is with no feeling of pride, aa an ijnoi- 
ioftn, tb»t tbe remark may be made thai, on the comparatively small terii- 
torial entface of Europe, there are existing upward of one hnndred and 
thirty of theae light-honsea of the ekiee; while tbronghoat the whole 
American hemidphece there is bnt one. If we reflect a moment upon the 
diwoTeries which, in the last fbnr oentories, have been made in the pbyiii- 
oaI oonstitntion of the onivami by the means of these baildinge, and of 
obeervBTg stationed in them, shall we doubt of their nsefnlness to every 
nation f And whUe acaroely a year passed over onr beads withont bring- 
ing some new astronomical discovery to light, which we mast fain receive 
at Second-hand from Enrope, are we not ontting onrselves off from the 
means of relnming light for light, while we have neitber observatory nor 
obeerTer npon onr half of the globe, and tbe earth revo^Tea in pecpetaal 
dwknesB to ooi anseamhing eyee T 

This appeal vaa reooived with ahoate of ridicule ; and the 
[OYtposal "to eBtablish a lighthouse in tbe skies" became a 
common b;-word which has scarcely yet ceased to be familiar. 
So strong was pablic feeling that, in the year 1832, in revtring 

Tiew with hia Cabinet, and tbe discuaaion which followed the reading of 
bis mewoge before it was finally revised for sending to Congress. 

"Mr. Clay wished to have the recommendationsof a Kational University 
• ■ ■ Btmck out • • * The University, Mr. Clay said, was entirely 
hopelcM, and he thought there was something in the oonatitational objec- 
tion to it. * * * I cononrred entirely In the opinion that no projects 
abeolntely improottoable onght to be recommended ; bnt I wonld look to • 
practicability of a longer reign than a simple session of Congreas. General 
Waflhingtoii hod recommended the Military Academy more than ten years 
befbre it was obtained. The plant may oome late, thongh the seed sbonld 
be sown early. And I had not recommended a University. I had referred 
to Waahington'sreoommendationa, and observed they had not been carried 
into elfect." 

8nch opinions aa these of Mr. Clay were evidently very maoh at variance 
vrith those of John Quincy Adams and of his illastriooB father, whose ac- 
tion in the constitntional convention of Haasachnsetts has already been 
referred to, and at variance as well, it wonld seem, with the opinion of the 
early Bepnblicans, as with those of the Federalists. The views of Wash- 
ington and Madison, as well OS those of Jefferson and Barlow, on these snb- 
jeeta have already been referred to. 

Hr. Adams, in commenting npon an addreea delivered by Edward Ever- 
ett before the Columbian Inatitate, January 16, 1830, remarks : 

" I regretted to heat a seeming admission that the powersof giving en- 
oonragement to Uteratore and scienoe were greater at least in State goT' 
a than In that of the 0nioo." Tol. vii., p. 171. 
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aa act for the cootiBuance of the anrrey of the ooaat, Oongrees 
made a proviso, that " nothing in the act shoald be ooaBtriied 
to authorize the constractioD or ntaintenaDoe of a permaoent 
astronomical observatory."* 

Nothiog daoDted, Mr, Adams contiDned the straggle, and 
while a member of the House of Representatives, aft«r his pres- 
idential term bad expired, he batUed for the observatory cou- 
tinoally and forionsly. An oration delivered hy him in Cin- 
cinnati, in 1843, closed with these words : 

Is tbero one ton erereoted to enable the Heen-ayed obmrTer of the hoBTcnlf 
Taalt to watoh from night to night, tbroagb the eiroUag fear, the move- 
meota of the stury heavens and their annambered worlds! Look aronnd 
jroD, look ftom the St. Jobo to the Sabine, look fromthemonthof theNeT- 
craink to themoDthof the Colambia, and yoa will flad not one I or if one, 
not of oui ereotion. 

A oorrespoDdent of the London Athenfenm, writing from 
Boston Id May, 1840, spoke at length of the dearth of observa- 
tories in the United States, and of the efforts of John Qoincy 
Adama to form a national astronomical establishment in con- 
nection with the Smithson beqnest. The letter is of great in- 
terest as showing the state of opinion on scientific matters in 
America jost half a century ago.

One of the prominent anbjeots of diHiuBion among oar savaus is the estab- 
lisbment of observatories of a character saitable to oar standing as a aiv- 
Uized nation, and still more to onr exigencies as a practical, and eapeoially 
Maoommeicialoommaiiity. I verily believe that the yearly damage and 
destroction along oar coast, for waul of the seoarltiea which each institn- 
tions woald supply, oat-balances, beyond comparison, all it would ooet to 
establish and maintain them in every principal city of the land. It is portly 
a sort of eleotioneering economy which leaves things thus, and which ha* 
hitherto refused or neglected to fit ont eiploring expeditions ; to aocumn- 
late national treasares of art and science, and facilities for their proeeen- 
tion ; and generally to pnrsue a eyst«m of " in-breeding and cherishing," 
as Hilton has it, " in a great people, the seeds of virtae and pnblio civil- 
ity ;" excepting always what is done for the diffusion of elementary popn- 
lar education. This edncation, to be anie, and this diffusion of it, we aie 
tanght to regard as uecessarieB In onr moral and social being— the "staff

Their day, 
howerer, will eome ; thongb it cbd not be expected that either a govem- 
ment oi a people bo yoathlnl, »o hurried, »o flnctnating, can reaoh at once 
to the graoea and the "&ir hamanitleB" of the Old World. Bemember 
that tbe "United Stat«a" are only aome half-century old ; and remember 
what we have been obliged to do and to anffer meanwhile, and nnder wbat 
circiunatanceB. Bnt, as I said before, the time Is comiag, If not come, when 
the heart of the nation shall acknowledge what IB the high dnty and deatiny 
of acoDDtrylikelbls; and then, Ineednottellyoa, Bllisaocomplisbed. Cod- 
giees and theQovemmentninHtalwayHrepreflent the general ae wellae the 
political character of the nation. It will l>e refined, scientific, pnblio- 
•pirited, or otherwise, aa are the people. At thia moment, as at all timea, 
the repreeentative and the repreaented, t»ear thla relatioo to each other aa 
intimately aa migbi be expected from the nature of our InstitationB ; and 
taenoe, from the aigna which hare appeared in the legialative bodies, I de- 
rive hope, and feel antborized to say what I have said of the adranoe, 
tbronghoat oar eommanity, of wbat may be called the graoefnl and genial 
ayatem of civilization, aa distinguished from the praotioal and hard. Thia 
snbjeet of observatories is qnite in point. Trne, nothing baa jet been itone, 
bnt then a good deal has been said; and that is mnch : it is, in fact, doing 
mneb, in a case like this. It was sometblng for Congress to bear being told 
wbat they had neglected, and patiently to discuss tbe snbjeot. 

The principal agent in bringing tbe subject forward haa been Ex- Presi- 
dent Adams, who, aa yon may be aware, is still an H. C, at the age of 
between seventy and eighty, and one of tbe balest and hardiest men in that 
body. His spirit is equal to bia iron constitntion. He spares himself no 
labor. So well is thia nnderstood that it baa been of late rather a practice 
to aeleot the old gentleman for apeelal bnrdens ; and there are many matters 
of l^islative action which he really nnderatands better, or kuows better at 
least bow to explore and determine, than any member of tbe Honse. Thus 
tbe observatory boaineas came upon him, at least indirectly ; for, to eome 
extant, be bronght it on bimaelf. Ton are, no doubt, familiar with th* 
the history of the great Smitbaonian l>equast. When that business came 
before Congrese, and eepeoiall; as it waa not a party one, all eyes were 
tamed on Ur. Adams, and he was appointed chairman of the committee. 
Intbiaoapaoitybe has made sundry reports: the last and ablest reviews the 
whole anbjeot. In this helaboratoabow what general appropriation ongbt ' 
to bemade of the fund— for that is not yet determined — and then to enstain a 
special recommendation, which Is, to devote the income for abont ten years 
toanobservatoiy, to be founded on national land, at Washington, "adapted 
to the most efTeotive and continual observations of the phenomena of the 
heavens, and to be provided with tbe neoeaaary, best, and most perfect In* 
straments and books for the periodical pnblioation of the said observations, 
and for the annnal composition and publication of a Nautical Almanac." 
The details of tbe plan may be omitted. Many, however, of tbe statistloa 
connected with tberii, are new to as here, and of interast, inclnding a re- 
port on tbe British establishments, fomiebed, on request, by the Astrono- 
mer Airy. To a greater extent these may t>e familiar to Engliah readers. 
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but perhftps not wholl; «o. I hope they do not know, few «XMnp1e, bow 
maob we deaeire, m <winp»red with other nfttiooa, the cAoatie itriotnrea 
U)d leotans of Hr. Aduna, who reftlljr giToa ne no qnarter, being roBolved 
not to spoil tbe child bj sparing the lod, bnt rather to proToke ns to find 
a remedy for the evils he deseribea. Yon yonraelf adverted, not long since, 
to the state of things among oh, bnt only in general terms. The Ekots are 
tbese: The; hare a smftll obBcrvatory in prooew of erection at Tasoalooaa, 
Ala., for the nse of the aniversltj Id that place. Professor Hopkins, 
of Williams College, Hassaebasetts, has a little eatabliehment of the sort, 
and this is abont aU in that 8tat«— alt in New England 1 The only other 
eataUishment in the United States, known to me, is that in the We«rt«m 
Beaerve College, Ohio, under the eharge of Professor Loomia. Nothing of 
the kind at onr national seat of gevernment, or any when near it ! Even 
Harvard TTniTersity," with all Its antiquity, revenne, aoienee, and renown," 
has thos far failed, though, it appears that they are breaking ground at 
Cambridge ; a house or haosea having been pttrohased and fitted up, and 
one of onr " sarans" is already engaged in a Beries of magnotic and other 
obeervatious. Now, how stands the esse on yooi side the water t Why, 
in the British lalanda alone, there are observatorlea at the Univeraitiea of 
Cambridge and Oxford — at Edinburgh and Glasgow, in Scotland — and at 
Dublin and Armagh, in Ireland— all receiving some patronage from the 
Oovemment — to say nothing of an oUservatory at the Cape of Gh>od Hope, 
«r of the OBtabKehments on the variona ramote and widely- separated de- 
pendenciea of the British Empire, Inclndiug Tan Dieman's Land, for the 
fnmiahtng of which, we understand, arrangementa bare been made in oon- 
DeotJon with Captain Boss's expedition. In France, I helleve, the pro- 
vision is not leas ample. Ou this part of the subject Hr. Adama merdy 
remarka that the hiater; of the Royal Observatory of that country wonU 
show the heneflte oonferred on mankind by the alightest notice bestowed 
on the rulers on the pnranit of knowledge, aud that " the names of the 
four Cassinis would range in honorable distinction by the side of Flame- 
teed, Bradley, and Maskelyne." 

Special reference is of ccnrse made to Greenwioh, and Hr. Adams takes 
mnch pains to show how mnoh that Institution has done for science and 
for man. After reoapitnlating how to preserve obserratiooa, we are in- 
debted for a Gxed standard for the msaanrement of time, — how, by the 
aame science, man has acquired, ao far as he posaesaee it, a stendard for 
the measnrement of apaoe, he observes, that the minnteat of theae obeerva- 
tlona contribute to Uie "increase and diffbriou of knowledge" (the ex- 
preuned object in Smithson'a bequest). As to the more hrllUant, we aro 
reminded of an observation of Toitaiie, that If the whole human race 
oonid he assembled Aom the creation of man to this time, in gradation of 
genina, Isaac Newton would stand at their head; and the discoveries of 
Newton were the results of calculations, founded on the observatloua of 
others — of Copeniioas, Tycho Brahe, Kepler, and Flamsteed. Oreeuwich 
has tMen considered rather an expensive establishment (among us), bnt 
1ft. Adams shows that, though costly, it has not been profitless. 

Not to enter further into details of European countries, It appears tiiat 
tb»« are abont one hnndrod and twenty obaervatoriBe In Continental 
Eoiope; and that the moat utagniftoent of tham all has been lately fbnnded 
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'by tlie Csttr in the vioinit; of hla capital : on enterprise anffloientlf gl«ri- 
ooa, Mr. Aitams Qbaerrea, for the sovereign of anch an empire ; but th» 
merit of which ia enhanu«d by the fact of ita being nndertaken and accom- 
pltahed in each a latitude and climate : — " a region bo near the pole, that it 
offera to the inepeotion of the btunaa eye only a scanty portion of the 
northern hemiaphere, with an atmosphere so ottillod with cold ajid ob- 
aonred with vapors, that It yields soaroely sixty days in the year when ob- 
serration of the heavenly bodies is praotioable." This fact, it mnst be al- 
lowed, is rather an aggravation, or ought to be, to na repablioans, some 
among whom affect to be Bpeoial deapiseis of the bigoted Nicholas, and all 
hia works. It seems, too, that Uebemet Ali baa come forward aa the 
patron of philoaophioal inquiry. 

ThDB matten stand at present, and Ut. Adama atrongly nrges prompt, 
practical action; and thia acbeme, with some modjfioationa, and afteronr 
CDBtomary delays and discassions (In Congress) wiU be carried into ezecn- 
tlon, at leaat to a respectable extent. I am the more inclined to the 
opinion as It haa been made clear in the progieae of disonsaion that th» 
eatabliahmenta rafbrred to need not be so enormoosly expensive aa they gen- 
eraUy are. In this matter we have been misled and diaoonragad by yonr 
example, among othara. We fonnd that Cambridge observatory coat 
£20,000, and that, among the Instrnments, the price of the maral circle 
alone was over £1,000, to say nothing of an equatorial telescope at £750, 
or a trandt instrnmeut £600, and that as to Qreenwich, the annnal ex- 
penses, including aalaries, repain, and printing, exceeded £:),000. Now, 
this may be "aport for yon," bat it knocked onr calculations on the head. 
Onr ideas are not yet enlarged to that extreme point. To be sure, we oan 
Spend money for Florida wars; nay, for better things— for internal improve- 
ments — for bridges over the Ohio Biver (St. Louis) or for market-honses and 
meoting'honseeof moat liberal dimensions — for whatever. In aword, isprao- 
ttoal — as we nnderstuid it— and especially so mnch of it as private en terprisn 
eanexeoute wi thoot calling in Oovemment aid: — bntaskfortbeadommenta 
and mnnimentsof art and science, in the ornamental oi even in theaoholar- 
like way, and it mnst be aoknowledged the "sovereign people" move 
glow; they button their breeches' pockets and begin to "calculate." As 
to the Observatories, however, the case is better, for we find that much 
o«n be done at small expense. An establishment of the merely naefiil 
kind may be set up Air a trifle. Not that Ur. Adama proposes to establish 
the National Observatory on anoh a scale. On the contrary, he thinks the 
Bmithson fund ahonld be devoted to it for the present, and that not lesa 
than ten yean of the income will be required. A more explicit estimate 
i» also added, but It will be snffloiont to observe that it comprises, bealdea 
a salary of (3,600 for ttie astronomer, funds for the compensation of four 
MBistanta, at $1,500 each, and two laborers, each at (600; for the pnrohaaft 
and procurement of instruments, |30,000; of which 130,000 might be ap- 
plied fbt an assortment of the best instruments to be procured, and $10,000 
for a fond, from the interest of which other initrumenta may be from time 
to time procnred, and for repain; for the library, (30,000; Iwing |10,00O 
for first snpply, and (90,000 for a fund for an income of |IS,000 a year; 
mad finally (30,000 Ibr a fund, from the income of whioh (1,800 a year, 
■hall go to defisy the expeusea of the yearly publication of the obeervatiOD 
and of a Nautical Almanac. 
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It vaa the idea of Mr. Adama, in his later days, tbat the 
SmitbsoD beqaest, or, at least, its income for ten years, shoald 
be applied to the foandatiou of a natiooal observatory and the 
publication of the " ^aatical Almaaao," and he only abandoned 
it when an observatory had actoally been established ooder 
the Navy Department, in connection with the Department of 
Charts and Instrnments. 

The establish ment of an observatory had, indeed, been prom- 
inent in the minds of Washington and Jefferson, and was defi- 
nitely proposed in Barlow's plan for a national institntion, as 
well aa in the project for a coast survey, sabmitted in 1337, in 
which it was proposed that there shoald be two observatories, 
formed at a fixed point, around which the survey, and partico- 
larly the naatical part of it, shoald be referred, their sitaation 
preferably to be in the State of Maine or lower Loaisiana, since 
from them every celestial object observable, from the tropics 
to the Arctic circle, and within aboat twenty degrees of longi- 
tude, conld be observed. Still, however, since varioos consid- 
erations might occasion the desire of placing one of these ob- 
servatories in the city of Washington, jniit as observatories had 
been placed in the priacipal capitals of Europe, as a national 
object of scientific ornament as well as a means for noorishing 
science in general, Hassler conceded that it might there be 
placed, since it woald then be the proper place for the deposit 
of the standards of weights and measures, which also makes a 
special part thecoUectioa of instrnments. JamesMonroe, when 
Secretary of State, in 1812, strongly arged upon Gongress the 
establishment of an observatory, urging, first, the necessity of 
establishing a first meridian for the continent, and, in the sec- 
ond place, the fa^t that every enlightened nation had already 
established snch an institotioD of learning. The immediate occa- 
sion for the intervention of the Secretary of State was the 
memorial of William Lambert, of Virginia, which was presented 
at various times from 1810 to 1821, and was accompanied by an 
elaborate report in 1822. 

The action of Ck>ngress during the Adams administration has 
been referred to. In 1830, Mr. Vance, of iNorth Carolina, Sec- 
retary of the Navy ander Jackson, strongly urged the esta1>- 
Ushment of an observatory for general astronomical purposes. 

The beginning of the observatory seems to have been acta- 
ally made on (Japitol Hill during Mr. Adams's administration, 
under iostroction of Astronomers Lambert and Elliott, em- 
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plowed by CoDgreas to detramiDe the locgitade of Washington. 
The President, in his diary of 1825, described a visit to Oapi- 
tol Hill, in company vith Ooloael Boberdean, and spoke of 
witneaedng an observation of the passage of the san over the 
meridian, made with a small transit instrament. This inatra- 
ment was very probably the one obtained by Hassler in Earope 
in 1815, which he never was permitted to nae in connection with 
the coast survey work, and which passed into the hands of 
Lientenant Wilkes in 18S1, when it was placed in the small ob- 
servatory, erected at his own expense, aboat a thousand feet 
north of tbe dome of the Oapitol. 

It was at this establishment, which was known as the " naval 
depot of instmmente," that the Sve-foot transit was used, mainly 
for the purpose of reading the naval chronometer. When 
Wilkes went to sea with his expedition in 1837, Lieut. James 
M. OUliss became saperinlendent of the depot, and having ob- 
tained a 42-inch astronomical telescope, commenced a series of 
observations ou the calmination of the moon and stars. In 
1842 the establishment of a permanent depot of charts and 
instruments was anthorized by Congress, and althongh the 
establishment of an observatory was not anthorized in the bill, 
every effort was made by Lieutenant Gilliss and others inter- 
ested in his work to secure suitable accommodations for astro- 
nomical work, and his plans having been approved by Presi- 
dent Tyler, work was begun on the Kaval Observatory, now 
known as the National Observatory. 

There can be little donbt that the excellence of the work 
done by Oillisa himself with his limited opportonities, did 
mncb to hasten theestablishmentof the observatory, and there 
is in this connection a traditional history. Eocke's Oomet 
appeared in 1842, and was promptly observed by him. He 
read a paper concerning it before the National Institute. 
Senator Preston, an enthusiastic member of that organization, 
was present at the meeting. When Gilliss, still a very young 
man, shortly afterward made a visit to the Senate committee- 
room, the Senator remarked to him : " If yon are the one who 
gave OS notice of the comet, I will do all I can to help you." 

A week afterwards a bill passed the Senate and the Hoose 
without formal discussion. The appropriation was (25,000, 
and althongh it was expressly for the establishment of a 
depot of charts and instruments, the report of the commit- 
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tee vhich had secoied it vraa so emphatically in fkvor of 
astroaomical, meteorological, »Dd magnetio work that the 
Secretary of the Xavy felt jnstified in aasaming that Con- 
greaa had sanctioiied the broadest project for an observatory. 
Oilliss was at once sent abroad to obtain iostnimeuts and plans, 
while Lient. Matthew F. Maary was placed in charge of the 
depot, and when the observatory was completed in 1S41 became 
its saperintendent. 

Maury's attitade towards aetroDomical work haa been 
severely criticised, and, I think, misunderstood. He was, 
first of all, an entbasiastic officer of the Navy; second, an 
astronomer, and he deemed it appropriate that the chief effort 
of the office should be directed toward work which had a direct 
professioDal bearing. Although not neglecting astronomy (fbr 
under his direction two volnmes of astxouomical observationB 
were pablished), his own attention, and oftentimes that of 
almost the entire office was devoted to hydrographic subjects. 
The work which he had accomplished was of the greatest 
practical importance to navigation, and nothing of a scieotiflc 
nature up to that time accomplished in America received snob 
nniversal attention and praise from abroad. 

His personal popularity and bis influence were very great, 
and the necessity for the malDtenance of a national observa- 
tory was not in his day fully appreciated by the public. It 
is not at all impossible that, indirectly, through hia meteoro- 
logical and hydrographic work, he may have done more for 
the ultimate and permanent welfare of the National Observa- 
tory t^an could have been possible through exclusive attention 
to work of a purely astronomical character. 

In 1861 Gilliss again became the superintendent, and nnder 
his direction the Observatory took rank among the first in the 
world. 

Before leaving the snbject of the Observatory, reference 
should be made to astronomical work almost national in char 
acter accomphshed in colonial days at Philadelphia under the 
direction of the American Philosophical Society, by which a 
committee of thirteen was appointed to make observatioDS 
upon the tivusit of Yenas in 1769. 

Three temporary observatories were built, one in Philadel- 
phia, one at Korristown, and one at Oape Henlopen. Instm- 
menta were imported &om England, one of them a reflecting 
telescope with a Dollond micrometer, pnrchased in London by 
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Dr. FraokliD with money voted by the assembly of Penosyl- 
▼ania. The transit was successfiilly observed and an elaborate 
report was pablished. 

This enterprise is worthy of mention, becanse it was the first 
serioQS aatronomical work ever undertaken in this conntry. 
Being nnder the aospicea of the only scientific society then in 
existence, it was in some sense a national effort. Had not 
the Bevolntion taken place, it wonid nndonbtedly have re- 
sulted in the establishment of a well equipped observatory in 
this country under the auspices of the home government. Dr. 
Thomas Swing, the Provost of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, who seems to have been the first to propose the ob- 
servations of 1709, and under whose tlirection they were 
earned on, visited London a few years later, and while there 
made interest with Lord North, the Prime-Minister, and with 
Mr. Maskelyne, the Astronomer-Boyal, for the establishment 
of an observatory in Philadelphia, and that his efforts gave 
^reat promise of suocesa may be shown by the letter here pre- 
sented, addressed to him by Hr. Maskelyne in 1775. 

Qkkkkwich, Aagu4t 4, 1776. 
Sib: I reoBired your late fftvor, together irith jout obaervatioiiB of the 
comet of 1770, and some (oopiei) of that of 1769, for which I thack yoa. 
I ihall commaiiieate (them) to the Royal Society as yoa kItb me leavo. 
In the piaaent nnhappy dtaatlOD of Amerloan alTaiia, I hare not the least 
ide» that anything oan be done tovarda enoting an obeerratoty at Phil*- 
delphiA, and therefore oan not think it proper for me to take a port in any 
memorial you may think proper to lay before my Lord North at present. 
I do not mean, however, to diaoonrage yoa from presenting a memorial from 
yooiself. Were an observatory to be erected in that city, I do not know 
■ny person there more capable of taking oare of it than yonrself. Shonld 
Lord North do me the honor to ask myopinionabontthealillty of erecting 
ao observatory at Philadelphia, I shonld then be enabled to speak ont, 
being olwaya a well-wisher to the promotion of soienoe. Yon did not ctls- 
tingnish whether the times of yonr observations w«re apparent or mean 
time.

In this connection mention shonld be made of the extended 
astronomical work done &om 1763 to 1767, by Charles Mason, 
an asustant of Maakelyne, and Jeremiah Dixon, while survey- 
lug the boundary line between Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
and especially of the Buccessfhl meaenrement by them of a 
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meridian of latitude. Maaon was a man of hieh sctentlflc stand- 
ing, bnt, thoagb he became a citizen of Pbiladelphia, where he 
died in 1787, little is known of bim beyond the record of bis 
scientific work. He had been one of the observers of a transit of 
Yenns at the Gape of Good Hope in 1761, and it was no donbt 
be who inspired the American Pbilosopbioal Society to its effort 
in 1769. 

Another event in the Adams administratioD was the begin- 
ning of the National Botanic Garden. The foundation of snch 
an institntion was one of the earliest of the projects for the im- 
provement of the capital. Washington decided that it should 
be closely connected with the National University, on the site 
now occupied by the National Observatory, and stipulated that, 
should this site not be found available, another spot of ground, 
appropriated ou the early maps to a marine hospital, might be 
substituted. The Columbian lustitnte, already referred to, 
had begun the formation of an arboretum as early as 1S22, and 
in 1829 applied unsnocessfhtly to Congress for an appropria- 
tion to re-imburse it for its expenditnres. There was, however, 
no definite foundation nntil 1852, when the nninerous living 
plants which bad been brought bacb: by the Wilkes Exploring 
Expedition in the Pacific, and which had for several years been 
kept in greenhouses adjoining the Patent Office, in which the 
natnral-history collections of the expedition were kept, were 
removed to the present site of the Botanical Garden on the 
south side of Pennsylvania Avenue just west of the Capitol. 
This garden was first under the direction of Mr. W. D. Brack- 
enridge, who had been the horticulturist of the Wilkes Expe- 
dition. Mr. Brackenridge was succeeded by Mr. William R. 
Smith, a pupil of the Kew Botanical Garden, who has since 
been in charge of the establishment, and through whose industry 
it has been developed into a moat creditable institutiou, which, 
it is hoped, may in time have an opportunity to exhibit its merits 
in a more suitable and less crowded locality. 

Under Jackson, from 1829 to 1837, notwithstanding the re- 
markable commercial prosperity, and an almost equal advance 
in literature, science did not prosper, and of actual progress 
there is little to record. The Ooa»t survey was reorganized 
under its original superintendent, Hassler, in 1832, and Feather- 
fitooehangh, an English geologist, made, in 1834, a reconnoia- 
sance in the elevated region between the Missouri and the Bed 
Biver. 
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Van Boreo's administratioD, whtcli beffan in 1S37 and ended 
in 1841, preaents more points of interest, for althoagh the 
country was in a state of flnanoial depression, his Oabiaet was 
composed of extremely liberal and public-spirited men. Poin- 
sett as Secretary of War, Kennedy as Secretary of the ^Navy, 
and other poblic men did mnch to promote science. 

Tbe United States Exploring Expedition was sent ont ander 
Capt. Charles Wilkes, on a voyage of ciroamnavigation. Al- 
though published in an extremely limited edition, the magoifl- 
cent volamea of its report are among the classics of soieuti&o 
exploration. 

Tbe Wilkes Expedition was the first of a series of naval ex- 
plorations which have contributed largely to science^Lynch's 
" Dead Sea Expedition," OilUss's " B'aval Astronomical Expe- 
dition " to Ohili, HerndoD and Gibbons's " Exploration of the 
Valley of the Amazons, " Page's Paragnay Expedition, the 
" Oruise of the Dolphin, " Perry's Japan Expedition, ^ogers'a 
North Pacific Exploring Expedition, and the various expedi- 
tious made under the Eydrographic Office and tbe Ooast Sor- 
vey. 

In 1840 two important iiational societiea were founded, the 
National Institution for the Promotion of Science, and the 
American Society of Geologists and Naturalists, — the one an 
association with a great membership, scientific and otherwise, 
including a large number of government officials; the other 
composed exclusively of professional naturalists. 

The purpose of each was the advancement of tbe scientific 
interests of tbe nation, which seemed more likely to receive 
substantial aid, now that tbe money bequeathed by Smitbson 
was lying in the Treasury vaults, waiting to be used. 

The National Institution under the leadership of Joel B. 
Poinsett, of South Carolina, then Secretary of War, assisted by 
General J. J. Abort, P. A. Markoe, and others, had a short bift 
brilliant career, which endured until tbe close of the Tyler 
administration, and had an important influence on public 
opinion, bringing about in the minds of the people and of Con- 
gress a disposition to make proper use of the Smitbson be- 
quest, and which also did mach to prepare the way for the 
National Museum. The extensive collections of the National 
Institution and those of the Wilkes Expedition, and other gov- 
ernment surveys were in time merged with those of the Smith- 
sonian Institntiou, and having been greatly increased at the 
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dose of the Oentennial EzpositioD, began in 1S79 to reo^ve 
sabstantial sapport from Congress. 

The Society of Geologists was not so pTOminent at the timet 
bat it liaa had a longer history, for in 1350 it became the Ameri- 
can AsaoeiatioQ for the AdvaDcement of Science. Attboagh it 
dated its origin from 1840, it was essentially a revival and con- 
tinaation of the old American Geological Society, orgaDised 
September 6, 1819, in the Fbiloaophical Boom of Tale College, 
and in its day a most important body. Its members, following 
European osage, appended to their names the symbols " M. A.. 
G. 3., " and among them were many distingnished men, for at 
that time almost every ooe who studied any other branch of 
science, cultivated geology also. 

The American Association prepared the way for the National 
Academy of Sciences, which was established by Congress in 
1863, having for its first president, Alexander Dallas Bache, 
who in his presidential address at the second meeting of the 
American Association, twelve years before, had pointed oat the 
fact that "an iustitntion of scienoe supplementary to existing 
«nes is mnch needed to guide pnblic action in reference toscien- 
tiflo matters," * and whose i>ersoDal influence wus very potent 
in bringing that institation into existence. In ^vooating be- 
fore Congress the plan for the National Academy of Soieaoes, 
Senator Samner avowedly followed the lead of Joel Barlow, the 
prqjector of the National Institation in 1806.t 

The system of national scientific organizations, thaa inangn- 
rated, is still expanding. Within the past few years, there 
have sprung into existence a considerable number of learned 
societies devoted to special subjects, osually with onlocalized

That the organization of snch aooieties had been so long de- 
layed, was perhaps dae to the fact that daring the first six de- 
cades of the oentary the namber of scietttitlo investigators was 
-comparatively small, and scientific work of original character 
was confined to a few of the large cities, so that local organiza- 
tions, supplemented by the annnal sammer meetings of the 
American Assooiation for the Advancement of Soie nee, a ns wered 
all needs. Since the close of the civil war, and of the period of 
ten years which elapsed before onr conntry was restored to com- 
mercial prosperity, and indeed before it had began to fully feel 
the effects of the great scientific renaissance which originated in 
1859 with the pablioation of Darwin's " Origin of Species," there 
has been a great increase in the number of persons whose time 
is chiefly devoted to original scientific work. 

Nothing has contribnted so materially to this state of affairs 
as the passage by Congress in 1862 of the bill, introduced by 
the Hon. Jostin S. Morrill, of Vermont, to establish scientific 
and industrial edncational institntions in every State, sap- 
plemented in 18S7 by the Hatch bill for the founding of the 
agricultural experiment stations. * The movement was at first 
onpopalar among American edncators, bat after a quarter of a 
century of trial the land-grant college system has not only 
demonstrated its right to exist, bat is by many regarded as

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forming one of the chief strongholds of oar national scientific 
prosperity. • 

One of the most important effects of the moTomeut has been 
to stimulate the establishment of State scientific schools and 
aniversities, and every one of the forty -two commonwealths has 
already a university or a college performing, or intended to 
perform, aniversity funetions. 

It is worthy of remark that with six exceptions every State 
has in less than twenty years of its admission had a State col- 
lege or nniversity of its own. Only twelve have delayed mtve 
than ten years, and fifteen have come into the Union already 
eqnipped. Ten of these were colonies and original States. 
All bai one of the remainder were those admitted itt 1889, for 
each of oar four new States was provided with the nncleas 
of a State nniversity before it soaght admission to the TJnioa. 
Twenty-eight of the State and Territorial nnivereides had 
their origin in land-grants from the General Ooveroment other 
than those for agricaltoral and mechanical colleges.t 

The completeness of the State system of scientiflc edaoa- 
tional institntions is in marked contrast with that of the sci- 
entiflc societies in the same states, organized by the direot 
action of the people rather than by government.

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confederation and otbea gaoctioDed by their lavs, may be re- 
garded as is some sease national. Althongb nearly all of onr 
States have historical societies, only twelve of the forty-two 
bare academies of science, or organizations which are their 
equivalent. That there should be in 1889 thirty States with- 
oat academies of science, and fonrteen States and Territories 
in which there are no scientific societies of any description what- 
ever, ia a noteworthy fact* 

DariDft Van Bnren's presidency, the Department of Agri- 
onltore had its formal beginning. 

The chief promoter of this idea was Henry L. Ellsworth, of 
Oonnectiont, Oommissioner of Patents, whose efforts culmi- 
nated twenty-six years later iu the establishment of a depart- 
ment, and, after another period of twenty^six years, in the 
elevation of the head of that department to the dignity of a 
Cabinet officer. Ellsworth began work by distrtbnting seeds 
and plants for experimental caltnre, acquiring these without 
expense, and sending them out ander the franks of friendly 
Congressmen. After three years (in 1839} Congress recognized 
the value of the work in this direction by appropriating tl,000 
from the Patent Office fnnd to enable him to collect and dis- 
-tribnte seeds, to collect agricaltnral statistics, and to make 
agricaltural Investigations. Appointed by Jackson in 1830, 
Bllsworth served throagh the two successive terms of Van

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Bnren and T;Ier, and in his oiae years of official work his de- 
votion to the interests of agiicaltare prodaoed excellent resolta, 
and placed the service od a flnu foandation. Tbongli Newton 
was in name the first commissioQer of agricalture, Ellsworth 
deserves to be kept in memory as the real foooder of the de- 
partment. 

The appropriations at first were insignificant, and occasion- 
ally, as in 1841, 1S42, and 1846, Congress seems to have for- 
gotten to make any provision whatever for the work, which 
conseqoently went forward under difficulties. In 1853 the 
first appropriation directly for agricalture was made, in 1855 
the whole amount op to that time withdrawn for this purpose 
fixim the Patent Office fund was re-imbursed, and fixim that 
time on tbejnoney grants became yearly larger, and the work 
was allowed slowly to expand. The seed work increased, and 
iu 1836 a propagating garden was begun. The agricultural 
report, which began in 1841, and was until 1862 printed as a 
part of that of the Patent Office, became yearly more exten- 
sive, and showed a general average annaal growth in value. In 
1854 work in economic entomology began, with the appointment 
of Townend Glover to investigate and report upon the habits 
of insects, iqjurious and beneficial to agricalture. In 1855 the 
chemical and botanical divisions were inaugurated. 

David P. HoUoway, of Indiana, the thirteenth Commiasioner 
of Patents, was instrumental iu effecting a most important re- 
form in the scientific administration of the Government. In 
his first annnal report, made in January, 1862, be advocated 
enthusiastically the creation of a Department of the Pro- 
ductive Arts, to be charged with the care of agriculture and 
all the other industriiil interests of the country, and he was so 
for successftil that on Uay 15 Oongress established the Depart- 
ment of Agricultore. The first Oommissioner was Isaac New- 
ton, who had been for a year or more Superintendent of the Agri- 
oaltaral Division of the Patent Office. From 1862 to 1889 there 
weresixGommissiouers: Newton (1862-*6?),Gapron(1867-'71), 
Watts il871-'77), Le Due (1877-'81), Loring (1881-»85), and 
Coleman (1885-'89), and under the administration of each 
important advances were made, and the value of the work 
became yearly greater. Baildings were erected, a chemical 
laboratory established, the departments of animal indostry, 
economic ornithology and mammalogy, pomology, vegetable 
pathology, silk culture, microscopic, forestry, and experiment 
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stattoDS were added, and the system of pabllcations greatly 
extended. The Department, as now organized, is one of the 
most Tigorons of onr national scientifio institntiona, and with 
its powerful atafF and close afBliationa with the forty-sfz State 
agrtcnltaral experiment stations, manned as they are by 
nearly foar hnodred tndned iaveBtigators, it has possibilities 
for the fbtnre which can scarcely be overestimated.* 

Tbe term of the ninth President was too short to afford 
matter for comment. It should be meutioned, however, that 
General Harrison pablisbed io Cincinnati in 1838 "A Disconrse 
00 the Aborigines of tbe Yalley of the Ohio," and was the only 
President, except Jefferson and John Qaincy Adams, who has 
ever produced a treatise upon a scientitlo theme. 

'The first agrioaltontl "experiment station" under that apeolflo deeig- 
natioDiu the United Stfttea wm establiBhed at Middletown, Conn., in 1S7&, 
by the Joint action of llr. Orange Jadd, the tmsteea of tlie Unirenit; at 
Middletoirn, and the Btate Legialatnre, with Fiof. W. O. Atwater, as 
director, and was located in the " Orango Jadd Halt of NatDTal Science." 
The example was speedilj folloved eleewheie, so that in 1880 there were 
four, and in 1888 some seventeen of these institntiona in fonrteen States. 
Tlie appropriation by Congress of 115,000 per annum to each of the Statee 
and Territories which hare established agrionltnral colleges, or »)[TionI- 
toral departments of colleges, has led to tbe establishment of new 
stationa or the Inoreased development of stations prerionaly eatabtished 
mider Btate aathority, so that there are to-daj forty-six stations in the 
United States. Several of these have sab-stations worUng nnder their 
maiiSKement. Every State has at least one station, several have two, 
one has three, and Dakota has set the Territories an example by establish- 
ing one within her bonndariea. 

These fbrty-aix stations employ nearly 400 men in the prosecution of ex- 
perimeatal inqniry. The appropriation by the United States Oovem- 
ment for the ontrent year, for them and for the Office of Experiment Sta- 
tions in this Department, is |600,00D, The several States appn>priat« 
about $125,000 in addition, mailing the sem total of about $7^,000 given 
from pnblic fands tbe present year for the sapport of agrionltnral experi- 
msnt statlona in the United States. 

" Of all the salentifio enterprises which the Qovemment has under- 
taken," wrote Secretary Colemae, " soaroely any other has improssed its 
value npon the people and their repTeeentatlvee in the State and national 
Isgiatatniea so speedily and bo strongly oa this. The rapid growth of an 
enterprise for elevating agrienltnre by the aid of science, Its espousal by 
the United StateH Qovemment, its developmeut to its present dimensions 
in the short period of fourteen years, and, finally, the favor with which It 
is reeeived by the pablic at large, are a striking illnstration of the apprs- 
eiation on the port of tbe American people of the wisdom and the ns»- 
falness of calling the highest eoience to the aid of the arts and Industries 
of life." 
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In 1841 John Tyler, of Virginia, became President His pe- 
riod of administration was a stormy one, and the atmoapheie 
of WaahlBgtou at that time was not favorable for scientific 
progress. During this administration, however, importaat re- 
forms took place in the organization of the Xavy, which resnlted 
in great benefit to ecieaoe. These were largely the resnlt of 
the interest of Hon. A. P. Upshnr, Secretary of the Ifavy, at 
whose instance President Tyler abolished the existing Btmnl 
of Naval Oommissioners, and vested the aathority formerly 
exercised by them in separate boreans. To many of the press- 
ing necessities for reform of the servioe, Lieutenant Uaaiy 
had called attention in his essays, pnblisbed in the Southern 
lAterary Messenger, nnder the title of "Scraps from a Lncky 
Bag," and over the signature of " Harry BlufT." As a result 
of this movement, experiments in applying steam to war ves- 
sels were actively prosecuted, and the first bill was passed for 
the establishment at Annapolis of the U. S. Kaval Academy, 
finally accomplished in 1846, and a little later (in 1848} the po- 
sitiou of the professors of mathematics in the Xavy was digni- 
fied and improved, and their nnmbeis limited, with manifest 
advantage to the scientific service of the Government." 

Indirectly, tlie reorgauizatlou of the N^avy had a powwfol 
inflnence in the development of the Ooast Survey, which was 
reorganized in 1843-'44, with Alexander Dallas Bacbe as its 
snperiotendent, for this new system afforded ample means to 
that organization for ascertaiuiug the topography of this ooast, 
and making contribntions to the science of ocean physios. 

Another enterprise was the sendiugof the Fremont exploring 
expedition to California and Oregon. It is interesting to know 
that Captain Fremont was appointed the leader of this expe- 
dition against the indignant protests of the topographical en- 
gineers, who insisted that a graduate of West Point should be 
chosen.t

aohieTed before (nor since), aa ebown by tbe atinalB oftbe Senate. While 
in this pleasant mood, tlie President asked me if I conld not sDggeat some 
meaiu by nhtoh he might •often tbe asperities of Senator Benton towards 
faiuand his admioistratioD. In an instant the tboojcbt passed tbiongh my 
mind as to bow be oonld best acoomplisb his wish. I said, " Yon have it 
in foOT power to toaob bis heart throngh bin domestio afflictions. Six 
montlis ago his pride was hnmbled by the marriage of bis highly educated 
d»nghter, Jeesie, toameielientenant of the United Btatee Engineer Corps, 
Aodhe refosed them bis bonee. I have jast learned that lately he invited 
them to retnrn to bis home, and hoow they have done so. Now, yon have a 
cliance to gladden the Senator's pride and by so doing serve both yonraelf 
Rnd the conntry by taking Iilentanant Fremont by tbe band and giving 
hira a chance to rise in the world by appointing him to head an expedition 
to explorethe Bocky UoDDtains and some part of tbe Pacific coast." 

Mr. Tyler thought it might stir an ezoitement with the higher grade offl- 
«era of the engineer oorpa (as it did), and that be might not be fnlly com- 
petent to Bzecate tbe high dntioH entinsted to him. I replied that these 
objections need not prevent his appointment, for Lieutenant Fremont had 
spent tbe last two years aiding tbe eminent French scientist, Nicollet, in 
taking tbe bydrograpbyofthe valley of the UiHBi8sippi,andmn«t be familiar 
-with all instrameuts and modes of neing them in snob an expedition, and 
even if he should not prove judicions in selecting scientifio men suitable 
for that part of his corps, be woold have the able assistanoe of Colonel 
Benton and his talent«d wife to fall back upon ; and that Benatoi Benton, 
on the return of Mr. Fremont, would receive, examine, and present bis re- 
port to tbe Senate, and take great pride in making an eloquent speech of 
it (as he did), and thns cause tbe AmeriDan reader to eiamins and well 
consider its Instructive contents, all of wbiob events took plaoe, and tbe 
report of bis first, if not his second, expedition gained saffloient notoriety 
to insnre its republication In German. 

At tbe olose of onr interview the President, in bis most earnest manner, 
•aid : " I will at once appoint Lieutenant Fremont to the bead of snob an 
expedition and start bim off this spring, so that tbe conntry may know as 
«oon as possible what to say and believe of that vast and unknown region, 
and 1 shall leam bow moob effort to expend in striving to aoqnire It tiy 
pnrcbase from Mexloo by tbe time that Texas can be annexed." 

Fremont made ready to start from St. Loais with his expedition as soon 
as there was green grass to snbsisC his animals npon, with an outfit of fifty 
to sixty men; after leaving Independence, Mo., he moved up tbe Platte 
Biver and its north branches to the old " South Pass," and tbenoe to the 
bead waters of Snake (or Lewis) Biver, and down it and tbe Colombia Biver 
to Astoria, thus avoiding Mexican territory, bnt kept close along Its north- 
em border nntil after he ent«red Oregon Territory.

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To this period belongs also tbe promotion of experiments 
with tbe electric telegrapli by oor Oovemmeot. The line from 
Washington to Baltimore was erected by means of an appro- 
priation of $30,000, the passage of which was warmly urged 
by the President, who fifteen years later wrote the followiDg- 
letter, tall of historical reminiscences. 

Shbbwood Fobbst, September 1, 1868. 
To kit Aonor the mayor, and to the honorable the common eoancit 

of the citjf of New York ; 

Genti^men : In consequence of my absence from this place^ 
I did not receive nntil to-day your polite invitation to be pres- 
ent at the festirities of to-day, and the mnnicipal dinner to be 
given to Gyrus W. Field, esq., aud others at the Metropolitan 
Hotel to-morrow, in commemoration of the laying of the " At- 
lantic cable." To be present, therefore, at the time appointed 
is a thing imposaible. All that I can do is to express my cor- 
dial ooncnrrence with you in according all praise to those 
through whose indomitable eneri^y this great work has been 
accomplished. 

When, in 1843, a modest and retired gentleman, the favored 
child of science, called apon me at the Executive Mansion, to 
obtain feota me some asanrance of my co-operation with him 
in procariDgA^m Coneresfl a small appropriation to enable 
him to teat his great inveDtion; aQdwhenatanafter-daylhad 
the satisfaction of placing my signature in approval of the act 
making an appropriation of (30,000, to enable him to connect 
Washington with Baltimore by his telegraph wire; and when 
at a still later day I had the pli:asure, from the basement of tbe 
Oapitol to exchange greetings with the Chief-Jnstice of the 
TTnited States, who was at the Baltimoreendof the line, I con- 
fess that it had not'entered my mind that not only was light- 
ning to become the messenger of thought over continents of 
dry land, but that tbe same all pervading agent was to descend 
into the depths of the ocean, far below the habitations of living 
things, and over these fathomless depths to convey, almost in 
the twinkling of an eye, tidings from nation to nation, and con- 
tinent to continent. To thegreatiuventor of this, the greatest 
invention, is due the laurel wreath that can never wither, and 
to those that have given it a habitation and a home in tbe 
waters of the great deep all praise is due.

President Polk served tmm 1845 to 1849. During this period 
was organized the Smithsonian Institution, which, thongh it 
bears the name of a private citizen and a foreigner, has been 
for nearly half a cenCory one of the principal rallying points 
of the scientific workers of America, It has also been inti- 
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mately coiuiected with very maDy of the most important scien- 
tiflc nndertafeiugs of the OoTerameDt. 

Many wise and enlightened scholars have given to the Smith- 
soDian Institation the best years of their lires, and some of the 
most eminent scientific men of onr conntry have passed their 
entire life-time in work for its saccess. Its publications, six fanu- 
dred and seventy in number, which when combined make up 
over one hnndred dignified volumes, are to be found in every 
important library in the world, and some of them, it is safe to 
say, on the working-table of every soientiflo investigator in 
the world who can read English. 

Through these books, throngh the reputation of the men who 
have worked for it and through it, and through the good ac^ 
complished by its system of international exchange, by means 
of which within the past thirty-eight years 1,262,114 packages 
of books and other scientific and literary materials have been 
distributed to every region of the earth, it has acquired a repu- 
tation at least as far-reaching as that of any other institation 
of learning in the world. 

No one has been able to show why Smitbson selected the 
United States as the seat of his foundation. He had no ac- 
qoaintaaces in America, nor does he appear to have had any 
books relating to America except two. Bhees quotes from one 
of these, "Travels through North America," by Isaac Weld, 
secretary of the Boyal Society, a paragraph concerning Wash- 
ington, then a small town of five thousand inhabitants, in which 
it is predicted that " the Federal city, as soon as navigation 
is perfected, will increase most rapidly, and that at a future day, 
if the afEairs of the United States go on as rapidly as they have 
done, it will become the grand emporium of the West, and rival 
in magnitude and splendor the cities of the whole world." 

Inspired by a belief in the future greatness of the new 
nation, realizing that while the needs of England were well 
met by existing organizations such as would not be likely to 
spring up for many years in a new, poor, and growing country, 
he founded in the new England an institution of learning, the 
civilizing power of which has been of incalculable value. Who 
can attempt to say what the condition of the United States 
would have been to-day without this bequest t 
lo the words of John Quiney Adams: 

Of all tkefmmdatiaiu o/alablMiiimltforpUntioreharUabhntmteltioh tcer 
HfHalitaS the *pirU of the age, or the oompreknuins ftMM^loMoe of the founder, 
Mite oan be navted more deteming the approbation of mankind. 
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Tbe most important service by for which the SmithBonian 
loHtitntioQ has rendered to tbe natiOD bos been that from year 
to yew eiiico 1846 — iDtangible, bat none the less appreciable — 
has been its constant co-operation with the GoTernment, pobUe 
institatioDS, and individaalB ia every enterprise, scientific or 
edacatioual, which needed its advice, support, or aid firom its 
resources. 

Then have been, however, material resolts of its activities, 
the exteut of which can not fail to impress any one who will 
look at them ; the moat important of these are the lifrrary and 
the ffltwewm, which have grown ap under its fostering oare. 

The library has been acoamnlated withoat aid &om the Treas- 
ury of the United States: it has, in fact, been the result of an 
extensive system of exchanges, the publications of the institn- 
tion having been nsed to obtain similar pablications from insti- 
tations of learning in all parts of tbe world. 

In return for its own pablioatione tbe Institntion has received 
the great collection of books which form its library. 

This library, consisting of more than a quarter of a million 
volumes and parts of volumes, has for over twenty years been 
deposited at the Capitol as a portion of the Oongressiooal Li- 
brary, and isconstantly being increased. In the last fiscal year 
nineteen thousand titles werethns added to the national collec- 
tion of books. 

Chiefly through its exchange system the Smithsonian had, in 
1865, accumulated about forty thousand volnmes, largely pnbli- 
•cations of learned societies, containing tbe record of the actual 
progress of the world in all that pertains to tbe mental and 
physical development of the human family, and affording tbe 
means of tracing tbe history of at least every branch of positive 
science since tbe days of revival of letters nntil the present 
time. 

These books, in many cases presents ftom old £nropean 
libraries, and not to be obtained by purchase, formed even then 
one of the best collections of the kind in the world. 

The danger incurred from the fire of that year, and the fact 
iJiat the greater portion of these volnmes, being unbound and 
'Crowded into insafBcient space, could not be readily consulted, 
while the expense to be incurred for this binding, enlarged 
room, and other pnrpoees connected with their use threatened 
to grow beyond the means of the Institntion, appear to have 
been the moving canses which determined the regents to accept 
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an arraagement by whiob CoDgress was to place the Smith- 
sonian library with its own in th« Oapitol, subject to the right 
of tbe BegentB to withdraw the books on paying the charges 
of binding, etc. Owing to the same canses (which have afEieoted 
the library of Congress itself) these prindpal conditiona, ex- 
cept BB regards their oostody in a flre- proof building, have never 
been fnlfllted. 

Tbe books are still deposited obiefly in the Oapitol, bat 
thongh they have now increased from 40,000 to fully 250,000 
Tolnmes and parts of volumes, forming one of the most val- 
uable ooUections of the kind in existence, they not only re- 
main anbonnd, bat in a far more crowded and inacessibte con- 
dition than they were before the transfer. It is hardly neces- 
sary to add that these facts are deplored by no one more than 
by the Librarian of Oougress. 

The purchasing power of the pablications of the Institntioa, 
when offered in exchange, is far greater than that of money, 
and its benefit is exerted chiefly in behalf of the National 
library, and also, to a considerable extent, in behalf of the 
Katioual moseam. 

The amonnt expended during the past forty years from tbe 
private fnnd of the Institution, in the publication of books for 
gratnit^os distribntioo, has been (360,000, a sum nearly h^ 
as great as the original Smithson beqnest. 

These publications have bad their ioflnence (br good in 
many ways, but in addition to this, a library mach more than 
equ^ in valne to the oatlay has, throagh their buying power, 
oome into the possession of the nation. 

In addition to all this, a large amount of material has been 
acqnired for the Museum by direct expenditore from the pri- 
vate ftind of the Smithsonian InstitDtion. The valoe of the 
oolleotioDS thns acqnired is estimated to be more than eqoal 
to the whole amonnt of tbe Smithsonian bequest. 

The early history of the Museum was much like that of the 
library. It was not until 1858 thiit it became the authorized 
depository of the scientific collections of the Government — and 
it was not nntil after 1876 that it was officially recognized as 
the National Maseom of the United States. 

Bat for the provident forethought of the organizers of tbe 
SmithBoniau Institution, the United States would probably 
still be without even a reputable nacleos for a lITational Ma- 
seam, or a scientific library. 
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For nearly half a ceotory the f oBtitation has been the ot^ect 
of the vatchftil care of many of America's most eiilight«ned 
pablio men. Yice-Presidents Fillmore and Dallas, and Soger 
B. Taney, Salmon P. Chase, Morrison E. Waite, and Meivillti 
W. FoUer, chief-Jnetices of the ITnited States, have in sncces- 
sion oGcnpied the Chanoelloi's chair. Oeorge Bancroft, John C. 
Breckinridge, Lewis Oass, Bafos Ohoate, Samnel 8. Goi, 
Schnyler Oolfox, Garrett Davis, Jefferson Davla, Stephen A. 
Donglas, William H. English, William P. Fessenden, James 
A. Garfield, Hannibal Hamlin, Henry W. Billiard, George P. 
Marab, James M. Mason, Jnstin S. Morrill, Robert Dale Oweo, 
James A. Pearce, William C Preston, Richard Rnsh, General 
W. T. Sherman, Lyman Immbull, and William A. Wheeler 
have been at varions times leaders in the deliberations of the 
Board of Regents. 

The representatives of science on the board, Professor Agas- 
siz, Professor Bache, Professor Coppee, Professor Dana, General 
Delafleld, Profesaoi Felton, Professor Gray, Professor McLean, 
General Meigs, President Porter, General Totten, and Dr. Wel- 
ling have usually held office for long pei iods of years, and have 
given to itfl aOairs the most careful atteution and thought 

The relation of the Smithsonian Institution to the Govern- 
ment has been uniQae and unparalleled elsewhere. No one 
will question the assertion that the results of its work have 
been far vider than those which its annual reports have ever 
attempted to show forth. 

During the administration of Van Bnren and the snceeeding 
ones. Governmental science, stimulated by Bache, Henry, and 
Maury, scientific administrators of a new and more vigorous 
type than had been previously known in Washington, rapidly 
advanced, and prior to 1861 the institntions then existing had 
made material progress. 

Those of more receot growth, such as the Army Medical 
Museum, founded in 1863,* the Bureau of Eduoation, foasded 
in 1867,1 the Fish Oommlssion, founded in 1870,( the Bureau of

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Ethnology, founded in 1879,* althongh not lass important than 
many of those already discossed, are' so recent in origin that 
the events connected with their development have not passed 
into the domain of history. 

The material results of the scientific work of tlie Oovernmeut 
daring the past ten years undoubtedly surpass in extent all 
that had been accomplished daring the previous hundred years 
of the independent existence of the nation. With this recent 
period the presentpaperhas no concern, for it has been written 
irom the standpoint of Oarlyle, who, in " Sartor Besartus,'' 
states hifi belief that "in every phenomenon the beginning 
lemainB always the most notable moment." 

It is neverthlees very eoconragiuit to be assured that the 
attitadeof oar Government toward scientific and educational 
enterprises is every year becoming more and more iu harmony 
with the hopes of the founders of our Bepublits — and in accord 
with the views of such men as Wafihington, Franklin, Jefferson, 
John Adams, Madison, Monroe, John Quincy Adams, Gallatin, 
and Bosh. i 

It is also encouraging to know that the national attitude to- 
ward science is the subject of constant approving comment in 
Europe. Perhaps the most sigaificant recent utterance was 
that of Sir Lyon Playfair in his address before the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, at the Aberdeen 
meeting. He said : 

On September 14, 1859, 1 sat on this plfttform imd liitened to the eloquent 
Mldreaa and wIm oonoeel of tbe Prince Consort. At one time a member of 
tlia houMhold, it was my privilege to oo^perate with tbiHilloBtrioiis prince 
in nuui7 qnestions ivlating to the odvnnQement of Bcienoe. I natnrally, 
therefore, tnmed to his presidentinl address to see wbether I might not 
now continae those oonnse2s wbioh be then gave with all the breadth and 
eomprebensiveness of bis masterly spteobes. I foand, as I expected, a toxt 
for my own diMontse in some pregnant remarks irhieb he made npon the 
relBtiDnorsaienoetatbeBtate. Theyoreaa follows: "We may be Justified 
in hoping • • • t]iat the legialatnre and the State will more and more 
recognize the claims of science to thair attention, so that it may no lonjcer 
requite tbe beggiag-box, bat speak to tbe State like a fiiTored child to its 
parent, snre of his paternal soUeitade for its welfare ; that the State will 
reeognize in science one of its elements of strength and prosperity, to foster 
which tbe oleareat dictates of self-interest demand." 

This opinion, in its broadest sense, means ibat the relations of soienoe to 
tbe State should be made more intimate beoanae the advance of science is 
needliil to the public weal.

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The imporUnce ol promotiDg Hienoe as a daty of Btnteorafl; was vrall 
enough knowti to the ADOients, eapeolally to the Greeks and Arabe, but it 
oeoHed to he reeogaized in the dark ages, and waa loat t^i sight dnring the 
revival of letters in the fifteenth and sixteenth centniies. Oenaany and 
FranoB, vhloh are now in snoh active oompetition in promoting eoienoey 
have only publicly acknowledged its national importance in leoent timea. 
Even in the last oentnry, thongb France had its Lavoisier and Germany its 
Leibnitz, their Goveniments did not know the value of soiencse. When tb* 
former was condemned to death in the Reign of Terror, a petition waa pre- 
sented to the mlers tliat his life might be spared for a few weeks in order 
that he might complete some important eiperimenta, hnt the reply was : 
"The Bepnbljohaanoneedof Bavaats." Earlier in the centnry the mooh- 
praised Frederick William of Pmaeia ehonted with a lond voice, daring » 
graduation eeremonylnthe University of Fraokfbrt: "An onnoe of mother- 
wit is worth a ton of nniveiBity wiadom." Both France and Germaoy are 
now ashamed of these ntteranoea of their mien, and make energetic 
efforts to advance science with the aid of their national reaonroes. Hare 
Temarkable is it to see a yoang nation like the United States reserving 
150,000,000 acres of national lands for the promotion of scientific education. 
In some respects this young ooaotry is in advance of ail Enropean nations 
in Joining science to its administrative offloes. Its scientific publioatioos 
are an example to other Governments. The Minister of Agriaaltote is snr- 
ronnded with a staff of iKitanists and chemists. The Home Secretary is 
aided by a special scientific commission to investigate the habits, (nigra. 
tions, and fbod of fishes, and the latter haa at its disposal two speoially 
eonstmoted steamers of large tonnage. 

In the United Kingdom we are Just beginning to understand the wisdom 
of Washington's farewell address to bis oonnIi7men when he said : " Pro- 
mote, as an object of primary importance, institutions for the inareaae and 
diffusion of knowledge ; in proportion as the atructnre of a government 
gives force to pablio opinion, it is essential that puUie oplni«n sbonld be 
enlightened."

"Tour govemmeat can not be executed, it is too extensive far a repnb- 
liok ; it Is contrary to the habits of the people," aay the enemies of the 
ConstitotioD of the Uaited States. However opposite to the optnions and 
wishes of a m^ority of the citizens of the United States these deolara- 
tions and predictions may be, they will certainly come to pass, nnleas the 
poople are prepared fbr ont new form of government, by an education 
adapted t« the new and peculiar situation of our oountiy. To effect this 
great and necessary work, let one of the first acts of the new Congress be, 
to establish, within the district to be allotted for them, a Federal Univer- 
alty, into which the youth of tlie United States shall be raoeived after 
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they hsTe finiihed tbair stndiea and taken degrees in tha ooUegM of their 
leapeotivB States. In this UDlveralt; let thoRs branoheH of literature only.^ 
be taught which ftre calonlated to prepare oar rontti for pnblio aod civil 
life. Thus hrauchM should be taught by meauB of leoturea, and the fol- 
lowing artt and aoieuoes should be the subject of thetn : 

1. The prinaiplea and forms of government applied in a particalar man- 
Dcr to the explanation of every part of the Conatltution and laws of the 
Uolted States, together with the laws of aatnre and natious, which last 
should include everything that relates to peaoe, war, treaties, ainhass»- 
donra, and (he like. 

2. History, both anoienl and modem, and chronology. 

3. Agrionltnie in all nniuen>os and extensive branohes. 

4. The principles and practice of manafaotures. 

&. History, principles, objeois, and ohaunels of oommerce. 

6. Thooe parts of mathematics which are necessary to the division of' 
property, to fiuanoe, and to the principles and praotioe of war— foe then 
is too much reason to fear that war will continne, for some time to oome, to 
be the unchristian mode of deciding disputes between Christian nations. 

7. Those parts of natural philosophy and ehemlstry which admit of an 
applioAtiou to ogricnltnre, msnnfaotnre, commerce, and war. 

6. Natural History, which includes the history of animals, vegetables, 
and fossils. To render instruotlon in these branches of science easy, it- 
will be necessary to establish a musenm, and also a garden, in which not 
only all the shmtie, etc., but all the forest trees of the United States should 
be onltivated. The great Linnffins of Upsal enlarged the oommerce or 
Sveden by his dlsooveiies in natnrol history, he onoe saved the Swedish 
Kavy by Bnding out the time in which a worm laid its eggs and reoom* 
mending the Immersion of the timber of which the ships were built at that 
season wholly onder water. So great were the servioes this tllnstrions 
naturalist rendered his coautry by the application of his knowledge to 
agriculture, manufacture, and commerce, that the present King of Sweden 
prononnced an enlogium upon him, from his throne, soon after his death. 

9. Philology, which should Include, under rhetoric and oritictsm, lectures 
upon the constrootion and pronnnoiation of the English language. In- 
struction in this branch of literature will become the more neceHsary in 
America, as our intercourse most soon cease with the bar, the stage, and 
the pnlpitoof Oreat Britain, from whence we recetveonr knowledge of the 
prononeiatlon of the English language. Even modem English i>ookB 
should cease to i» the models of stile in the United Stales. The present 
is the age of simplicity in writing in America. The turgid stile of Jobo- 
Bon, the purple glare of Qibbon, and even the studied and thickest meta- 
phours of Junius arc all equally unnatural, and should not be admitted 
into our conntry. The cultivation aud perfection of one language becomes 
a matter of oouaequenoe when viewed in another light. It will probably 
be spoken by more people in the ooume of two or three centuries than ever 
spoke any one Isngoage at one time since the creatiou of the world. When 
we consider the Inflneuoe which the prevalence of only two languages, viz, 
tbe English and the Spanish, in the extensive regions of North aud Sooth 
America, will have npon manners, commerce, knowledge, and otvilization, 
seenea of hnman happiness and glory open before us which elude tmm. 
their magnitude the utmost grasp of the human understanding. 
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10. Tbe Permaa aod French languages should be taaght in this Uuiver- 
fltty, the maii7 excellent hooka which are written ia both these 1angii»|;ea 
apon all snbjeots, more aspeoially npon those which relate to the advanee- 
ment of aatlonal improrementa of all kinds, will render a knowledge of 
them an essential port of the adaoatioii of a legislator of the United Statea- 

11. All those athletick and manly esereises shonld likewise be taught in 
the UniTeisitf whioh aie calonlated to Impart health, strength, and ele- 
gance to the human body. 

To render the instmotion of oar yonth as easy and eztensiTe as poMible 
in several of tbe above mentioned branches of literature, let foor joang 
men of good ednoatiou and active minds be sent abroad at pablio ex- 
pense, to collect and transmit to the professors of the said branches all the 
improvements that are daily made in Enrope in agrlonltaie, mannfactnree, 
and commerce, and in tbe arts of war and practical government, this 
measure ia rendered the more necBssory from the distance of the United 
States fh>m Enrope, by which means tbe rays of knowledge strike the 
United States so partially that they can be broaght to a useful foons, onl; 
by employing suitable men to ooUeot and transmit them to onr eomitr;. 
It is in this manner that the northern nations of Enrope have imported so 
much knowledge from their southern neighbora, that the history of the 
agricuUnre, manufactures, commerce, revenues, and military art of ona of 
these nations will soon be alike applicable to all of them. 

Besides sending four yonng men abroad to collect and transmit knotrledga 
for tbe benefit of our conntiy, two young men of suitable capacities ahoold 
he employed, at the public expense, in exploring the vegetable, mineral, 
«nd animal productions of onr country, in procuring histories and samplea 
of each of them, and in traosmittiug them to the Profbsaor of Natural H ia- 
tory. It is in oooseqnenoeof the dlsooverleemode by yonng gentlemen em- 
ployed for these parpoaee, that Sweden, Denmark, and Buaua have ex- 
tended their manafaotnres and commerce sa as to rival in both the oldest 
nations in Europe. 

Let tbe Congress allow a liberal salary to tbe Principal of tbls Univer- 
eity, Iietitbe hia business to govern the stndents, and to inspire tbem by 
his conversation and by his occasional publlck discourses, with federal aod 
patriotic sentiments. Let this Principal he a man of extensive education, 
liberal manners, and dignified deportment 

Let the Professors of each of the branches that have been mentioned 
lave a moderate salary of 150 or 200 pounds a year, and let them depend 
npon the nnmber of their pupils to supply the deficiency of their mainte- 
nance from their salaries. Let each pupil pay for each course of leoturea 
two or three guineas. 

Let the degrees conferred in this University receive a new name, that 
eball designate the design of an education for civil and pnblick life. Shoald 
this plan of a Federal Universlty,or one like it, be adopted, then will beffin 
the golden age of the United States. While the business of education in 
Enrope consists in lectures upon the inins of Palmyra and the antiquities 
of Heiculanenm ; or in dispute about Hebrew points, tireek particles, or 
the accent and quantity of the Roman language, the youth of America will 
tie employed in acquiring those branches of knowledge which increase the 
■oonvenieitoa of life, lessen hnmau misery, improve our country, promote 
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popolAtioit, Bxalt th« tanmaii andentaiidliig, and «stftbliBh domeatlok, Boeiftl, 
■iKt poUtioAl iMppineM. 

Lei it not b« uid, that this U not the Hwte foe •nch a literary and politi- 
eal Mtablishment. Let ns flrat reatore pnbliok credit, by fanding or paying 
our debtB— let naregnUteonr militia— let nabnild a nary —and let db pn>- 
teet and extend our oommerce. Aiter this we shall have leiBoze and money 
toestabUahaUDiTonityfbr the pnrposea that hare been mentioned. This 
is false rMsoning. We shall never restore pnbliok credit — regnlate onr mi- 
litia — bailda navy — DrreTive onr commerce, antil we remove theiguorauoe 
and prqndioeo, and change the babi'^s of onr citizens, and this can never 
be done nntO we ioapire them with federal prinoiples, which can only be 
effeat«d by onr young men meeting and spending two or three years to- 
gether in a National nniversity, and afterwards disseminating tbeir knowl- 
edge and principles throngh every conuty, town, and villageof the United 
Stateo, UntU this is done— Senators and Kepresentatives of the United 
Ststeo, yon will undertake to make bricks without straw. Tonr supposed 
nnioninCongresBwillbea tope of sand. The inhabitants of Uassacbnsetts 
b^an the bnsiness of government by eetabliahiug the Unirersity of Cam* 
bridge, and the wisest Kings in Enrope have always found their literary 
inetitations the Bluest means of establishing their power, as well as promot- 
ing the prosperity of their people. 

These hints for establishing the oonstitntion and happiness of the United 
States npon a permanent foandatlon are submitted to the friends of the 
iedera) goTenunent, In each of the States, by a Private Citlsen of Penn< 
eylvKnia.

There is nothing more common than to eonfonnd the terms of AturUan 
Bmolmtbm with those of lh« UtU ^msrioan war. The Ametioan war is over, 
bat this is &t from being the case with the Ameriean Bevolntion. On the 
eontraiy, nothing bnt the Ant act of the greatdrama is closed. It remains 
yet to establish and perfect onr new fbrms of gOTemmeut, and to prepare 
the plindplee, morals, and manners of onr oitizeuB for these fbrms of gov- 
emment after they are established and bronght to perfection. 

The oonfedeiation, together with most of out State constitntlons, was 
formed ondei very nnfavorable clronnutanoes. We had Jost emerged from 
a eormpted monarohy. Altbongh we nndentood perfectly the principles 
of liberty, yet most of ns were ignorant of the forms and combinations of 
power In republics. Add to this, the British army was in the heart of onr 
eonnliTiBpreadiDgdeBolatlon wherever it went; onriesentmeuts,of conrse, 
were awakened. We deserted the British name, and, nn fortunately, re- 
fnaed to copy some things in the administration of Justice and power In the 
British government whioh have made It the envy and admiration of the 
world. In onr opposiMon to monaroby, we forgot that the temple of tyranny 
S. MiB. 170 9 
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haa two doon. We bolted one of them by tbe proper restrainlfl, bat w« 
left the other open by aeglefltiDg to guaid against tbs effectt of oni own 
ignoT&nce and lioentionsneM. Host of the preseot difflcnltieaof thisooan- 
try ariae from the weakneae and other defects of onr governmeDtA. 

Uy bnaineas at present ehall be only to angjcoBt the defeotaof the confed- 
eration. TtaeseconsiBt— Ist. In the deScIenoy of ooercivepower. 2d. Ins 
defect of exclnaive power to isane paper money and regulate comroeroe. 
3d. Id vesting the sovereign power of the United Statesin aeiogle legisla- 
tore; and, Htb, in the t«o f reqaent rotatton of Ita mentbers. 

A. convention is to sit soon for the porpose of deTlaing means of obviating 
part of the two first defects that have been mentioned. Bnt I wish they may 
add to their reooaunendations to each State, to surrender np to Congites 
their power of emitting money. In this way, a nniform onrrenoy will be 
prodooed, that will facilitate trade, and help to bind the States together. 
Hor will the Stateehe deprived of large Hnmsof money by this mean, when 
sadden emergenciee require it, for they may always borrow them, as they did 
daring the war, oot of the treasury of Congress. Even a loan office may be 
better institnted in this way in each State than In any other. 

The two laatdefecla that have been mentioned are not of less nagnitnde 
than the first. Indeed, the single legislatnre of Congress will become more 
dangerons from an Increase of power than ever. To remedy this, let the 
snpreiae federal power be divided, like the legislatures of most of onr States, 
into two distinct, independent branches. Let one of them be styled the 
Coimoil of the States, and the other the Assembly of the States. Let the 
first consist of a single delegate, and the second of two, three, or fonr dele- 
gates, chosen annnally by each State. Let the President be chosen annnally 
by the Joint ballot of both Honses, and let him possesB oertain powers, In 
co^Jonction with a privy conncll, especially the power of appointing most 
oftheoffloersoftheUnitedStates. The officers of the United States. The 
offloers will not only be better when appointed in this way, bnt one of the 
principal oansea of fiwtion will be thereby removed from Congress. I ap- 
prehend this division of the power of Congress will become more necessary 
as soon as they are invested with more ample powers of levying and ex- 
pending the publto money. 

The cnstura of tnrning men ontof power or oflBoe as soon as they ate qnal- 
Ified for it has been foand to he as absnrd in practice as it is virtaons to 
dismiss a general, a physician, or evf n a domestic, as soon as they have ac- 
quired knowledge snffloient to be nsefnlto us, for the sake of increasing the 
unmber of able generals, skilful physicians, and faithfnl servants t We do 
not. Government is a soieaoe, and can never be perfect in America until 
we enoonrage men to devote not only three years bnt their whole lives to it. 
I believe the principal reason why so many men of abilities object to serv- 
ing in Congress isoningtotheirnot thinking it worth while tospend three 
years in acquiring a profession which their country immediately afterwards 
forbids them to follow. 

There are twoerronorpr^adloes on the subject of government in Amer- 
ica which lead to the most dangerons oonsequenees. 

It is often said " that the sovereign and all other power is seated ia the 
people." This idea is nnhappily expreeaed. It should be, " all power ia 
derived yVom the people"; theypoasessltonly on the days of their elections. 
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After thia, it Is Uie pnperty of their mlere ; nor can they exeroiae or r««aine 
it, nnleaa it beabnsed. ItiHofimpoTtanee to droiUate this Idea, as it le»da 
to order and good govemment. 

The people of Amerioa have mistaken the meaaing of the word sovereignty, 
faeuoe each State pretends to be MoverMgn. In Europe it is applied onl^ to 
those States which possess the power of making war and peace, of forming 
treaties, and the like. As this power balonga only to Congress, they ore 
the only lovenign power in the United States. 

We commit a similar mistake in onr ideas of the word Independent. No 
individnal State, aa each, has any clum to independence ; she Is independ- 
ent only in a nnion with her sister Slates in Congress. 

To conform the prinoiples, morals and manners of oar oitisens, to ooi 
tepnblican forms of government, it is ahsolntely necessary that knowledge 
of every kind should be disseminated through every part of the United 
States. 

For this pntpoae, let Congreas, Instead of laying out half amillion of dollars 
in building a federal town, appropriate only a fonrth of that anm in fonnd- 
ing a federal aniversity. In this nniversity let every thing connected with- 
govemment, such as history— the law of nature and nations— the civil law — 
the mnnicipal laws of our oonntry — and the principles of oommeroe — be 
taught by competent pro ibssore. Iiet masters be employed likewise to teach 
gunnery, fortification, and every thing connected with defensive and offen- 
sive war. Above all, let a pTOfeseoi of, what is called in the Enropean nni- 
veraties, economy, be establtihed in this federal seminary. His business 
slumld be to unfold the prinoiplea and practice of agrionltnie and mann- 
fiMtnres of all kind, and to enable him to make his lectures more exten- 
sively useful, Congress should appoint a travelling correspondent for him, 
who should visit all the nations of Europe, and transmit to him, from time 
to time, all the discoveries and improvements that are made in agrionltnie 
and mannfaotures. To this seminary young men ehoald be enoonraged to 
repair, after completing their academical studies in the colleges of their 
reapecttve States. The honon and offices of the United States shonid, after 
a whUe, be confined to persons who had imbibed federal and repablicau 
Ideas in this university. 

For the purpose of diffusing knowledge, as well as extending the living 
principle of Kovemment to every part of the United State* — every State — 
city — oonnty— village — and township in the Union, should he tied together 
by means of the post-offlce. This is the true nou-electiio wire of govern- 
ment. It is the only means of conveying heat and light to every individnal 
in the federal commonwealth. " Sweden lost hei liberties," says the Abbe 
Bayual, " because her citizens were eo scattered, that they had no means of 
acting In concert with each other." It shonid be a constant ii^nnction to 
thepoflt-masters to convey newspapers free of all charge forpostage. They 
are not only the vehicles of knowledge and Intelligeooe, but the centinels 
of the liberties of our oonntry. 

The conduct of some of those strangers who have visited onr country since 
the peace, and who fill the British papers with accounts of onr distresses, 
shews as great a want cf good aeDse, aa it does of good-natnre. They see 
nothing but the foundations and walls of the temple of liberty; and yet 
they nndertake to judge of the whole Aibric. 
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Oar o\m oitiiens act a still more Bbancd part, when they ory out, ftfter 
tb6 ezpetletioe of three or four yean, that we are not proper materials for 
republican goTernment. Remember we ttsanmed these forms of goremment 
in a hnrrr, before we were prepared for them. Let ever; man exert himself 
in promoting riitae and kiiowledge in oar coantry , aad we shall soon be- 
come good repablicons. Look at the stepe by which governments have 
been ohaDged, or rendered stable in Eotope. Bead the history of Great 
Britain. Her boasted government has risen ant of wan and lebelliona that 
lasted above six bnndred yean. The United States are travelllug peaee- 
ably into order and good government. They know no strife bat what 
arises from the collision of opinions ; and, in three years, tbey have ad- 
vanced farther in tbe road to stability and happiness, than most of ths 
nations of Earope bave done, in as many oentories. 

There is bat one path that can lead the UnitedStates to destmotion; and 
that is, their extent of territory. It is probable to effect this, that Qieat 
Britain ceded to ns so mnoh waste land. Bat even thispath may be avoided. 
Let bat one new State be exposed to sale at a time, and let the land-offlce 
be shot ap, till every part of this new State be settled. 

I am extremely sorry to find a passion for retiiament so aoiveisal among 
the patriots and berooe of the war. They resemble skillfal mariners who, 
after exerting themselves to preserve a skip from sinking in a storm in the 
middle of the ocean, drop asleep as soon as the waves sabslde, and leave the 
oare of their lives and property daring tbe remainder of the voyage to sail- 
ors withoat knowledge or experience. Every man in a repablio is pnblie 
property. His time and talents — his yonth — his manhood — his old age — nay 
more, his life, his all, beloag to his ooantry.

The project for erecting a nniversity at the seat of the federal govemmant 
is brought forward at a happy moment, and on liberal principles. Wemay 
therefore reawnab^ hope for an extensive endowment from the monifloence 
of individn^ as well aa &om government itself. This expectation will 
natorally lead ns to enlai^ onr Ideas on the tnbjeot, and to give a gteatei 
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■eope to Its pnctioal operation than has uanally been oontemplated in 

institntioii* of a Bimilftr nature. 

Two distinct objects, wMota, in other oonntriea have been kept aonn- 

der, may and ought to be united ; they are both of great national impoi- 

taooa; and by being embraoed in the same Institation, they will aid each 
other in their acqnisition. These are the advanoement of knowledge by 

■Moaiations of acientifio men, and the diseeniination of its radlments by the 
inatraction of youth. The first haa been the boaiueas of learned corpora- 
tiona, snob as the Boyal Sooiety of London, and the National Institate of 
I'ranoe ; the aeoond is pursued by oolleotiona of inatmotors, onder the name 
of nniTersitiee, oollegee, academies, eto. 

The leading principle of uniting these tiro branches of improvement in 
one Institnticn, to he extended upon a aoale that will render it truly na- 
tional, reqniree some development. We find onrselvee in posBeasion of a 
oonntry bo Tost aa to lead themind to anticipate a scene of social intercourse 
and interest nneiampled inthe experience of mankind. This territory pre- 
•ents and will present such s variety of prodnotions, natural and artificial, 
■nch a diversity of oonnectione abroad, and of manners, habits, and pro- 
ponmties at home, aa will create a strong tendency to diverge and separate 
the views of those who shall iababit the different regions within oar limits. 
It is moat eaential to the happioess of the people and to the preservation 
of their repnhlicAD prineipleo, that tbis tendency to a separation shonld be 
orarbalanoed by superior motivee to a harmony of sentiment ; that they 
may habitually (tel that commuaity of interest on which their federitl sys- 
tem is fininded. This desirable object is to be attained, not only by the 
operations of the jcovernment in its several departments, but by those of 
literature, sdenoee, and arts. The liberal sclenees are in their nature re- 
pnblican ; they delight in reoiproosl oo'nmunication ; they oherish frater- 
nal feelings, and lead to a freedom of interoonrse, oombined with the 
lestraintsof society, which contribute together to our improvement. 

To explore the natural productions of our country, give an enlightened di- 
reotioa to the labors of industry, explain the advantages of interior tran- 
qnillity, of moderation and justice in the pursuits of self-interest, and to 
promote as far as olrcnmatanoBs will admit, an assimilation of civil regmta- 
tiouB, political principles aod modes of education, must engage the sollol- 
tndeofevery patriotic citizen ; as he mnst perceive in them theneceesary 
meana of secnring good morals and every republican virtue ; a wholesome 
jealousy of right and a clear understanding of dnty ; without which, no 
people oan be expected to eqjoy the one or perform the other for any num- 
ber of years. 

Hie time is fast approaehing when the United States, if no foreign dis- 
pntes ahoDid indncean extraordlnarrexpenditnre of money, will be oat 
of debt. From that time forward, the greater part of their public revenue 
may, and probably wUI, be applied to pnblic improvements of various 
kinds ; such as facilitating the interoooree through all parts of their do- 
minion by roada, bridges, and canals ; such as making more exact surveys, 
and forming maps and charts of the interior oonntry, and of the coasts, 
b*ya and harbors, perfeoting the system of lights, bnoys, and other nantloal 
aids; anch aa enoonrag^ng new branchea of industry, so far as maybe ad- 
Taotageons to the pnbllo, either by offering preminms for disooTeries, or by 
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pnTohariiig from tbeir pioptieton saoh invButioiu as Bhftll appear to be of 
immediate and general ntllitj, and rendering them free to the oitiEena at 
large; Bach asexplorlag theremainiogpartsof the wilderDeMotonr eoa- 
tineut, both withtn and vithoat oar own Joriadlation, and extending to 
their Bavage inhabitants, as far as may be praotioahlD, a taste for civilisa- 
tion, and the meana of knowing the oomforts that men are capable of jleld- 
ing to eaeh other in the peaceable pnTsniCa of industry, as they are under- 
stood in onr stage of society. 

To prepare the way for the gOTommeut toaot on these great objects with 
intelligence, economy, and effect, and to aid ita operatione when it shall be 
ready to apply its fonds to that pnrpose, will ooonpy in part the attention 
of that bcanoh of the Instltation oomposed of men of ecientiflo reeearoh ; 
whose labors, it is expeated, will be in a great meaaote gratnitoos. It can- 
not be too early, even at this moment, to direct the researches of soimoe 
to occupations of this natare. By this means, at the end of the elcTen 
yaats, the epoch at which the government may expect to be free of debt, 
the way oan be prepared to begin with system, and proceed with regular- 
ity in the varions details of pnblic improvement; a bnsinesa which, if the 
ralers of all nations did bnt know it, ongbt to be oonsidered among the 
first of their duties, one of the principal objects of their sppoinbnent. 

The Bolenoe of political eoonomy is still in its infancy ; as indeed is the 
whole aoisnoe of govomment, if we regard it as founded on principles analo- 
gons to the nature of man, and designed to promote his happiness. As ve 
believe onr garemment to be fonnded on these prinoiples, we cannot bnt 
peroeive an immense field of improvement opening before ns; a field in 
which all the physical as well as the moral soienoes should lend their aid 
and nuite their operation, to place hnman society on snob a footing in tliia 
great section of the habitable world, as to secnie it against fiutbec eoa- 
vnlsions from violenoe and war. Mankind have a right to expect this ex- 
ample from US ; we alone are in a sitnatiou to hold it np before them, to 
command their esteem, and perhaps their imitation. Should we, by a nar- 
rowness ofTiews, neglect the opportunity of realising su many benefits, we 
ongbt to rsfieot that it never oan occur to ns again ; nor oan we foises 
that it will return to any age or nation. We shoald grievonsly disappoint 
the expectations of all good in other countries, we shonid ourselves c^iet 
onr error while we live ; and if posterity did not load ns with the re- 
proaches we should merit, it would be because our condnot will have kept 
them ignorant of the posstbility of obtaining the blessings, of which it 
had deprived them. 

It would besnperflnons, in tbisProspectns, to point out the ot^eots merely 
soientlfio, that will naturally engage the attention of this branch of the 
Institution. We are sensible that many of the sciences, physical aa well 
as moral, are very little advanced ; some of them, in whloh we seen to 
have made considerable progress, are yet so nnoertaio as to leave it doubt- 
ftl whether even their first prinoiples do not remidn to be discovered ; and 
in all of them, there is a great dsfideney as to the mode of famillarisiBg 
their reanlts, and applying them to the nsefnl arts of lifb, the trae ottjeot 
of all labor and research. 

What a range is open in this country for mineralogy and botany I How 
many new arts are to arise, and bow far the old ones are to be advanced, 
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by the pnTsnit of theM two eoienceo, it is impoaaible eren to Imagine. 
<nieDiiatT7 is making a rapid and nsefal progreos, tboagh we still dispute 
aboat jta elementa. Our knowledge of anatomy haa laid a necassary and 
BOC« fonndation for anrgttj and melieine ; aargery Indeed ia making great 
pioficienoy ; bnt, after three thonsand yeua of Moorded experienoe, bow 
little do we know of medicine ! Mechanics and hydranlica are progteas- 
ing fast, and wonderfbl ate the faeilitiea and comforta we draw &oni 
them ; bat while it oontinnes to be neceaBory to make nee of animal force 
to move heavy bodiea in any direction by land or water, we have a right 
to anticipate new diecoveriea. Coold the genlns of a Bacon place iteelf 
oa the high gionod of all the sclenoee in their preeent state of advance- 
ment, and marshal them before him in so great a oonntry aa this, and 
nnder a government like onra, he wonid poiot oot their objects, foretell 
their Bnoceasee, and move them on their march, in a manner that ahonld 
animate their votaries and greatly aoceierate their progress. 

The mathematics, considered as a scienoe, may probably be susceptible of 
higher powers than, it has yet attained ; oonaidered as the handmaid of all 
the ecienoes and all the arts, it donbtlesa remains to be simplified. Some 
new proceessB, and perhaps new modes of expreasing qaantitles and nam- 
bere, may yet be discovered, to assist the mind in climbliig the difflonlt 
step* that lead to an elevation so maoh above onr erode conceptions ; on 
elevation that anhjeots the material nniverae, with all its abstractions of 
space and time, to onr inspection ; and opens, for their oombinallons, so 
many nsefol and satisfying tmtbs. 

BeseaiBhea in literature, to which may be nnited those in morals, govern- 
meat, and lawa, are ao vagne in their natnre, and have been so little metb- 
'odized, aa scarcely to have obtained the name of sciences. No man has 
denied the importance of theae pnrsalta ; though the English nation, trota 
whom we have borrowed ao many nseful things, haa not thonght proper to 
give them that conaiflteooy and standing among the objaots of laudahle 
ambition, to which they are entitled. Men the moat eminent in these 
studies have not been members of their learned assooiationa. Locke, Ber- 
keley, Pope, Hnnie, Bobertaon, Qibbon, Adam Smith, and Blackslone, 
were never admitted into the Boyal Society. This ia donbtlesa owing to 
the natnre of their government ; thongh the government itseU exerts no 
inflaence in these elections. The science of morals connects itself so inti- 
mately with the principles of political inatitntions, that where it is deemed 
expedient to keep the latter ont of eight, it ia not strange that the former 
ahonld meet no ehoonragement. 

This policy ia strikingly aiemplifiad in the history of the French Inati- 
tate. That learned and Teapeotable body was incorporated by the National 
Convention in the yearlT9fi, and took place of all the old academiM, which 
had been previously abolished. It was composed of three olasses, aocord- 
iDg to the objects to he pursued by its members. The first was the olasa 
for the physical soienoea, the second was the oiass for the moral and politi- 
cal sciencee, the third was for the fine arts. Thus it went on and made 
great progreaa in aeveial branches, till the year 1803, when Bonaparte's 
government assamed that ohaiacter which rendered the pursuit of moral 
and political ecienoe inconvenient to him. He then new modeled the In- 
atitnte, and abolished tliat class. Bat lest his real object shoold be per- 
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Mired and he be aoooaed of nBrrowing the oompass of reeeueh, be ereated 
two new oUaseB in the loom of this ; one for ancient literfttore, and one tot 
the French langnage. On the Bome ocoadoa on order was i»ned to all the 
colleges and great aclioole la Franoe, sappiewing the profeBsanbips of 
moral and politioal philosophy. 

Bnt in oar coantrj, and at this early epoch in the ootUM of repnbllcaa 
experiment, no HnbjeotB of researoh call be more important than tboae eiU' 
hraoed by these branohes of scienoe. Onr repretenlatite eystem ia new in 
practice, thongh some theories of that sort have been framed by speonlfe- 
tire writers ; and partial triaU have been made in the British Dominiona. 
Bnt onr/sderalsyatem, combined ^vithdemooTHtica] representation, is amag- 
nifioent stranger npon earth ; a new world of experiment, borsting with 
inoalcniable omens on the view of mankind. It was the reenlt of oironm- 
stanoee which no man ooold foresee, and no writer pretended to contem- 
plate. It presented itself to ns&om tbenecessitf of theaitnation we were 
la ; dreaded at first as an evil by many good men in onr own country, aa 
well as by onr friends in Enrope ; and it is at this day far from being nn- 
deratood, or properly appreciated, by the generality of those who admire it. 
OoTpraottoe npon it, as &r as we have gone, and the vast regions of onr 
continent that prosent themselves to Ils emhraoe, mast oonvinoe the world 
that it is the greatest improvement on the mechanism of government that 
baa ever been discovered, the most consoling to the friends of liberty, 
humanity, and peace. 

Hen who have grown old in the intrigues of cabinets, and tbose who, in 
the frensy of yonthfnl ambition, present themselves on the theater of poli- 
tioi, at the head of armies, which they cannot live withoat, are telling na 
that ' no new principle of government has been discovered for these two 
thousand yean' ;* and that all proposals to ameliorate the system ate vain 
ahBtraotions, unworthy of a sound pbiloaophy. They may tell ns too that 
no new principle in mechimics had been discovered since we oame to the 
knowledge of the lever; no new principle in war, since we first found that 
a man would cease to fight the moment he was killed. Tet we see in the 
two latter coses that new MHatinaUoM of principle have been disooveied ; 
they are daily now discovered and carried into practice. In tbese there 
are no books written to inform us we can go no further ; no imperial decrees 
to arrest car progress. Why then should this be the case In those com- 
binations of the moral sense of man, which compose the science of govern- 

Bnt whether we consider the principles themselves as new, or the oom- 
binatlou only as new, the fact with respect to our government is this: al- 
though the principle baslong since been known that the powers neoessarily 
exercised iuiegDlatingagreatcommanity, originate in the people at large, 
and that these powers cannot conveniently be exercised by the people at 
large ; yet it was not discovered how these powers could be conveniently 
exercised by a few delegates, in snob a manner as to be constantly kept 
within the reach of the people at large, so as to be controlled by tbem with- 
out a convulsion. Bat a mode of doing this has been discovered in later 
years, and is now for the first time carried into practice in onr oountry ; I 

'This is asserted in a book written to support the present government of 
Fnuice. I forget the title. 
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do not 887 ™ 'Uie ntmost perfection of which the principle ie capable ; jet 
in a manner which greatly oontribateH, with onr other advaatagea, to ren- 
der na the happiest people on earth. Again although the principle has long 
sinoe been known, that good laws faithfully exeonted within a state, would 
protect the indnstry of men, and preserve interior trauqnillity; yet no 
method was diaooTered which would effectually preaerv e exterior tranquil- 
lity between state and state. Treatiee were made, oaths were exacted, 
the name of God was invoked, forts, garriaoos, and aruiies were es' 
tabllabed on their respective frontiers; all with the slnoeie desire, 
no donbt, of preserving peace. The whole of these preoaotions have been 
constantly foand ineffectnal. Bat we at last, and almost by accident, have 
diaoovered a mode of preserving peace among etatea, withcnt any of the 
old precautions ; which were always fcond extremely expensive, destroe- 
tive to liberty, and incapable of seonring the object. We have found that 
states have some interests that are common and mutual among themselves; 
that so far as these interests go, the stateashonid not be independent ; that 
witliont losing anythingof their dignity, bat ratheiincreasiiig it, they can 
bind themselves together by federal government, compoaed of their own 
delegates, frequently and fi«ely elected, to whom they can oonBde thase 
common interests ; and that by giving up to these delegates the exercise of 
certain acts of sovereignty, and retaining the rest to tbemselvee, each state 
pnta it out of its own power to withdraw from the confederatton, and oat 
of the power of the general government to deprive them of the rights they 
have retained. 

If these are not new principles of government, they are at least new com- 
binations of principles, which reqaiie to be developed, studied and aader- 
itood better than they have been, even by ourselves ; bnt especially by the 
liiaag generation, and by all foreign observers who shall study our insti- 
tntions. Foreigners will thus give us credit for what we have done, point 
ont to our attentiod what we have omitted to do, andpeihaps aid us with 
their lights, in bringing towards perfection a system, which may be des- 
tinad to ameliorate the condition of the hnman race. 

Itisinthia view that moral and political research ought to be regarded 
•a one of the most important objects of the National Inetitntion, the highest 
theme of literary emulation, whether inproee or verse, the constant stim- 
nlna to excite the ambition of youth In the oonree of education. 

Wbat are called the &n« arts, in distinction from what are called the nae- 
fnl, have been but little cultivated in America. Indeed, few of them have 
yet arrived, in modern times, to that degree of splendor which they had 
acquired among the ancients. Here we must examine an opinion, enter- 
tained by BomepeiwinH, that the encouragement of ihe fine arts savors too 
much of luxury, and is unfavorable to republican principles. It is true, as 
ia alleged, they have naoally flonrished most under despotio governments; 
bnt so have com and cattle. Bepublioan principles have never been organ- 
ized ornnderstood, BO aa to form a government, inanyconntrybutoncown. 
It is therefore from theory, rather than example, that we must reason oa 
this ent^Ject. There is no doubt bnt that fine arts, both in those who cul- 
tivste and these who only admire them, open and expand the mind to great 
ideas. They inspire liberal fbellnga, create ataarmonyof temper, favorable 
to a sense of Jastioe and a habit of moderation in onr social intercourse. 
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B; inoMMing the circle of oar pleaaarw, tliej moderate the iuteuaitf irith 
vhicb pleaanreo, not dapendenton them, woald be pnraiied. In proportion 
■8 they multiply oar wants, they stimulate our IndaetTy, theydlvenify the 
objects of our ambition, tbej fomiBh new motive* for a ooustant aotivity 
of mind and body, highly favorable to the health of both. The eucoorage- 
menl of ata«te fbr elegant luzarlea diacooragei thereliah for Inxariee that 
ftre groM and seuBiial, debilitating to the body, and demoialiilng to the 
inind. TheM Uat, it mnst l>e acknowledged, are prevailing in our ooantry ; 
they are perhaps the natural growth of domestic afSaenoeand civilllberty. 
The government, however mild and patem^, cannot check tbem by any 
direct application of Its powers, withont improper enoraachmenta on the 
litMO^ and affluence, that give tbem birth. Bnt a taste for the elegant 
enjoyments which spring from the culture of the fine arts, excites passions 
not so imslatible, bnt that they are easily kept within the limits, which 
the means of eaeb individual will prescribe. It is the friend of morals and 
of health; it snpposeea oertain degree of infiirmation; it neoeaaitatee liberal 
inatrnotion ; it cannot bnt b« favorable to republican nuuiners, principle^ 
and discipline. 

A taste for these arts is peculiarly desirable In those parts of our «wimta7, 
at the tonthwaid and WBatward, wbeie the earth yields her rieh piodne- 
tiona with little labor, and leaves to the oultivator considerable vacanoiee 
of time and snperfluitles of wealth, which otherwise will, in all probability, 
be worse employed. The arts ol drawing, painting, statuary, engraving, 
mnsic, poetry, ornamental architeoture, and ornamental gardening wonld 
employ a portion of thesarplnatimeand money of oni oitiiens ; and at the 
same time be more likely to dispose their minds to devote another portion 
to charitable and patiiotio pnrposea, than If the fliat portion had not been 
thus employed. 

In England there is a Boyal Academy for the fine arts, as well as a Koyal 
Society for the sciences; thongh men of merit in other learned labors ate 
not asMoiated. In France the two classes of eminent men who pursue the 
sciences and the arts, are nnited in the National Institute. Besides thwe, 
and besides tbe colleges and nnlversities, there exists in each of these conn- 
tries a variety of institutions useful in their different objects, and highly 
uonduoivn to the geueral mass of public improvement, as well as to private 
instraotion. 

The French Oovemment aupporto : 

1. Tkt Befool of Mina, an axteosive establishment ; where is piewrred a 
ooUeotion of speoimene from all the mines, wrought and unwionght, that 
are known to exist in that ooantry ; where, with the free nse of a labora- 
tory, lectures are given gratis one day in the week for nine months in the 
year, and where young men receive what is called a raineralogical ednoa- 
tion. At this plaoe the proprietor of a mine, whether of metals, ooale, or 
other valuable fossils, may have them examined withont expense; and 
here he can apply tor an able and scientific artist, recommended by the 
profesaon, to be the conductor of his works, as well In the engineerliig as 
tbe metaUnrgioal branch. 

3. TK» jScAooI of £Mds amd Bridgti ; whose title ought to extend likewise 
to oanals, river navigation and hydtanlic architecture; slnoe it embraoea 
all theae objects. Hrae are preserved models and drawings of all the great 
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works, and many of the abortive attempte, in theae brsnohea of bndneao. 
It ia » cnrioDB and OMfDl ooUeoUon. TMs establiebment too maintains Ita 
profeaaois, who give leotarea gratis, and prodooe among tbeir pnpila tho 
ableat diafUmen and oiril engineeis, leady to be employed where the pab- 
lid service or private enterprise may reqnire. 

'i. Tha Couitrvatory <if Arlt ; meaningtheiueflilBrtsandtiades. Tliis, in 
appearanoe, is a vast Baliel of materials ; consisting of tools, models, and 
entire machines, enoient and modem, good and bad. For it is often 
usefiil to pieserre for inspection a bad maobine. The professor explains 
the reason why It did not answer the purpose ; and this either prevents 
BDother peiBOn from spending bis time and money in pnrsnit of the same 
impraotioable scheme, or it may lead his mind to some ingenions invention 
to remedy the defect and make it a nsefnl object. Here is a piofeMor for 
explaining the nse of the machines, and for aiding the minister in disoha^ 
ingtbedtttiesof tiie patent oB9oe. Here likewise several trades are carried 
on, and persons ai« taogbt gratis the ose of the tools by practice as well as 
by leotnres. 

4. Tk» ifusfliBi of Nataral BUtorif. This consists of a botanical garden, 
an extensive menegery, or eolleotion of wild animals, and large oahinets 
of minerals. To this institution are attached several profbasonhipa ; and 
leotnres are given in every branch of natural history. 

5. Tlu Mtueitm of Art*; meaning the fine ar^ Ttiis Is the sohool for 
painting, atatnary, mnsia, &a. The great splendor of this establishment 
eonsisto chiefly in its vast gallery of pictures, and its awftil synod of statues. 
These are as Ear beyond description as they ate above comparison. Since, 
to the oollecdons of the kings of France, the Government bos added so 
many of the best productions of Italy, Flanders and Holland, there is no 
other assemblage of the works of art where stndents can be so well acoom- 
modated with variety and exoellenoe, to excite tbeir emulation and form 
their taste. 

6. The JTatiotial Xiirarjr. This collection Is likewise unparalleled both 
for the number and variety of works it contains ; having about Ave hnn- 
dred tboneand volomes, in print and mannscript ; besides all of value that 
is extant in maps, charts, engravings ; and a museum of coins, medals and 
insoriptions, ancient and modem. 

8. ileJfist,- which is asoientifloaswellasalaboratorial establishment; 
where leotnree ore given in mineralogy, metallorgy, and chemistry. 

9. Tka MtlllatTi School; where field engineering, fortidoation, gunnuy, 
attack and defense of places, and the branohes of mathematlos, necessary 
to these sciences, are taught by experienced masters. 

10. Tin iVjrloiMtisi ; which is an excellent school of general science, more 
especially military and naatioal ; but it is exclusively devoted to what are 
called enfmu de la pafrie, children of the country, or boys adopted by the 
Government, and ednoated at the public expense. They are generally 
those whose fathers have died in the pnblio service. But this diatinotion 
is often conferred on others, through pariacnlsr Csvor. The sohool Is sup- 
plied with able instrnctors; and the pupils are very namerooB. They are 
taught to consider themselves entirely devoted to the service of their coun- 
try, asis indicated both by their own appellation and that of their seminary. 

11. TkeCnIIapa o/.pyumoa retains all its ancient advantages, and has been 
unproved by the revolntion. 
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IS. TJm Bekool 0/ Mtdieiue, luiited with anatomy and enrgeiy, la in M» 
hands, and well DOTldIlot(^d, 

13. Tie Vettrinary Sehool ; where practical and Bolentiflo leBWHU an gireo 
on Uie conAtitQtion and diaeaaes of animala. 

14. Th« Obttnalorg is an appellation atill ntained hy an eminent oehool 
of sstronom; ; thongh ita Importonos has grown far beyond what is indi- 
cated by ita name. It pabliahes the annual work oatled la wtuuimatiet iti 
temt; a work not tmly of national bnt of nnivenal ntility fbr naviicatoca 
tmd aatronoinera. 

15. Another institntion, whoae fanctluns have ontgrown its name, is the 
£urMH of Longitude. It not only oSen piemlnms for disooTeriea, tending 
to the gMStobject of finding on easy method of aaoertaining the longitude 
at sea, and Jndgee of their merit ; bnt it is the eneonragei and depoaitaiy 
of all nantical and geographical discoveriea ; and, in coojnnction with the 
•ohool of astronomy and that of natural history, it direots and saperinteuds 
■noh voyages of diacoTeryos the govemment ohooees to nndertake. 

16. The last pnblic establishment fot liberal instraotion, that I shall men- 
tion in the capital, thongh not the only remaining one that might be named, 
ia the Poljileeknio Sekool, This, for the variety of scienoea tanght, the 
degree of previona attainment neeeesary for admission, the eminent talenta 
of the profaaaors, and the high state of emdition to which the papila are 
carried, is doabtleea the flist institntion in the world. ■ 

The Frytaneum, the Polyteohnio School, the Haaenm of Arts, the Con- 
•erratory of Arte, and the Teterinary Sohool, are new inatltntions, estab- 
liaheddnring the rerolation. The others existed before; bnt moat of them 
have been mnoh improved. There were likewise erected daring the same 
period, a great namher of provincial colleges. The general provision was 
to have one in each oonuty, or department, of which there ore npwaida of 
• hundred in France. The provision likewise extended to what are oolled 
primary schools, to be erected and multiplied In every town and village. 
This is also executed In part, but not completely. 

On the whole, the buBineas of ednoation in France is on a mnoh better 
footing at preaent than it ever waa before the revolution. The clamor that 
was raised by the emigrants against the eon vention, reproaching them with 
having deatroyed ednoation, were nnfonnded, and, we may almost aay, the 
reverse of tmth. Their plans on this snhject were great, and in general 
good ; much good indeed has grown out of them ; though they have not 
been pnianed by the government during its BUbseqnent ohangee, in the 
manner contemplated by the projeotora. 

Beatdee the pnblio fonndatiooa, established and partly supported by the 
government, there ia a variety of private aaaociations for ooUeoting and 
diffusing information ; snoh as agriooltnral sooieties, a aooiety fiir the en- 
couragement of arte and mannfaoturee; and another which, though neither 
eoientifio nor literary,iB a great encourager of literature. It is a charitable 
fnndfor giving relief to indigent anthora, and to their widows and orphans. 

The fjioewai <tf ArU, as a private society, merits a distingniahed plaroe in 
this hasty review of the liberal establishments in Paris. This fonndation 
belongs to a number of proprLetors, who draw no other advantage from it 
than the right of attending the leotnrea, and of naing the laboratory, read- 
Ing-rooma, library, and philosophical apparatus. It employs alile rTnftsia 
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ore in all the Boienoes, in teohuology, in literature, and in WTerol modem 
langnagea. Itadmiteannaal aabsoriben, who enjoy tiieseadTantagea dar- 
ing tbe year ; and it ia partlonlorly nsefal to atrangera and to y onag men 
ftom the prorinoes, who might otherwiae employ their leiBore honrs in leas 
profitable amnsements. 

If, in BpeakinK of the state of pnblio instrnotion in England, we are Ian 
partionlot than in those of her nelghbon, it will not be for wont of respect 
f or her institntionB ; batb«o&a»e moat of them are better known In this 
conntiy, and some of them simihir to those we have deaaribed. Her nniver- 
aitiee and collegea, bet nomeioas ogrlonltnral societies, her sooiety of arts 
and monafketates, her loyal society, royal academy, royal obBervatory, 
British Mnsenui, marine and military academies, her society for exploring 
the interior of AMco, her missionary sooiety, and her board of longitnde, 
are probably familiar to moat of the readera of thia Proapeotoa. We shall 
partienlarize only two or three others; which, being of reoent date, are 
probably leaa known. 

"He Lilerary Fund, for the relief of indigent anthora and their fiunities, 
is an institntlon of extensive and increasing bene&cence. It ia not merely 
a charitable, bat a patriotic endowment ; and its influence mnst extend to 
other nations, and to posterity. For an anthor of merit belonge to the 
world at large ; his genina ia not the property of one age or nation, bnt the 
general heritage of alL When a fnnd like this ia administered by men of 
dlsoenunent and fidelity, worthy of their trust, as the one in qneetion oer> 
tainly is, landing its aid to all proper ohjects, without regard to party ot 
aystem, whetiier in politics, eoience or religion, it gives independence to 
literary parsaitB. Men who are fostered hy it, or feel a confidence that 
they may, in case of need, partake of ite mnnlflcenoe, become bold in the 
development of asefbl tmtha ; they ore not diaoonraged by the dread of 
opposing the opinions of vulgar minds, whether among membera of the 
government or powerfnl individnala. 

Thia geneions and energetic establishment owes its fonndation to David 
Williams ; whose Inmlnons writings, ss well as other labors, in favor of 
liberty and morals, are well known in thia oonntry. It waa a new attempt 
to ntiliza the gifta of fbrtnne, and the effbrta of timid merit. It waa not 
till after many years of exertion by its patriotic fonndsr, that the institu- 
tion aaBomed a vigorous existence, became rich by the donations of the 
opulent, and popniar from the patronage of the flret names in the king- 
dom. It waa from thia Amd that the one of a ^mllar natnro in Pane was 
copied ; hut the latter ia hitherto far inferior to the former, both In its 
endowments and its activity. 

On the other hand, the Jioyal IiulitHiion and the London InttihMon have 
been oopied from the Lyceom in Paris. Bnt in these instanoee the oopiee 
have already equaled, if not anrpossed, the original. 

We have traced this rapid sketch of what ia doing for the advanoement 
of liberal knowledge and public improvements in other oountriea, for the 
take of gronping the whole in one general view; that we may compare their 
eatahliahments with our situation, our wants, our means, and onr pros- 
pects; reject what iannanitahle to ua, adopt auoh as would be nseful,and 
organiz« them as shall be advantageons in onr National Institution. 

It is proposed, as already observed, that thia Inatitntion should combine 
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the two great objeote, reieareh and itutraetttM. It ia expeotad frem evny 
member that he will emplo; his tsleat gr&taitonHlf in eoatriboting to the 
4n(of these ohJeoU. Themoond will be theHpeeialoccapatioaof abraoch 
of the Institution, to be sliled the ProfsBBorate. And, as it ia ezpeoted 
troia the membera of this braaoh, that they devote their time as well u 
talents to the labor of iDstraotioD, thef will receive a saitable oompenaa- 
tion, to be fixed hf the board of traHteaa. 

The members of the National Institation shall be elected &om oitiMDt 
of the United States, eminent in an; of the liberal HCienoos, whether phjri- 
oal, moral, politioal, or eoonomioal ; in liberatnre, arts, agrionltiire ; in 
meohanjcol, nautical, or geographical discoverLee, The number of mem- 
ben shall at no time exceed the decaple of thennmber of states, eomposiDg 
the confederation of the United States. But In addition to theae, it ms; 
elect honorary members abroad, not exoaeding In number one half of that 
of its members. And It may likewise elect corresponding members within 
the United States, or elsewhere, not exceeding the last-mentioned propor- 
tion. 

The members of the Institation may divide themselvee into several sec- 
tions, for their more convenient deliberations on the objects of their bct- 
eral pnranits, not exceeding live sections. Each section shall keep a regis- 
ter of its proceedings. It shall be the dnty of each section to nominate 
oondidatee for members of the Institntion, saitable for sach section. Whieh 
nomination, if there be vacancies, shall entitle snoh candidates to be bsl- 
lotted for at the general meetings. 

There shall be a Chancellor of the National Institntion ; whose dnty it 
shall be to superintend its general concerns. He shall, fn the first instance, 
be appointed by the President of the United States; and hold his otBoe 
dnring the pleaanre of the Institution. He shall preside In its general 
meetings ; direct the order of its deliberations, and sign the diplomas of 
Its members. He shall be president of the hoard of trosteea ; and, in con- 
seqaence of their appropriations, order the payment of monies, and other- 
wise carry into ezeention their ordinances and resolations. He shall b« 
director of the Professorate ; order the oonrses of lectures and other modes 
of instmction, and objects of stndy ; confer degrees In the central aniver- 
sity ; appoint examiners, either at the district colleges or at the central 
university, for the admisafon of stadents into the latter ; flU Tooancies in 
the Profeesorato, until the next meeting of the board of tmstees; and he 
shall have power to suspend from ofiBce a professor, nntll the time of such 
meeting. He shall instmot and direct in their mission, snoh travelling pro- 
fessors as the board of trnstaes shall employ, for the objects of solcnoe, in 
onr country or abroad. 

The board of trustees shall consist of fifteen members; they shall be 
first appointed by the Preudent of the United States, and hold their office 
dnring the pleasure of the Institntion. They shall give bonds with anrety 
fbr the faithftal execution of their trast. They aud the chancellor are of 
course membera of the Institution. As soon as convenient after their ap- 
pointment, they are to assemble at the seat of government, elect by ballot 
fifteen additional members of the Institntion, appoint three proftesors, and 
transact such other business as they may think proper. But no more than 
the second fifteen members of the InsUtutionehaU be elected, until the last 
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Wednesday In KoTembsr nest. On which day r generkl meeting of the 
luBtltntian shall be held at the seat of goTemment; and the members then 
present mayproeeed to elect fifteen additional members. Two months after 
wMoh, another election of fifteen members may take place ; bnt no moro 
till the November then next. Thnsthey may proceed to hold two elections 
in each year, of fifteen members each, if they think proper, till the whole 
uombet allowed by law shall be elected. The Institution will fill its own 
vaoanciee, and those in the board of trasteea, appoint its treasurer and secre- 
taries; and, on all oooadoiis after the first, eleat tba ohanoellor. 

The chancellor and board of tmstees shall have the sole management of 
the fnnds of the Instltation, whether in lands or movahles ; they shall 
organise the Professorate, appoint the professors and other masters and 
teachers ; oastgn them their oompensatioDs, and remove them at pleasare. 
They shall astalilish a central aniveiBity, at or near the seat of govern- 
ment, andsnohothernaiTerBitieSfCoIIegBB, and sohools of ednoatioi], as the 
fnnds of the lustitatlon will enable them to do, whether In the city of 
Washington, or in other parts of the United States; and make the necessary 
legnlations for the government and discipline of the same. They may 
likewise establish printing-pieasee for the ase of the Instltation, laborato- 
riea, librwiee, and apparatus for the soiBDcas and the arts, and gardens for 
botany and agrioaltnral experiments. 

Tbns organjaed, and with proper endowments, the National Institntlon 
will be able to expand itself to a large breadth of public utility. It will, 
by its conespondence, its varions eatablishmeuts, its preminms, its gratni- 
ties, and other enconragemeats, exolte a scrapaloos attention to the dnties 
of ednoation in every part of the United States, By printing school books 
in the vast quantities tliat are wonted, and selling them at prime cost, it 
will Aimiah them at one third of the price osually demanded ; and by an able 
■election or composition of snch as are best adapted to the pnrpose, it will 
give annifonoity to the moral sentiment, a republican energy to the char- 
acter, a liberal oast to the mind and manners, of the rising and following 
generations. None will deny that these things are peoaliarly essential to 
the people of this conntry ; fbr the preservation of their republican prin- 
ciples, and especially of their federal system. 

Add to this the advantages that the government will draw, in its pro- 
jected plane of public Improvement, from this faoUlty of concentrating the 
rays of ecteoce npon the most useful objects; &om directing the researohes 
of so many of the ablest men In the conntry, to the beet modes of increas- 
ing its productions and its happiness ; from having a greater choice of 
young and well-tanght engineers, civil and military ; as well as mechani- 
cians, orchiteots, geologists ; and men versed in the mathematical sciences 
and political econoniy. 

Attached to the nnlverslty In Washington, and nndei the direction of 
the Instltation, might be the best position for the military academy, now 
at Went Point, and likewise fbr the naval academy, and for the mint of the 
United States. The patent office Is now an embarraasing appendage to the 
department of state. It might oooupy very usefully one of the profeswrs 
of this nntversity. The machines and models belonging to it would bo 
naefnl ornaments In a lectnie room, where mechanics, hydraulics, and other 
branchea of natorol philosophy ore taught. Snch professor might be th» 
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proper perBon to ezftmine the ftpplioations for patenia, nod report npon Qieir 
merits; tho ohuiaellor miglit grant the patent. It might likewise be %i- 
Tontageons, that the trustees, when the state of their funds will permit, 
should poroh&sefrom their proprietors aaoh inventiuns as, in their opinioD, 
might t>e of immediate and general nse ; and perhaps the ehanceltor might 
be authorized to reftee pateota for impcsotioable things, and expose to 
pDhlioTiewsnohimpoBterauBometimes apply for them, with the intention 
of imposing upon theecednloae, by selling their Allaclons prirllegee either 
in whole or in part. 

The geographioal and miueralogioal arehives of the nation might be 
better placed in this nniTereity, then elsewhere. Being confided to pio- 
fesBora, they might draw advantage from them in the coarse of their in- 
stmctions. Thus the Institution might become a general depositary of 
the Tesalts of scientific research ; of experiments in art, mann&otnret, 
and hnsbandr]'; and of disooTeries by voyages and travels. In short, no 
mdiment of knowledge shonld be below its attention, no height of im- 
provement above its ambition, no earner of an empire beyond its vigilant 
activity for collecting and diffitsing information. 

It la hoped that the Legialatnre, oa well as oar opnlent oitiiene, will 
assist in making a liberal endowment for bo great an object, and aa soon 
as eiroamstanoea will admit ; as too much time has already been lost, 
since the government haa taken its definitive stand, in so advantageoas » 
position, for the development of this part of oar national resonroee. 

Apptitdbe. 

Snoh ie the outline of a system of pnblic instroction that wonld Beam te 
promise the greateBt benefits, and althongh nnder present olronnutaiMfls 
it is donhtlesB too extensive to beoonied into immediatepraotioeiDallitt 
parts, yet there are strong reasons to wish that its general basis nwy be 
preserved entire in the law for incorporating the inetitntion, and that snch 
law may be enacted dnrlng the present aeasion of Congress. Believing 
that no poteible disadvantage conld arise f^om adopting both of these 
propositions, we will endeavor to elnoldate the advantages by a few ad- 
ditional observations. 

(1) Aa we most aolicit donations ftom individnal eitizena, and depend 
principally on them for its endowment, we onght to have a basis on vrhiob 
they can repose their confldenoe. This can only be done by a board of 
trostees, standing on the ground of a corporation, whoee object is olearlj 
defined, and which is composed of men of known character and reeponsi- 
hllity, anxions themselves to promote the object and pledged In honor and 
rapntation for its ultimate enaoees. 

(2) The present seems to be a more favorable moment for an eatablish- 
-ment of this kind, and especially for obtaining donations, than can be 

expected to arrive hereafter. A general opinion now pievails that educa- 
tion hasbeentoomnchaDdtooIongnegleoiedin most parts of onrooantry ; 
and this opinion is happily aooompanied by a liberal spirit on the snbjeot, 
A spirit worthy of the age and country in which we live, and of the govern- 
ment that conducts onr affairs. It is a patriotic spirit, that only requires 
to be directed, bnt if not directed, may soon be loat. The opinions and 
.diBpodtionB of men are changeable. The race of patriarchs who ftamed 
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our polWoftl BTatema, ftnd *n peonUarlr •olieitoos to aeeora their per- 
roanent Bapport, ue pMimgofftlie stage of pnblio life. ChildrsD an grow- 
ing up to take the legacy -we are bequeathing them, Insenslhle of its 
valae, and ignorant of the means by vliich it can be preierTed. It will 
■eem aa if we had labored in vain, If we leave our work but half aooom- 
pliehed, and stirely the task of preMrvlng liber^, if not as bold, is at least 
asdiflBoalt, as thatof aequirlngit. 

To acqnire liberty, oomparatively speaking, is the work of few ; to pre- 
serve it is the sober and watchfnl bnaineM of all. In the Srst operation a 
group of well informed, entbusiBstio, and patriotic leaders step fbrward to 
the field of danger, impreas their own energy on the moltitnde of followers, 
who c&n not go wrong becanse the olfject is palpable and oleaily nndei- 
•tood ; but in the second, the impetnoidty of enthOBiasm ia no longer the 
weapon to be need. The msM of the people axe maHten, they must be in- 
-Blmoted in their work, and tbey may Justly say that when their leaders 
tangbt them how to gain their liberty they contracted the obligation to 
taaoh them how to nse it. 

(3) The institation, though established on the broad fonndatiou we hers 
propose, will b^n npoo a small scale ; no longer than its means will ren- 
der coDveaient and the magnitude of the proepeotiye will not disconzsge 
its inbnt exertione, hot rather increase them. Itsexpenditnieiwillnotbs 
greaterin thebeginningthan they wooldbeif it were always to be confined 
to the narrow oompass in which it will move at flist. It will immediately 
open a few echools at Washington, where they ore much wanted. It may 
soon begin to reeeire douajlons for this and other ohjeota ; and by Its oorre- 
spoudeace It will be learning the wants of the different districts of the United 
Btates, and dtieoting it« inquiries bow to supply them. 

(4) It is believed that several men of soienoe, without any compensation 
but the pleasure of being useful, may be engaged to give courses of leotniea 
daring the next winter on someof the higher branches of knowledge, such sa 
obemistry, mathematics, natural and moral philosophy, politioal economy, 
medicine, andjnrispradenoe, thatit mayno longer besaid of the Capital of the 
United States that it oflers no attractions as a winter lesidenoe to slraugen 
or citizenB; no amusements but snch as are monotonous and uuimproving; 
nothing to variegat« the soene and enliven the labors of those whom the con- 
fidence of their ooontry has colled to this place to manage her great concerns. 
A few oouises of lectures on these snbjeota, annouaoediu the puhlio papers, 
to be delivered uextwinter would draw to this place many young men from 
thediffisnut States, who, being at a loss for the means of finishing their edu- 
cation, are often driven to Europe fbr that purpose. This would be a begin- 
ning for the nniver^ly and lead to it« Interior organization. It would help 
to bring the institution into notice, be the means of augmenting its endow- 
ments, and enable the trustees t« devise measoiee for some of their buildings. 

(5) It ought not M> be forgotten that a central institution of this kind in 
the United States would not only remove the disadvantages that our yonng 
men uowexperienoeinbeing obliged to obtain a European educatiou, but it 
would federalise, as well as republicaulze, their education at home. Com- 
ing together from all partaof the Union, at an age when impressions on the 
mind are noteasily effaced, the bent of intellect will attain a similarity in 
all, di versified only by what nature had done before; their moral ohoraoten 
woold be oast in a kindred mould ; they wonld form fHendshipa, which

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their eabwqnent pnnaita in life would neTei destroy. Thia would gieUlf 
tend to atrengthen the politioal union of the States, a nnion whiab, 
tbongh fimndsd on penpanent iutereit, oaa 011I7 be mpported by a perma- 
nflnt aenae of that intereat. la addition to the other advantages of atDdy, 
we ought to notice the great politioal eohool that will open to the atndoit 
during the segaiona of Congresa ; the school ofjnriapnideuoe In the fedtral 
oonrte; the ooiutant eiamplea of eolarged ideaa, and paternal aoheltuda 
for the natioDftl welikie, which he will aee in the aoTeral depactmenta of 
the Exeentire QoTemment. 

When the men, who shall have finished their edooation in this coitral 
Beat, ahall retnm to it in matoier life, clothed with the oonfldenoe of their 
fsllow-citizeiia, to aaaiat in the oonnciLi of the nation, the scene will en- 
liven the liberal impreeeiona of yonth, combined with the eaatioos that 
experience will have taught. They will bring ih>m home the feelings and 
intereate of their own districts, and they wiU mingle them here wlththoaa 
of the nation. From aach men the Institntion may perceive the good it 
may have done; -and from them it will leam what new openinge may be 
fbnnd in the diffiateut Btatee, for the extentloii of Us beneflte.

Be it enaeted by tMe Seimte and Haute of Bepreeentatitee of Ike Unittd BWa 
tf Ameriea In Can^w* lutembM, That there be granted to the eevetal 
States, for the purposes hereinafter mentioned, an amonnt of public laii^ 
to be apportioned to each State a quantity equal to thirty thouaand aens 
for each senator and representative in Congress to which the States an 
leapectlvely entitled by the apportionment nnder the census of elghtesn 
handred and sixty : Provided, That no mineral lands diall be seleoted W 
pnrofaased under (he provisions of this act. 

Sbc. S. Jnd be it further mooted. That the land aforesaid, after being 
■nrveyed, shall be apportioned to the several Btatea in seotiouH or aabdi- 
Tisions of sections, not less than one qnarter of a section ; and whenever 
there are public lands in a State subject to sale at private entry at ouB 
dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, the quantity to which said State 
shall be entitled shall be selected irom such lands within the limits of 
each State, and the Secretary of the Interior is hereby directed to issoe to 
each of the States in which there is not the quantity of pnblio lands anb- 
]ect to sale at private entry at one dollar and tweuty-five cents per aeie, 
to which said State may he entitled under the provisIoDa of thia act, land 
ectip to the amonnt in aoree fbr the defiotenoy of its distributive ahaie; 
aaid scrip to be sold by said States and the proceeds thereof applied to the 
naes and purposes prescribed in this act, and for no other use or purpose 
whatsoever: Provided, That in no ease shall any State to which land aorip

fiTOoente, or less, per aore; And proviieA further, That not more than one 
millLon aoTes shall be located by snoh assignees in any one of the State*: 

That no snoh location shall be made befbre one year 
fttim the passage of this act. 

Sbo. 3. Atid ^» it furtlter enacted. That all the azpenses of management, 
anperintendenee, and taxes from date of selection of said lands, previooa 
to their ealee, and all expenses Inenrred in the maDagement and disbnrse- 
ment of the moneys which may be received tbere&om, shall be paid by 
the States to which they may belong, out of the troaanry of said States, so 
that the entire proceeds of tha sale of said lands shall be applied wltbont 
any dlminntion whatever to tbe pnrpoeea hereinafter mentioned. 

SxC. 4. And ba il further eiiaeltd. That all moneys derived &om the sale 
of tbe lands aforesaid by the State to whioh the lands are apportioned, and 
&om the sale* of land scrip hereinbefore provided for, shall be invested 
in stocks of the United States, or of the States, or some other safe stock*, 
yielding not less than Ave per centnm npon the par valne of said stocks; 
and that the moneys so invested sball conslitnte a perpetual fund, the 
capital of whioh shall remain forever nndimlnished, (except so &r a* may 
be provided in section fifth of this act,) and the interest of which shall bo 
inviolably appropriated, by each State which may take and claim the 
benefit of this act, to tbe endowment, sopport, and maintenance of at least 
one college where the leading object shall be, witbont eiolnding other 
•cientifle aod olasaical studies, and inolading military tactics, to teach 
•nch branchea of learning as are related to agrionltnre and tbe mechanlo 
arte, in snch manner as the legislatnres of the States may respectively pre- 
cribe, in order to promote the liberal and practical education of the 
indastrial classes in the several porsnits and professions In life. 

SbO- 5. And be il further enacted. That the grant of land and land scrip 
hereby anthorized shall be made on tbe following oonditfons, to which, oa 
well a* to the provisions hereinbefore contained, tbe previons assent of the 
several State* shall be signified by legislative acts: 

First. If any portion of the fnnd Invested, as provided by tbe foiegoing 
section, or any portion of the interest thereon, shall, by any action or con- 
tingency be diminished or lost, it shall ba replaced by the State to which It 
belongs, so that the capital of the faud sball remain forever nndimiuished; 
and the aunnal interest shall be regnlarly applied witbont dimlnntlon to 
the purposes mentioned in the fonrth section of this act, esoept that a snm, 
not exceeding ten per ceutnm npon the amount received by any State 
nnder the provisions of this act, may be expended for the purchase of lands 
for aites or experimental farms, whenever anthorized by tho respective 
legislatores of said States. 

Second. So portion of said fnnd, nor the interest thereon, shall be ap- 
plied, directly or indirectly, under any pretense whatever, to the pnrchase, 
erection, proaeivation, or repair of any bnilding or baildings. 

Thiid. Any State which may take and claim tbe benefit of the provis- 
iona of this act shall provide^ within ftve years, at least not less than onft 
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ooUege, as described in the fonrth seotloii of this aot, or the gnnt to «Beh 
SUte ahall ooms ; and said State shall be Iraand to pa; the Uniled StaUs 
the amonnt receiTed at any landa preTioiul; aold, and that the title to 
pDiohasers under the State shall be valid. 

Fourth. An auniial report shall he made ragarding the progreas of each 
college, teoordiag an; impiovements and experiments made, irith theii 
costs and reenlte, and meh other matters, including State indnstrial sad 
ecouomioal slatutios, as may he supposed nsefiil ; one copy of which shall 
be traoBmitted by mail free, by each, to all the other colleges which may 
be endowed nnder the proyisloDB of this act, and also one copy to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. 

Fifth. When lands shall be selected fW)m those which have been 
raised to doable the minimam price, in conseqnence of railmad gtantt, 
they shall be compnted to the States at the maximum price, and the noia- 
ber of acres proportionally dimioiahed. 

Sixth. No State while in a condition of relMllion or inaaii«otiou against 
the goTcmment of the United States shall he entitled to the benefit of this 
act. 

Seventh. No State shall be entitled to the benefits of this act hdIsm it 
ahaU expreM its acceptance thereof by its legislature within two yean 
from the date of its approval by the President. 

Sbc. 6. And be >t furrier mooted, That land aorip iaaaed under the pi«> 
visions of this act shall not bo aabjeot to location until after the Bnt day 
of January, one thousand eight hundred and aiity-three. 

Sbc. 7. And be iC f^tktr maeled, That the land oEQcers ahall receive the 
same fees for locating land scrip issued under the proviNons of this act w 
is now allowed for the location of military bounty laud warrants under 
existing laws : Prvvided, their maximnm compensation shall not be thereby 
inoreased. 

Sec. 8. And be U further entuted. That the QoTemora of the several State* 
to which scrip shall be iaaned under this act shall be required to report 
auDually to Congress all sales made of such scrip until the whole shall be 
disposed of, the amount received for the same, and what appropriation 
baa been made of the proceeds. Approved, July S, 1862.

Bt U enacted by the Se»at« and Bouee of B^reteniativee of lAe United Stmlm 
of Jmtriiia ia Congrai aetenbled, That in order to aid In acquiring and 
diffusing among the people of the United Slates oaefnl and practical in- 
formation on snbjeota connected with agriculture, and to promote soientifie 
investigation and experiment lespeotiog the priuoiplea and applications of

dgued to test their comparative effects on crops of different kinds; the 
adaptation and value nf graesee aod forage plants; the eomposltion and 
digestibility of the different kinds of food for domestio animals ; the scien- 
tific and economio questions involved in the production of butter and 
cheese ; and snch other researches or experimenta bearing directly on the 
agrlonltnrol industry of the United States as may in eaoh case be deemed 
advisable, having dne regard to the varying oonditione and needs of the 
respective States or Territories.

Non. — Moat of the State Univenltiea owe their origin wholly or in part 
to lederal land granta in conneotion with the Morrill Aot, or b; ipeoial acta 
pMBed b; Congreae. The thirteen original Statea and iix others have re- 
oeiTed no land grants, except for agrioaltnral and meohanioal oollexes. All 
the temtoriee have had land grants for ednoational purposes, except the 
District of Colnmhia and Alaska. Of the thirteen original States only 
four — Virginia, Oeorgia, and North and Sonth Carolina — have fonnded and 
maintained State nniTersitiea ; six — Maasachnsetts, Conneetiont, Penn- 
sylvania, STew Jersey, Ehode Island, and New Hampshire — fbnnded in co- 
lonial daye institntions which hare become practically State nniTersitiea ; 
New York, though fairly liberal to ite colleges, has never concentrated its 
patronage; MacylandandDelairarehavepraotioally ignored the nnivenity 
qneation. In the other States withoat grants — Vermont, Maine, Eentncky, 
TeaneBBee,Texas, and West Virginia — the efforts to found State institntions 
hare been attended with much difflcnlty, and it is evident to one who 
atudlea the eabject that their ednoational syetems are probably mach less 
proeperoas than tbey wonld have been had tbey received aesietance Anm the 
general government similar to that given their sistec States.* 

In the following list institntions wholly or in part supported by the 
Stat« are designated by the symbol t. Inatitntiooe organized or extended 
in scope in oonneotion with the Uorrill Aot of 18^ are designated by the 
symbol *. Institntions maintained In connection with the Hatch Aot are 
designated by the symbol /^.
